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Independence of the sub-Continent would have delated only for 
1% -2 years, the then (possible) Kashmir Assembly would 
decide to which the State of J&K should accede to any dominion 
or stay independent. But the misfortune, once again hit the 
Kashmiri people. Now they had become the slaves of the 
newborn states, India and Pakistan} outcome of the Partition. 
Scheme of the sub-Continent, but not applicable to the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir. This is what Arif Shahid has proved in this 
book and he suggests complete Independence and sovereignty 
for Kashmir, He is known as an intellectual throughout his.

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men struck us as subtle, wheedling, clannish, a bit servile; 
skilled craftsmen, eloquént salesmen, excellent and thoughtful 
servants, but not the stuff of which heroes and rebels are made," 
Sir Morrice adds : "Of the Kashmiris whom I asked about their 
national destiny, .... Then, as they openly said, the good old days 
would return with tourists and customers coming without 
hindrance from everywhere". In an explanatory way, we can 
conclude that, Sir Morrice has pointed out the’ greatest 
deficiency in the character of the Vale Kashmiris — 'they cannot 
act as rebels’, hence, they dislike the sudependence (of Kashmir). 
This is what Arif Shahid has narrated. The remark of Sir 
Morrice testifies Arif Shahid's proposal about the people of the 
Vale. 'The great leader, Sheikh Mohammad Abdullah, has also 
expressed in his autobiography At (Astash-e-Cha‘naar) that 
the people of the Vale lack in the spirit of Freedom and 
Andependence which crowns the nations-with sovereignty, power 
and Glory. He also points out a Persian couplet: "This is the land 
whose people can never raise the flag of Freedom," which is 
written on the main gate of the famous fortress in Srinagar. 

Arif Shahid has strongly condemned the role and policy 
of Pakistan regarding the Kashmir Issue. With much courage, he 
has proved ‘that Pakistan doesn't like the integrity and 
Independence of Kashmir, Pakistan has captured the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan, and the government of the PoK is merely a 
puppet-show of Islamabad at Muzaffarabad. Pakistanis have 
colonized the PoK and_ Géilgit-Baltistan where the 
Pakistani/Panjabi businessmen have attained a market for their 
products. No works of development have been done in the PoK. 
The foreign-exchange earned by the Kashmiris in the UK, USA, 
Europe and Middle East is spent in the Punjab. The royalty of 
Mangla Dam is paid to the Punjab, ignoring the Right of the 
Kashmiris. No toll-tax, collected at the Shahrah-e-Resham, is 
:paid to the PoK government. There are restrictions on the 
‘movement of the Kashmiris, including the Presidnet and the 
‘Prime Minister of the PoK. Kashmiris have been devoid of the 
Civil Liberties in the PoK. Great national leaders of the people 
are kidnapped on the running roads in the daylight. Sardar 
Shaukat Ali Kashmiri, a great leader, was kidnapped and put 
behind the bars. He has been fighting for the Human Rights and 
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ight of Self-determination of the nations, and have been | 
ee ae ee He led the longest 50-day hunger-strike of Pakistan 
in 1983 to achieve the Rights of Kashmiri Students in the 
University of Karachi. But now he has been living in exilement 
in Switzerland only for this guidance/crime. The Pakistani media | 
speak much about the violation of the Human Rights in the Iok 
but it does not look at the happenings in the PoK. The man who | 
professes Independence in Kashmir can never be a candidate jn _ 
any Election, and even, he cannot get a post of a peon. There are 
no hospitals, no medical and engineering colleges, no health 
centres, no.university, and no pure drinking water. 


Watching this painful situation, Arif Shahid has given | 
an ideology and philosophy. It is based on Kashmir} | 
Nationalism, without discrimination of religion and regions, 
language and colour, every Kashmiri will have equal Rights. | 
Democracy, and where Liberalism and Secularism will be 
Practiced. He points out the Independence will help them to 


exploit and utilize their natural and human Resources. The 


Prosperity and Future of their posterity depends upon. their 
Resources, so they must step forward and achieve Freedom.

What about the solution of the Kashmir Dispute? In his 
remarkable book ‘Pakistan Chronicle’, Sir Morrice writes fairly: | 


‘Neither India's nor Pakistan's position was logical’. Before and | 
after the Ceasefire 1948, several efforts have been made to settle | 


the dispute between India and Pakistan but in vain. Arif Shahid — 


has given several indications and clues to solve the Kashmir 


problem in his articles. He has also given the formula of — 
Amanullah Khan, a veteran Kashmiri leader. But he rejects it on | 
the ground that Amanullah Khan and his party did not take part — 
in any election, so their Tepresentation cannot be accepted. | 
Though I am the Translator of this book, yet I have gone through

wherein local members from every region may be included for 
representation. The main functions of the Council should be: to 
organise a stable and responsible government with an Assembly; 
to decide matters related to Pakistan and India, such as the . 
royalty of Mangla Dam, the toll-tax money of the Korakaram 
Highway, the rent of Kashmir properties in India and Pakistan, 
the foreign exchange, etc. etc.; and a surety to both Pakistan and 
India about the flow of rivers as usual; and to develop the 
welfare works and organise the people's institutions. Lastly at 
the end of 10 or 15 years, the UNO authorities may/will declare 
the Independence and sovereignty of the State of J&K and 
making it a member-nation of the UN, also getting recognized it 
by other countries of the world. 

I think only such a neutral ‘scheme may solve this 
unsolvable problem. It will also prevent the perils of the 
anticipated atomic war between India and Pakistan. The ‘ego’/ 
ctf ) of both countries will not be injured, and they can say to 
their respective people that ‘they would have taken the whole 
Kashmir’ but the UN, the world ‘Panchayat'/organisation 
enforced her decision. In this way, they will find themselves 
saved from the accountability before their people. Besides, the 
Kashmir will feel relaxed and they will learn gradually how to 
govern and administer their country. They will also know the 
Joys of ‘Independence’ (after 500 hundred years) under the 

_ impartial parent-body, the Trusteeship Council of the UNO. It: 
may be recalled that those Kashmiri families who left Kashmir 
in the near Past, produced great personalities, such as Nehru 
(and family), Allama Iqbal, Nawab Salimullah of Dacca, Dr. 
Mahboob-ul-Haque and Agha Sorish Kashmiri and hundreds of 
great figures, why the Kashmiris, living in Kashmir cannot prove. 
to be enough efficient to manage their affairs by themselves? 

In the end, my sincere and warm gratitude goes to my 
friend Abbas Ahmed Azad, a devoted friend of Arif Shahid, and 

_Writer of several good books on Kashmir, who assisted and

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Foreword

The idea, rotating in my mind for a long time, was that 
we should intimate the reality of the Kashmir dispute to the 
international community and come out of the boundaries ‘of the 
J&K now. Since the world has turned into a globular village and 
the time, when the fates of the nations were decided in the battle 
fields, has passed away. And, the nations who adopted the way 
of fighting in the present age, they faced terrible end, and the 
Kashmir dispute presents the most appropriate example of 
fighting but futile. According to late K.H. Khurshid there was a 
good time when almost thirty countries were ready to recognise 
the "Azad Kashmir" as an Independent and sovereign state. But 
now is the time when the community of nations, despite the 
sacrifices of one million Kashmiris, is not inclined to accept the 
importance of the Kashmir Problem. This was/is the grave 
situation which led me to carry on my works in English versions. 
But due to various problems and unavoidable routine business, 
my thinking could not be materialised in order to intimate the 
knowledge about Kashmir Issue to the international community. 
Though our small writings in English have been published from 
time to time, but I could not work in details about the Kashmir 
problem in English. Fortunately when’ Mr. Nigar Erfaney, the 
veteran journalist, undertook the translation work in English, so 
1 am hopeful that my old desire will certainly manifest. 

The book underhand is the collective English version of 
my published Urdu works. To this book I have added a new 
chapter, responding to the serious and pressurised demand of my 
friends. Maybe most of the companions differ with it. And it is 
the truest thing that the positive and constructive differences are 
often a source of blessings. I think unless we are completely 
aware of one another's thinking and psychology, the result of any 
Sort of struggle will be the same which we have been noticing 
for the last five hundred years. Anyhow, I hope my writings will 
not be viewed by the spectacle of ‘criticism for criticism’, but 
will be taken as the voice of my sorrow and plight. As a greater 
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part of any life is spent in the struggle that my homeland be free 
and Independent, and my people may promote their highe, 
capability in the free atmosphere. My nation and country May 
achieve their name and place in the world. Instead of being hired 
agents and sellers of their ancestral land, they should adopt the 
fair way, treading which other nations have achieved their , 
destinations. Our endless struggle and immortal sacrifices 
should not go to the wastepaper basket of history. May we not 
be trapped again in any moor, that we have to repeat the history 
of Dacca anew in future. The emergence of Bangla Desh is an 
open book before us. Mujeeb-ur-Rehman, who is called 
traitor/ghaddar even today by the media of this country, is the 
founder of Bangla Desh. In 1971, Bangla Desh of today had | 
become totally a heap of ashes. The Pakistanis had fallen to deep 
slumber of indolence, and thought that Bangla Desh could not | 
stay alive even for one day without the assistance of Pakistan, 
But it is more advanced than Pakistan by twenty five years in the 
economic field. It is believed that Bangla Desh will be the first 
country of the World of Islam which will be the developed 
country in the next twenty-five years. 

They call Shaikh Mujeeb-ur-Rehman a traitor, the basic 
reason is that they (West Pakistanis) could not see them 
flourishing. If they would have collected the 'bhatta' (goondah 
tax) like the Kashmiri agents, would have left their people on 
their mercy and live on boot-polish. Then today every child to be 
born in Bangla Desh would be the borrower. Today the mosques 
in Bangla Desh would be splashed with human blood. Today the 
Bangalis, having left the normal busihess of life would have 
been raising the Slogans of "Jehaad Jehaad". Besides, there 
would have been one hundred million men and women addicted 
fo heroin and stationed at different Places throughout their 
country. Today the Afghan Tefugees, with guns on their 
shoulders. would have been patrolling on the roads. Then Shaikh 
Mujeeb-ur-Rehman would be the Sher-i-Bengal (lion of Bengal). 
Perhaps they did not repeat the mistake that they brought out 


once the city of huts and dirty outskirts, is presenting the scene 
of Europe. There are several 35 and 40 storeyed buildings,

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touching the heights in the sky. The great country such as the 
USA has been giving the tiding of the prosperous future to 
come. Today a child born in Bangla: Desh has no burden of loans 
on his shoulder, while the child born in Pakistan is a born 
borrower of the loans, acquired and spent by the luxurious rulers 
of (West) Pakistan, and for this reason these people are very 
unhappy. They are shedding tears in memory of those good days, 
when with twisted. moustache, they were the whole and sole of 
(former) East Pakistan and the poor Bengali+s, with hands 
bound, used to stand before them. it is said that when Aziz 
Ahmed, the former Foreign Minister, was the Chief Secretary to 
the East Pakistan Government, the .Chief Minister (of East 
Pakistan) did not dare to pass nearby his office, He kept no other 
chair in his office-room so that no applicant or person could sit 
before him. Even though the persons like Sheikh Mujeeb-ur- 
Rehman and Maulana Bhashani had to stand for hours before 
him, and a day came when 90,000 Pakistani armymen were 


-Standing in the Paltan Maidan, Decca. 


The same 'misdeed', which the Bengalis had done for the 
best, we are performing today that our posterity might not see 
the light, having the burden of the loans (spent on women and 
wine) owed by the Pakistani landlords and oligarchy. We want 
to prevent our posterity from the slavery, so we are called the 
traitors/ghaddar. We have already been deprived of all civil 
rights. Our good men are kidnapped in the broad daylight (by the 
agencies men); and Sardar Shaukat Ali Kashmiri who is the 
standard-bearer leader of the Human Rights, had been forced to 
live in exilement. On the other side, the stipendiaries and - 
conscience-sellers have been granted the big titles and 
decorations. We understand it fairly and surely that we would 
succeed at least, while the humiliation is for the exploiters. 
People see that their is no admirér of Noor-ul-Amin today while 
Sheikh Mujeeb-ur-Rehman is remembered with great love by the 
millions of people. . 

We were talking about the disappointment and hostile 
criticism, as we think that some of the friends might find 
unpleasant things in our bare expressions. Our ideological co- 
workers should keep in mind that the nationalists who believe in 
the self-determination of the nationalities and profess that 
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Kashmir is a multi-nationality country. And, at present the 
whole Kashmir is in servility, so every Kashmiri.nationality ang 
region itself has to struggle for its Independence. They should | 
realise that a slave cannot »do anything for the freedom of 
another slave. They with closed eyes should not differ with my 
views, but this will only throw them in the chasm of 
contradictions. When we believe in the right of self. | 
determination of the natinalities, so we have no right to compel 
and force the people of the Vale to join the freedom-fighters: No 
matter they won't want the Independence; but they have the right 
to decide their future. They are free to do so, but they have no | 
right to decide the future of a country having an area of 2 lakh 
sq km with its population of one and a half crore. With firm 
determination and excitement, they say that they are the watch- 
dogs’at the threshold of the Jamaat-i-Islami, so they can decide 
the fate of the Vale to where they belong. 

It is a great tragedy the future of the J&K is being 
decided by those people who belong to only an area, even lesser 
than 10 pe of the J&K; and these people in small number have 
no solid opinion, and now and then they speak different points — 

of view. Their decision in 1857 was different than that of 1586. | 
It was quite different in 1947 than that of 1814. Now in 2000 | 
“AD, it is quite. different. It is strange that the people of the PoK | 
have been struggling for legal and political Independence from 
the Pakistani bureaucracy, while the people of the Vale have | 
been offering prayers (i.e. Namaaz) for the accession to | 
Pakistan. The question arises: why did we not raise the flag of 
the accession to India till this day? There in the Vale, the school 
children are taught if they like, they might join India. Either we 
had scarcity of arguments or the absence of the capabilities. But 
it was/is clear that we were/are desirous of the Freedom of 

Sindh, It is the utmost meanness that the enemy of one is the 
friend Of the other; and the enemy of the second is the friend of | 
the third person. We can easily conclude that there is no 

common value between the people of the Vale and we, the 

remaining people of the J&K. ; 

As far as the echo of my voice touches the ears and 
hearts of the people, I shall appeal to the oppressed nationalities 
of the J&K that they should look at their rank and-file from the —

alpha anew, and try to get rid of the fit of love (with Pakistan or 
India), and employ their brains and skills in positive works for 
Freedom. They should think about their fellowmen who are 
being exploited for the last fifty years. People have been longing 
for water and bread, but they have averted their eyes like a 
pigeon from the facts, and have a deep fit of love for Kashmir. - 
This is madness and nothing else. It is shocking that today (i.e. 
sixth day of May, 2000 AD), according to a newspaper report 
that, the PoK government has published a tender for the 
construction of a modern complex in Islamabad for the members 
of the Kashmir Council. Before this, the members have been 
sporting and making merriment, and about them stories are 
widely known. The capital of the PoK is in the city of 
Muzaffarabad but the government authorities are not seen there 
even once in a year. What is the need of the Kashmir Council ? 
What is the purpose of it ? These elites are a burden over the 
shoulders of the PoK people. Can this money not be spent for 
the welfare of the poor instead of spending it on luxuries of the 
members ? Can drinking water not be provided by this money ? 
We have to think about these members of the Council. Do you 
think Ali Gilani or Meer Wa'iz Umer Farooque will think about 
these persons ? Why the Liberation of Kashmir is the source of 
headache ? 
- These, our pleasant dreams, in fact, are the source of 
~these people's income. We feel the pain for Kashmir but in vain, 
while these people are busy in exploiting the wealth of the J&K. 
Even though, if the world institutions provide aid for the welfare 
of our oppressed people, these people swallow it up and send the 
report; ‘all is well’. Remember ! Even now you won't awake 
from the deep unconscious sleep, you also will be reckoned as 
accomplices in their crime. Get up and speak of your Rights. 
Knock the door of the world organization and its institutions and 
make them aware of the exploitation and servility and cruelty in 
the J&K, so that these good people take them to task. Here I 
~ shall request the world organizations that the funds for the 
welfare of the PoK which you sent in the recent years, these 
notorious persons have done discrepancies and the money has 
Not been appropriately used. Besides, the authorities of these 
-Organisations themselves must conduct the investigation about 
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these discrepancies. E 
In the end, I am grateful to all those persons who 


extended their cooperation at all stages of preparation of this 
book, from the beginning to the last. Particularly my words of 
gratitude are for Mr. Nigar Erfaney who translated this valuable 
work in English, with great interest and efforts. I am also 
grateful to the exiled leader, Sardar Shaukat Ali Kashmiri, 
Sardar Ateeq-ur-Rehman and Khalil Ahmed Habib who devoted 
their precious time and honoured me with their true and sincere 
impressions about this work.

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Preface

The ‘PASSAGE OF SLAVERY' is a translated English 
version of Arif Shahid'’s (Urdu) books on the Jammu and 
Kashmir issue which are reckoned as most valuable. Depicting 
the purpose of writing these books, according to the Author, that 
it was the call of time to come out of the limited jurisdiction and 
make aware the civilized and developed nations of the world 
about the story of the oppressed Kashmiris. I think that this work 
must have done before long.

This bloodshed and 
turmoil is the outcome of this criminal keeping-away from the 
Kashmir dispute in the Indo-Pak sub-Continent. We have to face 
difficulties from home to world forum at every stage. Today we 
have to tell the international community what was our real 
problem. We have to express and explain the imperialistic 
conspiracies to the people of India and Pakistan, and we have to 
make aware of the intrigues of the imperialistic agents and sub- 
Agents to our countrymen. We have to appeal the people of 
Gilgit-Baltistan to keep and continue historical relations with the 
J&K and should not sever connections with the people of the 
J&K. In other words, it will not be out of place to say that the 
whole world is on one side; while on the other side, we are the 
Kashmiris, for Freedom and Independence. So one cannot have 
even a lesser concept of the happenings and sufferings of the 
passers-by of this tract. 

How far we have succeeded in our struggle for 
Independence the book underhand is an open proof that some

Jammu and Kashmir now occupied by India and Pakistan since 
1947-48 at the eve of their independence (from the British), 
traversed by ranges of the Himalayas in the Jhelum Valley, the 
celebrated Vale of Kashmir; producing abundant crops of wheat 
and rice esp. Srinagar; Muzaffarabad (Capital of Azad Kashmir, 
occupied by Pakistan). 


Below are given the brief geographical facts separately about 
India-occupied Jammu and Kashmir, and Azad Kashmir 
(Pakistan-Occupied area):--

Jammu and Kashmir :- State of N. India; area 100.000 sq. km.

Historical Background 
of Kashmir 


: The history of Kashmir is reckoned as one of the oldest 


history in the world. The record of the history of 4,000 years is 
preserved in the form of a book “Raja'ta’ran’gi'ni" written by a 
Kashmir Pandit, named Kalhana or Kalyana, in the twelfth 
century and has been edited and translated by Sir M.A. Stein. 
During this long period, the borders of Kashmir extended or 
lessened at times to Afghanistan, Tibet, Samarkand, Sindh, 
Panjab, Balauchistan or Chinese Turkistan. Since its known 
history, Kashmir had been an independent country, and the 
Hindus, the Buddhists, the Muslims, the Parsees, the Sikhs and 
the Christian, almost the followers of all the religious schools of 
thought ruled over Kashmir. The Kashmiris, whether the 
Buddhists, the Hindus or the Muslims, are proud of their history 
and heros. They equally admire and love Lalita-ditya Muktapida 
and Buddhists, Zain-ul-Abideen, Shahab-uddin and Yousuf Shah 
Chak (the last Sultan of Kashmir-Jammu). Kashmir was an 
independent state all the time until Akbar, the Mughal Emperor 
(of India) annexed the kingodm in 1586-87. Yousuf Shah Chak 
was the last sovereign ruler of Kashmir and Kaji-Chak, the first 
gurella war leader and freedom-fighter, started struggle for 
Freedom from Akbar's rule, but Akbar got arrested Yousuf Chak 
and his brother, brought them to Delhi/or Agra and then killed 
them by poison in the prison.

people of the Central Asian regions and beyond. The 
rise of the Turkish Empire in the Central Asia was seen in the 
middle of the 6th century. In 8th century, the Arab expeditions 
of Qutayba ibn-Muslim (705-715AD) extended to Samarkand, 
Ferghana. Tashkent and Khokand and all of which he took in 
712 AD. But with his death the Arab advance came to a halt. 
Under the Abbaside, Mawar-un-nahr was gradually drawn into 
Islamic culture zone. In later centuries it was celebrated for the 
scholars and saints, which this zone gave to the Muslim world, 
specially from Bokhara. These saints preached Islam in 
Kashmir, and some of them preached Islam upto the Panjab. 
Gradually the twelfth century the population was predominantly 
Muslim by religion, and the Turkic by ethnic origin, which was 
remaiend so up to the present day. 

The power of a Kashmiri ruler actually extended to 
Taksasila (Taxila) during the 7th century. In the north, Kashmir 
had become the predominant power and had reduced the 
kingdom of Taxila and the Salt Range (Simlapura), to minor 
principalities of the lower hills/the dependencies. 

The grandson of Durlabhavardana, the King of 
Kas hmir was recognised by the Chinese Emperor in 713 AD, 
and welcomed a Kashmiri embassy to the Chinese court. 

Lalitaditya Muktapida's reign (725-61 AD) may rightly 
be called the Golden Age of Kashmir. With his vast conquests, 
both in the south and north, he is noted for the advancement of 
learning, building of numerous cities, towns, viharas, temples 
and canals. He is also the builder of the world-famous Martand 
temple. His fame spread far and wide in his contemporary age. 
Lalitaditya carried out his conquering plans, and he won several 
victories over the Tibetans and the Turks of Central Asia. These 
victories has been celebrated by the Kashmiris for hundreds of 

‘years afterwards. Even in the time of Kalhana (12th Century) the 

festivites were held every year. Alberuni also refers to these 
celebrations which annually took place on the 2nd of the month 
of Chaitra. 
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In 1015 AD, Mahmood Ghaznavi attacked Kashmir, but 
Kashmir offered a strong resistance, and the inaccessibility of 
the mountain paths, he had to retire in ignominy, but on seeing 
that the Kashmiris were receiving fresh reinforcements every 
day, he raised the siege and retired. With great difficulty he 
retumed to Ghazna in disorder. In 1021 Mahmood to regain his 
lost prestige, again invaded Kashmir by the same route, but after 
an unsuccessful siege which lasted a month, snowfell and 
fearing the destruction of his forces as in the pervious invasion, 
Mahmood gave up the attempt and retired. Convinced of the 
impregnable strength of the Kashmir kingdom, he abandoned the 
idea of invading it again. -- Adapted from the Source books.

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Ideology of Independent Kashmir 


A pretty long time ago when Abdul Qayyum Khan, 
President of the PoK was interviewed by the weekly JAHAAN' 
(Urdu), New Delhi, which was also published in the national 
newspapers of Pakistan and had been a topic of discussion for 
long time. In this interview, Abdul Qayyum Khan imputed false 
and concocted charges regarding the Independent Kashmir. 
There is no truth in these charges as he is apt to change his 
'Qibla' (direction of veneration and reverence) in accordance 
with circumstances. Studying his views about the Independent 
Kashmir’, I made my mind to express some views about this 
matter. But-first of all, I shall relate events described by a great 
Pakistani political leader, Khan Abdul Wali Khan and second 
renowned religious scholar of Pakistan, Dr. Israr Ahmed Saheb, 
so that his (A. Qayyum’s) real face might be exposed. 

About Abdul Qayyum Khan, Khan Abdul Wali Khan 
told that once Abdul Qayyum Khan came to meet me, and said 
what Pakistan had given to us (the Kashmiris), and we have 
decided to join India. But when Abdul Qayyum Khan obtained 
Presidentship of the PoK as a reward for betraying the MRD, he 
became the greatest supporter of the Pakistan Ideology. The 
other event : addressing a meeting in the Green Hotel, Peshawar, 
in reply to a question, Dr. Israr Ahmed told : "Once Abdul 
Qayyum Khan, referring my Islamic publications, asked me 
what sort of Islamic books you are publishing.

Both 
these events show that Abdul Qayyum Khan neither believes in 
the Pakistan Ideology nor he is sincere to his Religion, and he 
has hypocritical adherence with his political and religious life.

The people of the Indian-occupied-Kashmir have not 
accepted the accession to India. The ministries come and go but 
there is no strong government. The bomb explosions and arrests 
are common. On the other side, the view of the people in the 
PoK about the accession to Pakistan is known to all: they are the 
supporters of accession to Pakistan. Both India and Pakistan 
have made it a dispute of land, and have disintegrated the unity 
and unification of the J&K. They have divided Kashmir into 
three portions—the loK portion, the Pakistan controlled Gilgit: 
Baltistan portion and the PoK portion. In the PoK region, the 
ministries are the puppet-shows of the rulers-at-Islamabad. In 
this way, the motherland of Kashmiris is being divided, have 
become a constant source of war and threatening to peace. The 
armed forces of both India and Pakistan are at borders, Both 
countries are spending billions of dollars on their defence 
budgets, while people in both countries are extremely poverty: 
stricken. Had they spent this amount for the welfare and uplift of 
their peoples, the ghost of poverty would have gone away. They 
would have not prepared for the atomic war. 
Let us analyse whether accession to India or Pakistat 
might be the solution of the Kashmir dispute or the Independen!

The betrayal of the promise. regarding the Self- 
determination of the Kshmiri+s by Jawaharlal Nehru, the first 
Prime Minister of India, has become a blur for the good name of 
India. Secondly , the Kashmiris challenge the accession to India. 
The more the Kashmiri youngmen have been feeling the 
deprivation of the Freedom, the more an aggressive movement is 
evolving within and outside Kashmir against India. Again, 
Pakistan does not accept the accession to India. For the reason 
both countries have fought two wars, too. Accordingly to the 
religious point of view, the Kashmir problem has become the 
matter of self-respect and ego for the Pakistani people. So they 
are not willing to withdraw irom this issue. On the contrary, 
India does not accept accession to Pakistan. India is not willing 
to withdraw from Kashmir in favour of Pakistan either, because 
this issue has become the problem of self-respect and ego for the 
rulers and people of India. Both India and Pakistan cannot 
withdraw from Kashmir in favour of Pakistan, because this issue 
has become the problem of self-respect and ego for the rulers 
and people of both countries. Both India and Pakistan cannot 
withdraw in favour of the other. Besides, there are 40-45 pc non-

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The other position is what exists at present that both 
countries are standing on their respective viewpoints and 
continue budgeting billions of dollars on their respective 
defence, and lay mortgage their economics and people with the 
imperialist developed countries. They may push the sub. _ 
Continent to the horrfble war or India may snatch the PoK and | 
Gilgit-Baltistan from Pakistan or Pakistan may snatch an area of 
52-thousand sq.miles of Kashmir from India. But the military 
technocrats of both countries know it well that both countries 
could never be successful in snatching the other's land, even an 
area of some miles. And, there will be a cease-fire to end the 
fourth war. Then a peace conference will be held. Again, both 
‘countries will make preparations for a new war. The oppressed 
people of the sub-Continent will be killed during the still more 
horrible wars: 

' Now keeping in view the situation mentioned above, we 
should have a critical study of the Ideology of the ‘Independent 
Kashmir’. Can the (possible) Independent Kashmir prevent the 
sub-Continent from the agony of war? Can Pakistan and India 
Stay with peace and tranquillity? Can it save the South-east Asia 
from the devastations of the atomic war? How and why did 
Kashmir become the dispute between India and Pakistan? The 
viewpoints of both countries are different and full of 
contradictions. But the reality is present which demands a fair 
approach. This reality exists in the shape of a great peril in the 
sub-Continent for the last fifty years. The Independent Kashmir 
means that both India and Pakistan should give up their 
respective viewpoints regarding Kashmir and hand over the state 
of J&K to its real inheritors i.e. the Kashmiris. India, should 
give up to call Kashmir as its ‘integral part' and Pakistan, too 
should give up to call Kashmir as its ‘great artery’ of life. Both 
India and Pakistan should accept Kashmir an Independent and 
sovereign country/state (like Switzerland of Europe) amidst 

People's China, Russia and Afghanistan. And, all the 
neighbourly countries of the J&K should assure that no country 
(from among them) will invade the J&K. In this way, the 
Kashmir dispute may come to resolve and the "Asian 
Switzerland” will come into being. As a result the government of 
Kashmir will need no army. In this way the integrity of Kashmir 
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will not be disturbed, and lakhs of departed Kashmiri families 
will be reconciled and resettled in their land and home-towns. 
Lastly, the millions of people of the Indo-Pak sub-Continent will 
be saved from the devastations of the wars. The people of the 
‘Independent’ Kashmir will make progress in all fields of life by 
exploiting their own national. natural and human Resources. 
Even India and Pakistan will be free to spend their money on the 
development of their respective peoples instead of spending it on 
their defence. There will be still a greater blessing that the rulers 
of both countries will be saved from the feeling of failure of 
their ego ctl ). Pakistan will not feel startled in case of 
withdrawal in favour of India. Similarly, India will not feel 
startled in case of withdrawal in favour of Pakistan. Now the 
rulers of both countries will be unabashed and successful before 
their respective peoples, the Kashmiris and the international 
community for their voluntary withdrawal from the Kashmir 
dispute. : ; 
In my measured opinion there is no other possible and 
fair solution of the Kashmir dispute that the homeland of 
Kashmiris should be handed over to the Kashmiri people, the 
real inheritors even after fighting ten wars, both India and 
Pakistan would come to realise this conception. As far as the 
statement of Abdul Qayyum Khan is concermed that there is no 
third solution of Kashmir but accession to India or Pakistan, 
we'll request to him to explain whether he accepts the Right of 
the Kashmiris through which the Kashmir Assembly (IoK) 
accepted the resolution of annexation with India. Because of 75 
pc members constitute the Kashmir Assembly (loK) while only 
25 pe members constitute the assembly in the PoK.

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Conspiracy Against 
the Freedom Movement 


The people inhabiting the PoK were deceived in the 
name of Freedom and Independence, and they have been 
exploited for a long time due to this impact. During this period 
the PoK people stayed sleeping and thinking that they were free 
and independent. But the history repeats itself. When a 
generation reads carefully her destroyed history, she strives to 
restore her original state and writes her history. The PoK has the 
same state of affairs. It is observed that the PoK people who 
were deceived in the name of Freedom, the charm of the so- 
called freedom had begun to lose its attraction due to various 
factors; and the young generation had started to talk about their 
Ereedom and Rights. The consciousness awakened with the 
feeling what were the Rights of the citizens of a free nation. 
They have begun to speak if the Azad: Kashmir is really free, so 
what Rights the PoK people are enjoying? 

When the new generation of the PoK began to feel the 
brightness of the dawn of Freedom, the government of Pakistan, 
the landlords, capitalists and the Mullas and ‘waderas’ and their 
agents in the PoK worked out a new strategy in order to continue 
their exploitation. They decided to weaken and crush their 
mutual understanding and confidence. They created non- 
confidence and disunity amidst the political, ideological and 
tribal associations and brother-groups (i.e. clans) of the PoK. 
With a solid and skilled planning, the heads/presidents of the 
PoK political parties were made to believe that the certain 
general secretary or member/s are loyal to ‘that’ party/person and 
receive instructions from ‘that’ person or agency, so they should 
keep vigilance after them. In some parties, the GSs and 
responsible persons were told that the certain persons/groups 
belong to ‘that’ lobby and have their own objectives, so you 
should not lay confidence in him/them, lest he/they spoil your 
integrity. Similarly, the organizations professing the ideology of 
the Independent Kashmir’, this thing has been put skillfully into 
the minds of their workers that a certain office-bearer of your 
body belonged to the ISL, and the other one was a man from the 
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FIU. The certain person has come from the military generals, 
and the other one belongs to the IB, while the certain one is 
related with the GHQ. The Pakistan institutions have skilfully 
penetrated this policy of ‘confusion’ on the scientific grounds 
into the ranks of the organizations who profess the ideology of 
the Independent Kashmir. Moreover, the toxic ‘confusion’ was 
created amongst the workers of an association, for which the 
persons of the same body, the believers of the same ideology, the 
persons standing in the same row began to suspect one another, 
They lost confidence in one another, and they were frightened of 
one another, and do not talk open-heartedly. Instead enhancing 
the positive actions, they wasted their energy and strength in 
getting fall one another. 

There are suffice organizations in the PoK with 
reference to the ideology of the Independent J & K, which have 
central bodies as the policy-making bodies.” No member talk 
freely in the meetings of these policy-making bodies. They don't 
talk about the movement, organization and struggle, because 
everyone is a victim of ‘confusion’: how the thinking and the 
people's struggle can be consolidated? When the thinking of one 
ideology and body will not be consolidated, they will never be 
able to give any solid programme to the people as far as their 
organization is concerned. What about the people! They will not 
be able to restore the confidence, even the confidence of a few 
members of their organization. However the workers are very 
sincere to their party. The binding of workers with their cause, 
thinking and ideology is sentimental and honest, though the 
Khans and the ‘chairman’ personages are generally related with 
the ‘agencies’ and ‘institutions’. It is not a requisite of a general 
worker to carry on reporting for the agencies and the institutions. 
Nor such agencies and institutions do purchase a common man. 
But the Pakistani agencies and institutions have created such a 
‘confusion’ among the workers of the PoK's ideological 

organizations that they cannot determine what to do or what not. 

The question is: 'why did the Pakistani agencies and 

institutions deem it necessary to create such a confusion and 
hatred among the workers? Why do they so? It is quite needful 
to pay attention to and consider over it. The Pakistani rulers, 
landlords, capitalists, the Mullahs-waderas and their agents in 
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the PoK, having worn the guise of the guidance and leadership, 
have divided the thinking of the PoK people and lengthened the 
period of Slavery, hence they have maintained their exploiting 
role in the PoK. Our slavery is becoming lengthy day by day. 
As a result, the responsibilities of the workers of the PoK 
ideological organizations, particularly the responsibilities of the 
workers who believe perfectly, with complete consciousness and 
perception in the complete Freedom and Independence of the 
J&K, are increasingly more and more. Let us analyse the known 
facts of the PoK and endeavour to find out a solution of the 
confusion and hatred created amongst the workers by the 
Pakistan institutions, agencies and their salaried agents present 
in the PoK.

Then organize the ranks and rows of the 
organizations, and face these hypocritical methods on the 
scientific basis, since the Pakistani rulers, landlords, capitalists 
and the Punjabi-generals have determined to use every 
instrument to keep the PoK people away from the Liberation 
Movement, and don't allow them to join with their movement.

He is 
caught by such problems, and above all, he is caught in the worst 
Slavery of Pakistan. Unfortunately, he has no feeling about this 
Slavery.

the wonder made by all those who have focused the sights of. 
the PoK people at the centre of the Indian-occupied Kashmir | 
and do not let your thinking come at the right axis. This can be | 
spoken with full confidence that the destination of the Freedom | 
and Independence of the J&K people would be very near when | 
the confidence and trust would be restored of the people on one _ 
another; and the thoughts of the persons, who think over national | 
issues, would be consolidated on one point. There is nothing but | 
confusion in the minds of the PoK political leaders, e.g., if 
Maulvi Abdul Qayyum would be speaking in the tongue of the 
Pakistan President, so Sikander Hayat would have the tongue of 
the Pakistan Prime Minister. If Mumtaz Rathore is a man from. 
Benazir, so Sultan Mehmood Chaudhry must belong to Nusrat | 
Bhutto, i.e. the PoK leaders have been divided among the | 
Pakistani rulers, landlords, capitalists and the Mullat+s. Here 
they fight for their respective interests and power. Hence there | 
is no effect upon the PoK circumstances, if these leaders are | 
divided. Since if they go untidily, they would fight only for their 
interests and power, and if they are in the lap of the Pakistani | 
landlords, capitalists, they wouid fight only for their interests 
and power. Whatsoever they do, they would have first to seek | 
permission by their masters. The former Prime Minister of the | 
PoK, Mumtaz Rathore had spoken so far during his reign: I do 
not equate the power of the Azad Kashmir with the slipper of | 
Benazir’. Now you can guess yourselves. In which row of the 
leadership in the world, the PoK leaders should be placed.? 
And, what honour they should be given in the works of the 
people and country? What role can be expected from them in. 
the national Freedom Movement.? j 
The non-confidence which was inculcated in the minds 
of the PoK people; in doing so, the role of their agents in the 
PoK has been greater than that of the Pakistani agencies. | 
Because they did not like that the values of the nationalism) 
might foster in the PoK. and the people might have a perception | 
of the national thinking. Because the PoK leaders neither. 
believe in the national politics nor they do the national politics. | 
but they do regional and tribal dirty politics, and then try to. 
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blend this tribal politics with the national politics. There is no 
truth in their different statements, though they are published 
only in newspapers. Since these differences are not based on . 
principle, but these are the differences of the interests. There 
may be no difference among them until they have common 
interests. The man would certainly differ when his interests will 
be damaged. Hence, if the Pakistani agencies and institutions 
divide them, even then there will be no effect on the PoK people 
and problems. But that confusion is a running sore and ulcer for 
the movement of the national Freedom, and which was created 
amidst the new generation and the national organizations which 
believe in the Freedom and Independence of their motherland. I

They had ful! representation in the Kashmir Assembly 
before 1947 AD, but also at present the seats of these areas are 
reserved in the Srinagar Assembly, as they had lost ail after great 
sacrifices, which they enjoved during the monarchy. When an 
Outrage raised against one-man’s rule by the people in 1947 AD 
in the State of Kashmir and Jammu, the inhabitants of this area 
also joined the insurgence under the leadership of Col. Hasan 
Mirza and Captain Babe:, who fought and got free 28.000 sq.

sixteenth day when the possible danger of India was over, , 


bureaucrat from the Islamic Republic of Pakistan attacked this 
new-born state. He himself took over the power like the first | 


viceroy. What a harshness!. Shah Raees Khan the President of | 
the new-born Republic was dismissed and appointed as an | 


inspector of civil supplies. Col. Hasan Mirza the Conqueror of | 


Gilgit, who was a highly educated colonel in the Kashmir Army, 


was ordered to contact the commission again. Aftermath the | 
lacs of men and women of this area were compelled to lead j 


stone-age life, deprived of Human Rights. But the free and 
democratic people of the modern world are dumb silent. 


However, with a broken heart, Col. Hasan Mirza the © 


Conqueror of Gilgit, walked over the "Saraat Bridge" (pull 


saraat/s/f), and he re-started his career as a junior — 
commissioned officer. Inspite of this, he had been an eye-sore to | 


the bureaucracy. First he was involved in the so-called 
Rawalpindi Conspiracy case (1950), while at times he was 


afflicted for different pretensions. The agencies kept pursuing — 
him till his last breath of life, such a condition to some extent, | 


was confronted by Captain Baber, his chief comrade. And the 


remaining task was completed by Benazir, the then Prime | 
Minister of Pakistan Islamic Republic and the Daughter of East, 


after their demise. She declared Major Brown, a Zionist agent, 


the champion of affixing Gilgit to Pakistan and the conqueror of | 


Gilgit-Baltistan, and awarded him a high title of Pakistan. It

Whether the inhabitants of this region know this true 
story or not, however it is an undesirable reality that this region 
is not only without Constitution, but also without a Heir. It is 
why because a land which has no fixed constitutional position. 
over it. However it is known as no-man's land where ‘might is 
tight! is the supreme law. This is why the one who captures this 
land, does never agree to return it to the inhabitants or so. The 
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pak-China Agreement and the Bharati possession (over it) are | 
most remarkable instances. That, neither India retumed it nor | 
Pakistan presented it before the international institutes though | 
these both countries returned their captured areas respectively 
when the war is over. If a party does not return any or all parts, _ 
the other knocks the doors of the international institutes. But 
this was not done in Kashmir, including Gilgit and Baltistan, | 
Once China had expressed, during the agreement, that the 
permanent position of this land would be considered after the | 
permanent settlement of the Kashmir Issue. In other words, the | 
claim for the return of this region can only be raised when its | 
constitutional position would have been determined. In the | 
present agreement there is no clause that Pakistan could claim 
for the return of this region. 
In a previous chapter, we had explained Pakistan's 
position clearly with reasonable arguments that Pakistan neither 
was a party in the Kashmir issue, nor is a party presently. For 
Pakistan this portion of land is an easy-gotten goods, otherwise 
how can a country give her a portion of land to other country. If 
the situation would be reversal, there would have started stormy 
demonstrations in Pakistan. But no reaction came from any | 
patriotic or political quarter of the country. It shows that such — 
an act can only be done by a proverbial person like ‘mad 
Abdullah who has nothing to do with the marriage’, (unaware of 
the consequences), and thinks a sunbath is nice at the riviera. | 
He should afford the demand of friendship. Is it not a ‘mock | 
show’ of Pakistan who is violating the United Nations 
Resolution, who himself had to vacate this area; but instead, 
selling to others? The real heir, at any time, will be right to 
challenge the legal position ‘de jure’ of the agreements made by a | 
person who is not a (real) party in the case. Do there exist | 
lawful agreements about the stolen goods? These who are | 
purchasing big plots of lands or estates in this region for more of 
less prices, should keep in mind that it might prove a fruitless | 
bargain, as a change of circumstances is, always, a possibility } 
sooner or later. However it is natural that the strangers of | 
infiltraters must go on a day in future. Avoiding this principle is | 
nothing but self-deceit. And, nor the purchase and sale done by } 


such persons, have any legal lien.

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However, after the great sacrifices of 1947, the local 
inhabitants found themselves that they were not the inheritors of 
their own hearths. Although, the people of a land rebel against a 
cruel government and get free a part of it, inclusively the 
concerned government's failure to crush the rebellion, the area 
so freed is a recognized fact and the people must ‘have right to 
make a Constitution for themselves. And, it is oligatory to the 
international community of nations that it must recognize this 
free nation and -- its state, its independence and sovereignty. 
Since the people of Gilgit-Baltistan had fulfilled this legal 
requisite in 1947 AD. They rebelled and fought properly and 
got free a large area. The government of the Maharaja failed to 
crush the rebellion, and they also declared the establishment of 
an Independent Republic. 

It was the obligation of Pakistan, being the brother 
Islamic country, to recognize the new-bdom Independent 
Republic and support fully. But what was done, was contrary to 
all expectations. Instead to foster and patronize it, this new-born 
state was blotted out like an incorrect letter on the paper. 
Afterward these areas lost their position and importance, and 
- have become a property that has fallen to the Government of 
Pakistan on failure of their heirs. The international law can be 
referred to this matter: how the Pakistani rulers captured an 
Independent State, and how serious act she has done. A few 
years ago, Saddam Hussain did the same crime, and its result is 
before the world. Though Kuwait and Gilgit-Baltistan cannot be 
compared in respect of geo-political boundaries but in respect of 
area, Kuwait is equal to a district of Gilgit-Baltistan. Moreover, 
Kuwait had been a regular part of Iraq in the past. 

It is said that the people of Gilgit-Baltistan must have 
presented their case before the international organisations, as 
Pakistan raised the issue of Hyderabad Deccan. However, the 
historical, geographical and constitutional positions of 
Hyderabad Deccan and its areas are quite different with one 
another, even there was a great difference. Hyderabad Deccan 
was a princely state of the British India while Gilgit-Baltistan 
was not a part of British India. We have discussed this topic in a 
former chapter with a view that the Partition of the British India 
could not be enforced on Kashmir. The state of Hyderabad 
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Deccan had not undergone a war of independence, but jt — 


surrendered when India invaded this state. 


Despite, Pakistan not only recognized Hyderabad as an 
Independent and sovereign state, but also continued to supply — 
military aids by air. Then Pakistan presented this issue in the | 


world organization. Contrary to this, Gilgit-Baltistan achieved 


Freedom through fighting against the Maharaja, and his © 
government failed to bring under control the situation. The | 
people declared their Independence with the power of their — 
determination and armed struggle. As far as, they arrested | 
Ghansara Singh, the nominated governor of the Maharaja. They | 
did not have their Independence in charity or through the © 


Partition, but snatched it by force. 
This region has a greater importance of its geographical 


position. The region is also called the gate of Asia. Its nearest — 
neighbourhood is stronger China, the worst opponent of India, | 


she could have certainly helped the people of Gilgit-Baltistan 
like Vietnam . 
Despite these merits and genuine achievements, the 


Pakistani rulers launched a night attack, with bloodshed against | 
an Independent people's state and called this act ‘annexation’ | 
with Pakistan. However, who were those elected representatives | 
who led the people of this region to Slavery? To nihilate an — 


Independent and sovereign state from the surface of the world 


was not an ordinary crime, but a great tragedy, but the — 
community of nations kept silence. Taking apart its boundaries, — 
even today small countries like Maldeve, Nepal, Brunaei and |

The passage of time has been such a spectacle in the history : the | 


mistake was made by some ‘moments’ but the ‘centuries’ had the 
punishment.

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The outcome of violating the God's commandment does 
never come rightly. Nor the result of the right will come false. 
Though the inhabitants of the region could not step forward in 
the right direction during the last half century on account of the 
absence of right leadership and narrowness of the ideas and 
ideologies. But the Pakistani establishment is moving fast day 
by day towards its retribution due to its statements and actions. 
Just to conceal their crime, on one side, they sowed the seeds of 
hatred against Kashmir in this region during the last five 
decades, while on other hand, they fostered communalism and 
chauvinism, and has been ruling on the bases of these tactics. 
But this policy does not seem to be effective and operative. 
Because the satisfactory solution of the constitutional position is 
also not visible in sight. When people demand for 
representation in Pakistan, they are plainly told that their fate 
was bound to Kashmir. Unless the Kashmir problem is solved, 
it is treachery even to think about the representation in Pakistani 
democratic institutions, and when they demand representation in 
the Kashmir Assembly, they get the plain answer that they had 
annexed their region with Pakistan on 16th November 1947, and 
they had nothing to do with Kashmir. It has been the state 
policy of Pakistan establishment officials that they instigate the 
people of Baltistan against Gilgit, the people of Gilgit against 
Hunza, the people of Nagar against Chelas, the Shiite+s against 
the Sunni+s, and the Sunni+s against the Shiite+s. Adding to 
this evil, the active forces of the region, involving in the minor 
collateral differences, are busy in digging their own graves. 

Sometimes the slogan ‘the slavery of the slaves is 


unacceptable'/ ‘st § wes Uy 1é'. Sometimes the ‘cleaners of the 
utensils’ become the ‘Kashmiri imperialists’, and hatred against 
the Kashmiris is the war against the imperialists. Sometimes the 
Gilgitians become ‘imperialists’ for the people of Baltistan. 
Sometimes this question is raised that Gilgit-Baltistan is greater 
than Kashmir. Is it possible that a bucket may sink in a jug? 
However, the matter refers to broadmindedness, otherwise the 
tiver may be placed in a pot. Its nothing but a common talk. 
Sometimes, the Karachi Agreement is spoken about that 
agreement was a chain of Slavery for. them. Their struggle is to 
this extent that such statements are sought in the form of 
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deputations of the regional and rejected politicians and mullas of 
Pakistan that Gilgit-Baltistan has no concem with Kashmir, and 
the people of Gilgit-Baltistan like to serve Pakistan being 
Pakistanis. . Will these absurd statements help solve the 
hardships of the oppressed people? 
We are not the persons who do not follow the 
‘recognised principles’, as the Pakistani bureaucrats and pseudo 


politicians are known who take everything as the allowed' ue 


for themselves, but for others ‘the allowed! Jie is also ' the 


forbidden' (7. In their Pakistan, diffetent groups of people are 
yearning for Rights, but they pose to be supporters of the UN 
Charter of Human Rights throughout the world. We do not 
believe in nationalities with reference to the Religion and the 
Past absorbed in themselves; but we believe in natural 
relationship on equal basis. As a whole, where we demand the 
Right of Self-determination and Independence for the people of 
Kashmir, where we also recognise the Right of the Self- 
determination of the nationalities including the Right of 
Separation. Despite, if any nationality intends to adopt a way of 
Separation from us, it is her Right, natural and lawful. We shall 
never force anyone to stay unwillingly with us. 

Nor we take it as a brave deed that the oppressed 

nationalities, deprived of their Fundamental Rights, should be 
paid in the same coin. Once in Karachi, in reply to the speech of 
Mr. Iqbal Advocate, Sardar Shaukat Ali Kashmiri had said very 
reasonably that we (Kashmiris) would never repay criticism for 
a criticism to the Gilgit-Baltistan brethern. Besides, for the 
mistakes we had committed, let us sit together and the mistakes 
should be pointed out. If we have done wrong, we would 
certainly beg pardon for the wrong doings. This behaviour of 
his was praised much by all. Contrary to this, an endless series 
of answer-to-answer is started which increased the bitterness 
much more. The positive side of this attitude is that we all 
should examine ourselves what we had lost or gained :

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Nevertheless only for keeping correct the record of History, this 
clarification is necessary that as far the Karachi Agreement is 
concermed, we condemn it with great force, even much more 
than the concerned inhabitants of the region, and we celebrate 
April 28 every year as the Black Day. We feel that we have 
clarified the matter in the first urdu edition of this book, inspite 
we would repeat many references in this chapter, added in this 
book, with a view to remove even the least ambiguity. 

Besides, the important party of the Karachi Agreement, 
Sardar Ibrahim Khan has several times issued statements 
contradicting it.

In fact, such mysterious 
activities of these people strengthen our suspicions that there is 
something wrong in the bottom. 

However, our question is whether the people of Gilgit- 
Baltistan were put in bondage on April 28, 1949 or November 
16, 1947? On what day, they decorated this wreath on their 
head? The end of their Independent state had taken place more 
or less before two years of this agreement. They had been 
carrying their political and legal struggle, maintaining this tragic 
incident as a pride and historical work of theirs.

A car stands at the door, and he marries one 
after the other, while the service in the name of Hal'la'lah (We a 
woman who re-marries her divorcer after proper divorce by 
second husband) continues, and he is always really to welcome 
the slave-girls. He is successful even’ after every unsuccessful 
adventure, and even after getting dissected his head in the dark 
and grim, but he still remains a successful wrangler. 

The history's evidence is what the Mullas opposed to, 
the same came into being. They opposed Pakistan, they opposed 
the Independence of Indonesia, they opposed the Freedom 
Movements of Palestine and Aljazair. Today, the Mullas take 
the Independence of Kashmiris against Islam, and when in near 
future Kashmir will be liberated, the Mullas will play the same 
havoc upon the people as they had done in Pakistan. Hence the 
people of Kashmir should keep on record the (Mulla’s role), and 
the society should be cleansed from the Mullas' tactics and 
Mmaneuverings after achieving the Freedom, otherwise our 
Freedom will also become a story of the past like Pakistan.

During this period those, who were 
purchased by the foreign rulers, turned to be the fortunate 
fellows blessed by the future, but the helpless ones were thrown 
in darkness by the whirlwind of poverty. People applied to the 
high-level courts of Pakistan about the legal and constitutional 
position of the region for several times, individually and jointly,

but all in vain. Because of the region which is not a legal part of | 


Pakistan, what courts of law can do about such a case? 


At last, on October, 16, 1990, two brave and worthy | 


sons of this no-Constitution land, Mr. Malik Muhammed 
Miskeen and Haji Ameer Jan called in the court of law all the 
leading political leaders of Pakistan, the government of so-called 
Azad Kashmir and leaders of so-called Azad Kashmir. It was 
the first step in the right direction during the history of the last 
fifty years. This case was filed in the High Court of Azad 
Kashmir. Though several hindrances were created in their way 
and they suffered from immense difficulties, yet they did not 
Jose heart. and without caring for the worst circumstances. thev 


t 
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carried on the case daringly for three years continuously. The 
government of Pakistan used its resources to its extent, but the 
slogan-monger politicians of so-called Azad Kashmir did not go 
even near the doors of the court-of-law, because they were 
frightened that the bureaucracy. might obliterate their stipends 
and other facilities. Even- though the epoch-making arguments 
presented by Abdul Khalique Ansari, president of the ‘Jammu 
and Kashmir Mahaz-e Rai-Shumaari’ and G.M. Meer, the leader 
of the ‘National Liberation Front’ tumed a new leaf in history. 
So after an inquest of three years, the High Court of so-called 
Azad Kashmir passed the judgment on March 8th, 1993 which 
will ever be remembered as a comprehensive historical 
document. 

After losing the case, the initial reaction of the 
bureaucracy, was the same as usual, showing contemptuously 
that they had no appraisal for a judgment of the so-called Azad 
Kashmir High Court. It is evident that they have the same 
treatment with their own honourable courts of law. It is a matter 
of very recent past when a nasty noise was made by the 
bureaucracy on a judgment incurred by the Supreme Court of 
Pakistan. 

The bureaucrats appeared in the so-called Azad Kashmir 
Supreme Court on the second day of the judgment and obtained 
an injunction order in their favour, albeit the so-called Azad 
Kashmir Supreme Court maintained its judgment stand by. But 
these remarks of the Supreme Court are incomprehensible that 
this region is a part of Jammu and Kashmir, but there is not such 
a clause in the so-called Azad Kashmir Constitution which 
allows our jurisdiction upto those areas (of Jammu and Kashmir) 
to deal with. It is not the function of a court of law to create 
ambiguity, but to clear it completely. Since it is a recognized 
fact that the so-called Azad Kashmir Government claims to 
represent an undivided State of Jammu and Kashmir, consists of 
85,000 Square miles for the last fifty years, and the Judgement of 
the ‘so-called Azad Kashmir’ Supreme Court was suffice to 
Provide with a legal propriety. The bondsmen do not need a law 
to fight the war of Independence. If we accept the very fact that 
the so-called Azad Kashmir Government does not possess such a 
legal clause for the Gilgit-Baltistan areas. then it comes true to 
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~ Srinagar too. Will it be needful to make laws too.? If the ae 
called Azad Kashmir Government has no legal priority, the 
question is:what was the propriety to sign an agreement with

Pakistan in 1949 about these areas: 
: Nevertheless, the court of law apparently has all 


authority but stays dumb silent on regular kidnapping of its 
innocent citizens by the foreign agencies in the broad daylight. 
It is useless to expect something greater from such a helpless 
court?. On January 18, 1998, the (foreign) agencies kidnapped 
Sardar Shaukat Ali Kashmiri, the leading man of the famous 
Progressive Party, second time from a highway of Kashmir, 
when he was on a journey to Muzaffarabad to condole the 
demise of the respected father of Mr. Waqar Kazmi Advocate, 
Vice Chairman of the Progressive Party. Sardar Ishtiaque, the 
Secretary-General reported the event within half an hour to the 
higher authorities, and on the next day Mr. Karamdad Advocate 
and Mr. Wagar Kazmi Advocate filed a suit in proper form in 
the so-called Azad Kashmir High court. But even after a period 
of nine months, strong protests and intervention of international 
institutes could not move the agencies, nor the honourable court 
could call an explanation from these workers of the agencies. 
Despite the agencies continued harassing the political workers. 
Rumours were spread about Sardar Shaukat Ali. Mr. Karamdad 
Advocate, Mr. Waqar Kazmi Advocate and Sardar Ishtiaque the 
Secretary-General were pressurised in different meanners, and 
efforts were made to the last extent in order to frighten them. 
But perhaps they could not understand that we had come down 
in this field, after we had burnt down the boats, and we swear of 
the Creator of the Universe that we would have no rest unless 
we throw these intruders-out of Kashmir. However the agencies 
paid no attention to the honourable court, but after a long 
solitary imprisonment of nine months, Sardar Shaukat Ali 
Kashmiri was released and left on the border of Afghanistan 
with a threat: ‘If he would carry on this ‘record’ of Human Rights, 
his whole family inembers will be killed. Our hands are very 
lengthy’. Soon after the release, he got recorded his statement in 
the High Court. Then the honourable Judges said very humbly, 
Thank to God that you are alive, otherwise these agency-men 
generally kill the man”. Is it Independence and justice of the 
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court of law?. For this very virtue, our ancestors gave their 
blood at every nook and corner, and they alive got extracted 
their skins. Nevertheless, it should have done that the High 
Court would take notice, call on these persons (of agencies) in 
the wooden enclosure of the court, and ask them to explain: “Are 
the people who offered great sacrifices more loyal to this land 
than you people who bargained for several time?". This is the 
state of the Human Rights in the Islamic Republic of Pakistan. 

On the other side, Bharat is the country for whom these 
(Pakistani) people utter dirty words, every morning and evening, 
the Bharatis offered the facility of communicating messages to 
their houses through electronic media to Pakistani captured- 
soldiers, one lakh in number, in 1971.° But in Islamic Republic 
of Pakistan, an innocent citizen was not granted the Right that he 
could inform his old parents about his safety and well-being. 
Somebody has rightly said that the greatest incidents of injustice 
always take place in the houses of justice. Take doctor Zafar as 
an example. He is not the enemy of human society, nor a 
criminal, but he is a respectful and honourable person in the 
society. One year has elapsed, the agencies kidnapped him only 
for the ‘crime’ that he talked about the Rights of the oppressed 
people of Gilgit- Baltistan. Upto this writing, there is no news 
about doctor Zafar that he is alive or has been put to death, even 
though the United Kashmir PNP had raised this issue in Geneva. 

It is said that when Winston Churchill took oath as the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain during the World War II. the 
first question he asked his advisors was: "Do the courts in 
Britain impart justice?". The advisors answered. "According to 
Our information, our courts of law impart full justice,". At this 
time, with full confidence, Churchill said that 'no power on the 
earth could defeat them. We would be the conqueror, because 
the courts of the country do justice, so nobody could defeat the 
nation’. We still remember the sentence about the horrible event 
of Jalyanwala-Bagh which the English man uttered in the Court 
for several times that the Englishmen would leave India but the 
Oppressed people would shed tears when they would remember 
their justice, 8

Though even after this Judgement which had | 
determined and marked a way, some more people with great | 
courage, knocked the doors of the higher courts of Pakistan, but | 
the answer was the same as in the first place was and they sat | 
down without any excitement. |

She is not only playing an 
historical role in the field of reconstruction works of the region 
and its constitutional position, but she is striving hard day and 
night for the welfare of the oppressed and backward women of 
the region. Last year her great and remarkable book entitled Is) 
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(lava/matter flowing from volcano) has been published, which 
agitated up the harvest of peace in the bureaucratic camp.

In Gilgit-Baltistan, there are 567 educational institutions 
for male students and 104 educational institutions for female 
students. The D.J. Schools, running under the Aga Khan 
Foundation are not included in these educational institutions. 
The number of teachers is 3132, while in all 567 educational 
institutions, there are studying 88471 students, and 86000 male 
and female students cannot have higher education for want of 
colleges and university in proper number, only 1707 students are 
fortunate to have admissions to two degree colleges, working at 

Gilgit and Skerdu, while 500 boys and girls proceed to Karachi 
every year, and the parents of 284 boys and girls try to educate 
their young children at different towns and cities of Pakistan.

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There is neither a technical college nor a university in a land 
inhabitated by 20 lakh souls. It may be recalled that the area of 
so-called Azad Kashmir is 4,000 square miles with a population 
of 25 lakh, and there are 75 degree colleges.

Sources of Employment 


Agriculture is the profession of 18 lakh persons i.e. 90% 
population. Only one lakh 82 thousand persons, the 9.1 percent 
of the whole population, are related to the business and trade, 
while 0.9 percent persons. earn their livelihood by the 
government services, who are 18 thousand in number. The 
number of employed doctors is 122 which is not equal even to 
the number of doctors at the PIMS, Islamabad. Eighteen 
thousand employees are paid 66 crore rupees annually as their 
salary, while a development budget of 50 crore rupees annually 
is spent through the contractors and other agencies. And, very 
often more than half capital of the development budget goes to 
the discrepancies and misappropriation. There are more than 
one lakh unemployed educated young persons in Gilgit-Baltistan 
upto this day. 

The corn is cultivated in 41 thousand hectare land out of 
53 thousand hectare cultivable land which produces average 
food from 5-6 months. There is 60 thousand hectare cultivable 
land which may yield more food for a period of 7-8 months. If 
the whole cultivable land is cultivated, the whole region will 
become self-sufficient in the matter of food. Besides. surplus 
yields can be obtained with the help of the agricultural machines 
and modern technology. There are gardens, grown over an area 
of ten thousand hectare land, while vegetables are cultivated 
over an area of two thousand and six hundred hectare land.

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Azad Kashmir Army Merges 
in the Pakistan Army 


It has been endeavoured fully to keep the facts hidden 
from the Kashmir people. Those who know the facts, do not 
disclose them, either for the sake of their vested interests or they 
are frightened. They think if they will express the facts, they,will 
ultimately have to face the same fate confronted by those who 
speak the Truth in Pakistan, a place where the.False grows in the 
veil of the Truth, where one cannot speak the Truth.

Every individual of the 
J&K, particularly the people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, 
know it well that the Azad Kashmir had a regular army which

The first high-handedness to the PoK regular army was 
done in the regime of President Ayub Khan. Ayub Khan has 
written in his book the ‘Friends, Not Masters' that he called in 
the President of the PoK, Ali Ahmad Shah to Rawalpindi with 
the purpose to annex the Azad Kashmir Army with the Pakistan 
Army Act. He writes Ali Ahmed Shah lacked the power to hear 

_and used earphone to hear during the conversation. Ayub Khan 
adds when J said to him, "Mr. President (of the PoK)! We want 
to annex the Azad Kashmir Army with the Pakistan Army Act". 
He got off the earphone, and seemed reluctant to listen to me, 
and when with louder voice, I put these words into his ears, he 
answered, "By doing so, you are killing the revolutionary role of 
the PoK.

Gen. Ayub says but we did not accept Ali 
Ahmed Shah's insistence, and joined the Azad Kashmir Army 
with the Pakistan Army Act. 

Aftermath, though the PoK Army was within the 
Pakistan Army Act, but despite it had its identity. But in 1971, 
(wo great Kashmiri Mujahedeen, namely, Mr. Hashim Qureshi 
and Mr. Ashraf Qureshi, hijacked an Indian aircraft and brought 
it to Lahore with a purpose to draw the attention of the 
international community towards the Jammu and Kashmir 
problem. The planning of hijacking was done by the Great 
Martyr Maqbool Butt, and following the plan, the Great Martyr's 
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— two brave soldiers and the J&K freedom-fighters had draw, 
the attention of the world community, calling out loudly? ‘9 the 
people of the world! Look at this event. Here two usurpers have 
kept a nation, the Kashmiris as hostage. These are also human 
beings and part of this universe. These too have a Right of 
Freedom and Independence’. Since then, the internationa| 
community came to know the nature of the J&K Problem, anq 
both usurpers’ faces had been exposed. Then (after a war), both 
India and Pakistan signed the Simla Pact. 

After the Simla Pact 1972, the Pakistan Government 
unfairly merged the Regular Army of the PoK in the Pakistan 
Army, which finished the remaining identity and individuality of 
the PoK Army. The motive of this horrible step of the Pakistan 
Government can be conceived by even a blockhead. The whole 
world was surprised at the hijacking of the Indian aircraft, 
because it was the second event of hijacking in Asia after the 
PLO's hijacking and this hijacking was done by two great 
mujahids of the J&K (Mr. Hashim Qureshi and Mr. Ashraf 
Qureshi). The brave action of these freedom-fighters had created | 
a great sense and feeling of the awakening and Freedom amongst 
the people of the J&K, and a Part of it related to the Regular 
Army of the PoK, about which the Pakistan Government had | 
Presupposed that the PoK Army might play an important role, if 
there would be a rebellion or if there would emerge a Freedom 
Movement. Because, these Kashmiris are well-trained and | 
would impart training to others, Tesultantly, they will play a. 
vigorous part in the National Freedom Movement. Therefore, 
their name and identity should be eradicated: ‘(there will be) no 
bamboo, (there will be) no flute’. This is the Stratecy, ideology | 
and viewpoint of the Pakistan Government about the PoK, while 
on the other hand, they haye already given the intoxicating — 
injection of the Independence’ to the people of the PoK, which | 
has made them overjoyed, and the Pakistan Government, the | 

Pakistani landlords and capitalists, and the mullas have been | 
carrying on the exploitation of the people of the PoK, so the } 
PoK people may ask: "if the PoK is really free and Independent, | 
What was the reason to merge the PoK Army with the Pakistan. | 
Army? Does this action of the Pakistan Government not make it 
clear that Pakistan has no confidence and trust in the people of 
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the PoK? And, Pakistan keeps the PoK as her colony”. 

‘ Moreover, the Azad Kashmir which has been given the name of 
‘azad' (free and Independent), it is not a true Freedom, but 
merely an ‘injection’ of Freedom, and the PoK has been fastened 
with the chains of slavery of the Peeaneanyal landlords, 
capitalists and their local agents. 

This step of the Pakistan Goleta may be, however, 
violating the UN Resolutions, as the world organization had 
directed strictly that the PoK Armed Forces would not be 
finished upto a final decision/solution of the Kashmir Issue, and 
the. PoK Forces would taken over the administration after the 
evacuation of the Pakistan Armed Forces and civilians. Anyway, 
this step of the Pakistan Government has itself negated the UN 
Resolution thereof. Since, if it is possible today to arrange a 
plebiscite in the light of the UN Resolutions, (then) the Indian 
Government would call back half of her Armed Forces from her 
eccupied J&K and the Pakistan Government would have to call 
back her all Armed Forces, resultantly India without firing a 
single bullet might seize ail the PoK. This is because the same 
law is viable for the PoK Regular Army as the Pakistan Army 
complies it. 
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Removal of Kashmir Issue 
from the Security Council Agenda? 


The Jammu-Kashmir dispute, generally known as the 
Kashmir Issue, was included in the Agenda of the Security 
Council but to the extent of title and words for the last fifty 
years. It is an apple of discord between India and Pakistan, but 
much more a boon for Pakistan as its ruling classes, generals, 
landlords, capitalists, cronies and agents (pius sub-agents) who 
have been contriving the worst exploitation of a few millions of 
people of the Pakistan-occupied-Kashmir (the so-called Azad 
Kashmir) and Gilgit-Baltistan. The Pakistani rulers have given 
the tiding of a possible solution of the Kashmir dispute in 
accordance with the UN Resolutions, now age-old and almost 
worn away, and make realising the Kashmiri people that they 
would certainly get the final solution of the Kashmir dispute. 
But, in fact, they have been befooling the Kashmiris. Both 
Pakistani and Indian rulers have been exploiting the feelings, 
and sucking the blood of the billions of the Indo-Pakistan_ 
people. On August 27, 1996, the first news flashed by the 
electronic and print media was: ‘The Security Council has 
stricken off the Kashmir Issue from its agenda.’ The Voice of 
America and the BBC told that all such problems. which were 
not discussed for the last five years and were not presented for 
discussion in the Security Council, will be stricken off from the 
Agenda. It may be remarkable that the Kashmir issue was 
neither spoken about nor discussed in the Security Council after 
March 30, 1951. In plain words, the Janimu-Kashmir issue is in 
pending, remaining unfinished and undecided. Now it is clear 
and there is no confusion that it had been removed from the 
agenda of the Security Council. But Ahmed Kamal. the Pakistan 
Ambassador in the United Nations. in an interview to the BBC 
said that decision was taken up by the secretaries at the local 
level of the Security Council, while the President and the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations were unaware of the 
decision. And, the Pakistani representatives will get the issue re- 
registered on the Security Council Agenda. 
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We are astonished to know that the secretaries at the 
local level of the Security Council are so much irresponsible anq 
unmannerly that they might remove any matter from the Agenda 
without consulting with its honourable members or without their 
permission. They may also enter any matter on the Agenda. If 
these secretaries possess so much powers that they can do it 
without consulting and seeking the permission of the SG 
members, so we cannot expect anything from the SC of the 
UNO. 

Besides, a 5-year period has been fixed by the Security 
Council for an item on the Agenda. According to this, the 
Kashmir issue must have been discharged for ten times till this 
day. Another question: why it had not been discharged before? It 
is also said that many other issues were not discharged even the 
fixed period of S-year had been elapsed..And, there was no 
reaction from India, but it has complete quietude. On either side 
of the J&K, the agents and sub-agents had been silent. However, 
the Pakistani print media and electronic media continued their 
false propaganda to tum off the attention of the Jammu and 
Kashmir people, and Pakistani people from the reality. They 
have been telling lies since the very day of the Kashmir issue in 
order to continue the exploitation of the poor people. 

According to the Simla Pact, Pakistan cannot present the 
Kashmir Issue on any world platform without prior permission 
of India. Besides, Pakistan may present the case of the killing of 
two Pakistanis in India before the Security Council. On the other 
side, in a part of the J&K (i.e. the Valley), where Pakistan itself 
had flared up the fire and 50,000 to 70,000 lives had been lost 
till this day, but Pakistan did not go to the UNO. Pakistan 
protests against the violence of the Human Rights in the Valley, 
and many other countries also condemn such atrocities. Now 
what is the difference between Pakistan and others, while 
Pakistan itself is responsible for this flare-up. Even Pakistan is 
violating the Human Rights in Karachi, and in Sindh generally. 
And, Pakistan has been held responsible for committing 
atrocities with regard to the Human Rights. A country (and its 
government) has been killing the sacredness of the Human 
Rights of its own people, what sympathy it could show to 
safeguard the Human Rights in the Valley? 
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Let us discuss the past Pakistani conduct with reference 
the Kashmir dispute and the Resolutions of the UNO. Because 
ane generally said that Pakistan is the pleader of the Kashmir 
ie Je. It is voiced by the Pakistani rulers, generals, landlords 
Me, capitalists with great strength and pride. That, Pakistan 
throughout the diplomatic channels, has been conducting the 
case of the J&K people in the Security Council and the entire 
world. Although there is no truth in it, and it is a perfect ‘white' 
lie, Pakistan is not fighting the case of the J&K people but 
flaring up the feelings in the Valley, as she has been fighting the 
war of the survival and security of her own country. She has 
been fighting for her geographical location and _ historical 
interests. Upto this day (1999), 70,000 Kashmiris have been 
killed in the Valley. If Pakistan were a party of the J&K people, 
she would have been fighting the war of the J&K people. 
Despite these tremendous sacrifices, the Kashmir Issue would 
have not been discharged from the Agenda of the Security 
Council. It might be on the top, the world nations would get 
together and try to find out the solution of the Kashmir Issue. 
But the situation is quite different. The Kashmit Issue 
was on the SC Agenda when there prevailed peace in every 
region of the J&K. No movement and no struggle was in the 
field. What is the reason that some parts of Jammu, leaving the 


_, Valley, have been afflicting with the brutal bloodshed? All the 


leaders of the national organisations in Gilgit-Baltistan are 
behind the bars. In the so-called Azad Kashmir the nationalists 
and general public are suffering from the agony enforced by 
Pakistan. As a result, the echo of Independence resound the 
world community but soon the Kashmir Issue is discharged from 
the SC Agenda. Why it is so? Before the general elections in the 
PoK, the visit of the US General Hower and Robin Raphael at 
Gilgit-Baltistan; the long meetings of the US Ambassadors in 
India and Pakistan about the J&K problem with Benazir the then 
Pakistani Prime Minister, and their tours in the Valley; the tour 
o ine US Senator who supports Pakistan standpoint and his 
ating with PM Benazir; the tour of the Indo-Pak sub- 
ontinent of the British Foreign Minister and his talks about the 
hat Problem; the statement of Inderjee Gupta, the then 
ndlan Minister of Interior that the non-Muslim majority areas of 
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Laddakh and Jammu might be given under direct control of the 
Centre, though the circumstances are unfavourable in the Indian. 
occupied-Kashmir, yet the declaration of the election 
programme, according to the reports of the international] Media: 
the success of the Pakistan Peoples Party with greater majority 
on the basis of wrangling and cheating in the PoK region, and 
this statement of Sardar Abdul Qayyum that ‘Sardar Ibrahim will 
not be the first and last President of the PoK' activities of these 
high officials, and their tours and conversations compel us (the 
Kashmiris) to think over the Kashmir problem. And, as a 
nationalist, it is my (i.e. the Author) national duty to consider | 
over the situation, alongwith the review from the beginning upto 
this day, and further it is obligatory to bring the situation in the 
knowledge of the people. It may be recalled here that the people | 
on either side of Kashmir are quite unaware of the deliberations | 
being conducted behind the closed-doors, because no 
representative of Kashmir has ever been included there. Even 
both India and Pakistan do not show confidence in the Premiers 
and respectively President+s appointed by themselves. Nobody 
in the J&K is aware of the intrigues and plots against their | 
homeland, being cobwebbed by the rulers, landlords, capitalists | 
and generals of both India and Pakistan. But it can be said with | 
confidence that the inclusion of Gilgit-Baltistan in the Northem | 
Areas of Pakistan and putting Laddakh and Jammu under direct 
control of India are pointing towards a very horrible plot against | 
the solidarity of the J&K people. 
The people of the J&K have not only to consider over } 

this conspiracy, to undo it and to restore the solidarity of their | 
motherland, but also to chalk out a perfect programme to meet 
with this grave situation. Since our pleader does not plead our | 
case and professes his own interests, so we cannot rely on him | 
any more. And, now there is no doubt that Pakistan is not a | 
pleader of the J&K people, but he is the caretaker of the interests | 
of his landlords, capitalists and generals. Under the guise of a} 
pleader, Pakistan has been exploiting our Resources. It is not 4 i 
concealed fact that on one side, Pakistan had been fighting for | 
its geography and history for the last fifty years, and on the other | 
side, it has been exploiting the Kashmir Issue for its power and 

- to elongate it. Pakistan pleads the case of the Kashmiris but it 's 
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ether the J&K people have given the ‘Vakalatnama’ 
to Pakistan, OF Pakistan itself has become the pleader in order to 
safeguard its vested interests on the basis of the trodden Two- 
nation Theory, which has been negated by Pakistan itself several 
times. During the last fifty years, there happened not such a 
thing which may show that Pakistan has ever pleaded sincerely 
the Kashmir case, but the past eventualities show that Pakistan is 
seen fighting for its interests, specially in the name of the 
Muslims of the J&K, and not for the people in general. And, as a 
pleader, Pakistan is not only exposed to all, but since very day 
ts horrible conduct and role is as clear as daylight. 

Let us leave the topic whether the J&K people selected 
Pakistan as their pleader or not. A pleader conducts a case 
according to the form of the court; and if the court is not willing 
to hear the case, what the pleader will do? Pakistan which has 
been sucking the blood of the J&K people, for such a court (SC) 
which has discharged this old case from its proceedings and 
discussions. Since the pleader did not go to the court for the last 
46 years to plead the case, so what the court would do with the 
case. Now the case of the J&K has been discharged from the 
Security Council, what treatment we should do with the pleader? 
This pleader has been sucking our blood for his unsuccessful 
representation for the last fifty years. The decision will be 
passed by the people of the J&K themselves. Since, this pleader 
got killed 70,000 men in the Kashmir Valley.

Due to this 
Fae le of the pleader, the reconstruction works of the PoK are 

up. This pleader has stopped the people of the PoK from 
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the natural struggle for their Rights and has diverted them 
towards unnatural struggle to support the servility. This Pleade; 
has divided the people of the PoK into brethren-groups, tribes 
and regions, and has put the yoke of servility around the necks 
. of the people through their agents and cronies. This Pleader's 
Ministry for Kashmir Affairs, appoints and dismisses the 
government in the PoK. The IG and the Chief Secretary of this 
pleader are our actual President and Prime Minister respectively, 
This pleader throws behind the bars the men who speak the 
Truth and profess the Right. And, this pleader has been 
exploiting the human and natural Resources. O People! Should 


we forgive this pleader and transfer Slavery and servility to our | 
posterity? No, never. We shall take him to task, and shal] 


conduct the accountability of the 50-years of Slavery. We shall | 
expose him before the people of the world, and shall show his 


real face, so dirty and guilty. 
Now we shall consider the Resolutions of the UN 


Security Council. What are these Resolutions? The people of the | 


J&K did not read these Resolutions. Even they don't know 


whether these Resolutions call in tune with their national | 


Independence or not. If the Agents and cronies have read these 


Resolutions, it does no matter. These agents and cronies do not 
belong to the 90 Pp-c. people. As these are the agents of | 
landlords, capitalists, and particularly generals of Pakistan, so | 
they cannot be trusted. We have heard that in the Resolution 


dated August 13, 1948, the national issue of the J&K has been 


recognised to some extent. That, the J&K people will have the 


Right to join either Pakistan or India, or they May seek the 


membership of the UNO as an Independent and SOvereign state. | 


The nationalists lobby in the J&K regions talk about this 


of the J&K had been recognized in the Resolution of Aug. 13, 
1948, 

But on the other side, the then Foreign Minister of 
Pakistan, Sir Zafarullah submitted an application in the UNO 
that the Jammu and Kashmir issue was not a matter of 
international characteristic but it is a dispute between India and 
Pakistan, so both countries would decide it through bilateral 
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talks, hence it is requested to reject the Resolution dated Aug. 
13, 1948. However, the Kashmir Issue has no concern with the 
history and geography of the Indo-Pak sub-Continent. and the 
Kashmiris have been fighting their war of. Independence for the 
last five centuries. The history of the nations shows that a 
nation’s first and foremost need is her national Independence, 
and, national Independence of a nation/country cannot be bound 
with another nation/country in any way. Whereas this illegal, 
unconstitutional and unprincipled condition has been adopted 
for the national Independence of the people and State of J&K. 
That, at first annexation has been spoken of. Aftermath, if the 
choice of annexation is failed, then the people (of the J&K) may 
seek the membership of the UNO as an Independent and 
sovereign state. 

However, the nationalist circles of the J&K could digesi 
the SC Resolution of Aug. 15, 1948 to a greater magnitude while 
the second SC Resolution of Jan. 5, 1949, wherein only two 
options have been given to the people of the J&K—accession to 
either Pakistan or India; and the Right of Independence and 
sovereignty has been struck off. And. this was done complying 
to the request of Sir Zafarullah. the then Foreign Minister of 
Pakistan, maintaining that the Issue would be solved through the 
bilateral talks between India and Pakistan. The SC Resolutions 
of March 14, 1950 and March 30, 1951 display the same 
characteristics, in other words, which are confined to accession. 
Now, if we weigh these SC Resolutions in the scale of national 
Independence, then even any person void of wisdom will never 
accept these Resolutions unless they guarantee the Right of 
Independence to the people of the J&K (as in the first SC 
Resolution (dated Aug. 13, 1948). Though there was confusion 
in the SC Resolution of Aug. 13, 1948, yet there was a sense of 
the national Independence. But the SC Resolutions passed iater 
On, were completely distorted, with reference to the Kashmir 
Independence. And. Pakistan has completely sabotaged the 
move of the Kashmir national Independence, and has paved the 
Way of dividing a nation into two countries/states. This was/is 
hot India but it wos/is Pakistan who is our pleader and always 
POSE to be the greatest convenor of our Independence. 
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The people of the J&K should know that this Pleade; 

kept us bound and restricted through the spirit of these Sc 
Resolutions, which do not recognise our national Independence. 
In fact, these SC Resolutions open the door of the division of Our 
nation and motherland as they only bear the accession, either to 
Pakistan or India. According to the viewpoint of the national 
Independence, these SC Resolutions do not help making the Way 
of our national Independence. When these do not Satisfy our 
need of national Independence, then the J&K people need not 
revere and follow these Resolutions. And, there is no POwer who 
can make the Kashmiri people to follow these Resolutions jn 
letter and spirit. When our Right of national Independence has 
not been accepted in these SC Resolutions, why should we 
accept them with closed eyes? Again, as the Kashmir Issue has 
been discharged from the SC Agenda on Aug. 27, 1996, 
resultantly these SC Resolutions have become null and void. In 
this way, we the Kashmiris have freed from the nets of Pakistan 
as well as the UNO. Furthermore, we are not bound to any 
international pact’ or any Resolution or pact of India and 
Pakistan. Now we the people of the J&K have become free from 
all pacts and resolutions. Now we shall start the Struggle to 

. achieve Independence from both Pakistan and India. The 
thinking flow of the J&K people had Stopped at the verge on 

these SC Resolutions. But the SC discharging the Kashmir issue 

from the Agenda has moved us to think over the problem 


Struggle is essential for the national Independence. 
Unfortunately the people cf the J&K, Particularly the people of 
Gilgit-Baltistan and the PoK have been driven towards the 


engineers, technicians and traders—experts in all fields. On the 
contrary, the people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan are 
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Jabourers, bearers, cooks and the watchmen-at-bungalows and 
no more than these wage-workers. They are laying 
unconsciously by the effect of the poisonous injection of the so- 
called Independence and Freedom- and they have lost the 
perception of the Slavery and Independence. 

Now there are no SC Resolutions and bindings. So the 
people of the IoK must co-operate with the people of the PoK ° 
and Gilgit-Baltistan. This pieader has given us the injection of 
deep slumber for the last fifty years, and has been sucking our _ 
blood. And, that he is our pleader, fighting our case in the UNO, 
whereas this pleader has never attended the court during 46 
years. This case is not only related to the people of the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan but also concerned with’ the people of Laddakh, 
Jammu, the Valley and Poonch. Hence, we have to struggle 
unitedly in order to achieve deliverance and Independence by 
this pleader. It is clear that the struggle for Independence by the 
IoK would differ in nature, but they should cooperate morally, 
politically and socially with the people of the PoK. 

Whereas India is the usurper of our national 
Independence and Pakistan in the face of a pleader is the greatest 
impediment in our Struggle. The struggle for national 
Independence is determined in the spectrum of historical and 
geographical factors, and the perspective of the national and 
political interests. There should be no unnatural element in this 
struggle. When and wherever the unnatural element is included 
with any movement, the whole movement undergoes a certain 
downfall and it is totally sabotaged. Therefore the natural 
movement is imminent without discrimination of colour, race 


and religion in every part of the J&K. Now our nation's Slavery 


has seen fifty years, but since 1947 during this period the 
Sttuggle against the Slavery has been carried on gradually. and 
swift at times. Apparently the struggle done in the IoK region is 
natural, its command and control was not in the people's hands 
and it had been guided by the discipline of the Pakistani 
ishitutions, so Pakistan used it in its interests and the Pakistani 
Mulitarymen had been achieving promotions on the altar of the’ 

ashmiri youngmen. Now, for the last ten years, the struggle has 
wuch intensified in some districts of the JoK where the Muslims 
re in’ majority. According to recent reports, 70 thousand 
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Kashmiris have been killed by the Indian troops. Despite, no 
country in the world has accepted this struggle/movement as the 
national (armed) movement against India. And, India has been 
condemned with reference to the violation of the Human Rights, 
and it is continued. Furthermore, any Muslim country and even 
Pakistan who poses to represent the Kashmir liberation, and acts 
as a pleader of the Kashmir Issue, but never affirms to recognise 
the Kashmir Liberation Movement, and always condemns India 
for the violation of the Human Rights like other countries 
Besides Pakistan and its generals have helped raise hundreds of 
Anjuman-+s/asscciations in the IoK, and have divided the people 
of the Kashmir Valley, as Pakistan did in the PoK and Gilgit- 
Baltistan. Pakistan has played havoc upon the people and 
arranged murders of the Kashmiri intellectuals and men of 
political insight by his agents. Those who could not be killed by 
the Indian armymen, Pakistani agents finished therm. Most of the 
Nationalists were fixed with the wall and Pakistani agents 
instigated such a barbarity that the Indian army set the whole 
population to fire and thousands of the helpless people burnt to 
death. The Pakistani institutions kept their activities confined to 
the Muslim areas only, so that the Situation might be expressed 
as the Muslim and Hindu riots and it might not become the 
struggle for Kashmir Liberation. Since if this movement would 
have spread in Laddakh and Jammu. then it wouid not be named 
as a communal movement and all the sects would join it to the 
extent of the IoK. The innocent and helpiess Kashmiris were/are 
killed. but who is the killer? Nobody else, but Pakistan the 
Pleader of the J&K people, who has been instigating indirectly 
the genocide of the Kashmiri people. He had been befooling our 
nation in the name of the old tugged Resolutions. Pakistan 
Gistorted the sacredness of the national Independence by 
applying in the Security Council regarding the UN Resolution 
Aug. 13, 1948 wherein the question of Jammu & Kashmir 
Independence had been recognised to some extent. Is there still 
any doubt that Pakistan is not the Pleader of the people of the 
J&K, but he is the greatest enemy of our national Independence. 
Of which Kashmir Independence does Pakistan speak? Pakistan, 
has not accepted our Independence from the alpha till this day. 
There is another country (i.e. India) who does not accept any 
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question, how he can support the question of Kashmir 
Independence? It is said that the J&K issue had been re-included 
in the SC Agenda, according to a news dated Aug. 30, 1996. But 
the question arises that the Issue had already been on the Agenda 
of the Security Council for the last fifty years, what had been 
done so far? And, what will be the Proceedings after re- 
inclusion? The answer will be in negation, if we consider the 
whole situation. Pakistan has been exploiting the J&K people for 
the last fifty years on the grounds of these SC Resolutions, and 
he uses every target to continue this situation. He will try utmost 
to enjoy his authority whether it may be in the form of the SC 
Resolutions or the Two-nation ideology, whether it may be the 
matter of the Muslims or non-Muslims, Pakistan wants to 
continue the exploitation at any cost. Recently, the then Internal 
Minister of India, Inderjee Gupta issued a policy statement that 
the Indian Government had been considering very solemnly that 
some non-Muslim areas of Laddakh and Jammu should be given 
under the direct control of the Central Government. And, the 
Indian Government has been activating this plan very fast, but 
Pakistan has kept silence completely. Here what does reflect 
from the silence of Pakistan? At the same time, Pakistan claims 
not only to be the pleader but also a party of the Kashmir 
dispute. With reference to the unification of the J&K, India has 
been advancing towards an unnatural action, but the pleader is 
Playing a silent role. O People! What kind of Pleader he is? You 
have to consider about his attitude.

Now the question is: why the tribesmen were made to — 
invade the J&K state? What are its foreground and background? 

Was the-attack meant for the freedom of the Kashmiri people? _ 
Was the attack a help to the Muslims? Now try to find out the — 
answers of these two questions, and adjudge the situation 
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pakistan”. It may be recalled here that Sheikh Sadiq Hussain was 
a Kashmiri but at the Partition, he came to Pakistan and he was 
the President of the Punjab Provincial Muslim League. 
Regarding the Independence and sovereignty of Jammu and 
Kashmir, Dr. Deen Muhammed threatened if Jammu and 
Kashmir were not acceded to Pakistan, Pakistan would employ 
other means.

Afghanistan thought that his ‘dry siege’ would be finished in this 
‘way and she will have access to the open sea. Afghanistan was 
so much antagonistic that it was the only country of the world 
who bitterly opposed the membership of Pakistan to the United 
Nations. Secondly, Pakistan was much disturbed with the idea 
that Afghanistan, instigating the tribesmen, might infiltrate in 
Pakistan. In this way, he might achieve its ambition taking the 
advantage of the weak and uncertain state of affairs of Pakistan. 
Pakistani policy-makers decided that if they send the tribesmen 
to Kashmir, then they would have two preys with one arrow : 
Pakistan would be saved from the tribal penetration and they 
would use the tribesmen to capture Kashmir, while the 
Propaganda will be carried on favouring the oppressed Kashmiri 
Muslims. O People! Those tribesmen did not go to fight for the 
Kashmiri Muslims, but Pakistan used them for her interests and 
Prevented their new-born country from the possible attack of 
Afghanistan. Pakistan achieved his target and the Afghanis 
Could not attack Pakistan. Some of happy-go-lucky leaders of the 
Punjab played a vital role in all the tribal infiltration in Kashmir. 
The brute Afghani tribesmen molested respectful young women 
and robbed the population in general. They wanted to get free 
the Kashmiri Muslims but they involved in illicit sexual motive 
and brutal robberies. Mr. M.A. Jinnah, the then Governor-

General of Pakistan ordered General Gracy, the then Chief Of the 
Pakistan Army to invade Kashmir (and India). But Gen. Gracy | 
refused to follow the order saying that his Commander-in-Chies 
was at Delhi and he would not attack unless he would direct him 
in this respect. Besides, the invading tribesmen could not enter 
(or capture) Srinagar at the appropriate time, because they were 
busy in molesting the women and collecting the robbeq 
materials. Without capturing Srinagar, the tribesmen reached 
Rawalpindi with the kidnapped women and robbed goods. Even 
in 'Pindi, the tribesmen robbed several houses and took away 
every and any thing they touched. The Pakistani newspapers 
protested and demanded to send back these ‘notorious 
mujahideen’ immediately to their home-regions. People must 
think when these tribesmen were busy plundering in Kashmir, | 
they were the 'mujahideen’ of Islam and the Muslims. But when 
these tribesmen entered Pakistan and they started robbing, | 
excited by their savage instinct. they became the ‘mujahideen of 
~ the self-desire'. The rulers of Pakistan, landlords, capitalists and 
generals say that the tribesmen were sent to Kashmir in order to | 
save the Muslims from the brutalities of the Hindus while the 
Muslims were in proportion of 98 pe to the Hindus in the Valley. | 
It is evident that 2 pe Hindus could not be threatening to the 
Muslims in greater number. If Pakistan were sincere to the cause 
of Jammu and Kashmir Independence, he would have infiltrated 
the tribesmen in the Hindu-majority areas of the J&K through | 
the region of Saucheetgadh. Ther there would be some weight in | 
his explanation. And, according to the military point of view, it | 
might prove more advantageous. Because, if they would have | 
blocked the Srinagar-Jammu Road, the J&K region would have | 
separated from India for ever, and only the air-way could not | 
help its accession to India. But Pakistanis did not intend the | 
Freedom of Jammu and Kashmir, and they only wanted the 
beautiful Kashmir Valley. The Pakistanis had been longing fot | 
the conquest of this beautiful Valley paradise-like more than the 
Liberation of the Kashmiri people. They were feeling joy of | 
capturing the forests, trees and bushes, waterfalls and mountains | 
and to enjoy luxuries there. Furthermore. the Pakistani rulers, 
landlords, and capitalists had taken houses at several places I | 
the Valley. They had no love for the Kashmiris : ‘Kashmiris 2 
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Damn Care!’ Now Pakistanis and their agents and sub- 
nthe PoK who say that the tribesmen were there only to 
fight for the freedom of Kashmiris, they should think over the 
historical events and should come to their senses. Pakistan wants 
the possession of the Valley in any way. He does not want the 
of the J&K, he wants the beautiful land of the Valley. 
There are so many examples regarding the penetration in 
the Valley by Pakistan. Now, for the last nine years, Pakistan has 
been playing havoc upon the people and land of the Valley. It 
has adopted such means which has resulted in the murder and 
massacre of the people. If Pakistan would have wanted the 
Freedom of the whole J&K, he would have not confined this 
movement and struggle to the Valley only, but would extend it 
to Laddakh and Jammu. He did not do it and will never do so, 
because he does not need the people of the J&K. He needs only 
the Valley where he may play sports and luxury. Mr. Jinnah, the 
then G.G. of Pakistan very often said that Kashmir was like a 
blank cheque in his pocket, whenever he would like. he would 
cash it. But his life did not prove loyal to his longings, so Mr. 
Jinnah in his life could neither cash this blank cheque nor his 
Pakistan could cash it till now. Though it was a Pakistan, 
consisted of West and East wings. Even his present strong 
Pakistan is not in a position to get it cashed. In fact, the blank 
cheque was not in the form of the J&K but it was in the form of 
the Valley.

Furthermore, when Pakistan carried Sardar Ibrahim as_| 
the leader of Jammu and Kashmir to the United Nations, a | 
photograph of Dr. Muhammed Deen Taseer was published in a 
renowned newspaper of Britain but the caption was ‘Sardar | 
Ibrahim Khan'. Sardar Ibrahim Khan had been analyzing the | 
sequences of this drama for two days, then he returned to | 
homeland. Now. the question arises: ‘the photograph of Dr. | 
Muhammed Deen Taseer with the name of Sardar Ibrahim | 
Khan’, why it has been done? What was the need for it? If these | 
Pakistanis had no confidence in Sardar Ibrahim Khan why did | 
they take him to the US? Many persons showed the British | 
newspaper to Sardar Ibrahim Khan, he became breathless for | 
some seconds and he was greatly surprised, and began to think — 
why the Pakistanis did so? Now the conscious and wise people | 
of the J&K should think: 'Had Pakistan advanced this step, too, 
for the Freedom of Jammu and Kashmir? Was Sardar Ibrahim's 
name written under the photograph of Dr. Muhammed’ Deen i 
Taseer, with a view that Jammu and Kashmir will achieve 
Freedom’. 
I have already written that only one side of the picture 
and history has been placed before our eyes, and the facts were | 
distorted. Sardar Ibrahim Khan is alive till this day and at | 
present he is the President of the PoK. This event may be | 
confirmed by him. Then the clever people maintained the UN as 
the stage of get-together, and also told that there nothing 1s 
decided finally. And. the UN is the maid-servant of the West and 
the heritage of the USA. What can be expected from it? The 
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British has established the UNO to achieve her interests and for 
her business. That's why Napoleon Bonaparte called the English 
as the nation of shopkeepers. If Kuwait accepts the interests of 
this shopkeepers’ nation, they support Kuwait. If Saudi Arabia 
accepts their interests, they favour him. Circumstances, events 
and experiences have proved that the UN decides matters on the 
basis of its own interests, and not on the basis of the principles. 

Nearly in 1964, the President of Pakistan, General Ayub 
Khan visited America, where he said to the US President that he 
wanted Kashmir. Here he did not speak the full name i.e. Jammu 
and Kashmir. It means he wanted Kashmir and not Jammu. In 
other words, he wanted the Kashmir Valley. Then the US 
President asked him “Why do you want Kashmir?" "If I would 
not get Kashmir, (i.e. Pakistan) would not get Kashmir), India 
would change the flow of rivers, and my Punjab and Sindh fields 
will become barren." Then the US President told Ayub Khan, © 
"Would that I get resolved your water problem, even then you 
need Kashmir?" In reply, Ayub Khan said, "In case the water 
problem is resolved, the present situation is favourable.” 
Readers! Then the Indus Basin Agreement was signed. 

The Kashmiri people must know the role of the 
Pakistani ruling classes—the rulers, landlords, capitalists and the 
generals-with reference to our national Independence. And, they 
say that they had fought two Indo-Pak Wars for the 
Independence of Jammu and Kashmir. However, Pakistan has 
never fought the war of national Independence of Kashmir. But 
they managed the massacre of the innocent Kashmiris in order to 
prevent their green fields from sterility and futility. And 
Pakistan achieved her national interests. 

The Indo-Pak War of 1965 is much talked about and 
Pakistan maintains it as her conquest, and every year on 
September 6, Pakistan celebrates this day on the national level as 
its day of success.

Then, if we analyze the situation in the perspective of 
those days, we come to realise that Pakistan did not fight the war 
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of 1965 for the Freedom of the J&K but it was an endeavour tg 
support her diminishing power. Zulfiquar Ali Bhutto, the then 
Foreign Minister of Pakistan said to President Ayub Khan, 
"Your graph is. falling fastly. You are becoming unpopular 
among the people. If this situation will continue: the people will 
rebel against you. Hence to dispel the people's attention and to 
elongate the power, it is the effective and the best way that the 
gorella activities be started in Kashmir." But it happened that the 
arrested mujahideen began to announce from Srinagar Radio and 
Delhi Radio, "J Hawaldar Kala Khan and Subedar Afsar Khan 
are quite well here, and so on." Then India invaded with ful] 
strength. But that time the PoK army, not the Pakistan army, had 
been fighting the gorella war. The PoK army was fighting under 
the name "AKRF". Our eldermen also participated this war. 
According to the information, our armed forces had control over 
the IoK region. The PoK army had conquered the IoK region. 
But, when India invaded Lahore and Sialkot, Pakistan was 
unable to save her existence. As a matter of principle, Pakistan 
army should have fought at Sialkot, Lahore and other Pakistani 
fronts.

Some self-conceited people say that the Pakistani young 
soldiers, tied granade with their bodies, laid down under the 
Indian tanks on the fronts of Lahore and Sialkot. Firstly, what 
strength could be obtained for the Freedom of the J&K by these 
Sacrifices? It can be followed even by a gullible that they 
sacrificed their lives to save Lahore and Sialkot, or to save 
Pakistan. But the cronies and agents say that it was all for the 
Kashmiris.’ Now, when we g0 deep to find the Truth. Did 


Pakistan seek the confidence of the Kashmiri. leadership before | 
Starting the gorella war in the IoK? Did she arrange the military 
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training of the people concerned? Certainly not. In 1947, though 
the Kashmiris had bitter experiences with the Pakistanis, yet 
they co-operated whole-heartedly with Pakistan. A friend of 
mine, Nazeer Ahmed Meer who belongs to the Kashmir Valley, 
has been working on every front for the Freedom and 
sovereignty of the J&K since the very day of liberation struggle, 
and it was a time when uttering the name of Freedom and 
sovereignty’ was thought to be a sin. With reference to the War 
of 1965, he tells when the Indian armymen came to search our 
houses, we got these mujahideen lay asleep on the beds of our 
daughters and daughters-in-law; amd when the Indians asked 
who were in the beds, we told them that our sons and their wives 
were sleeping. What did we get for these sacrifices? The 
Tashkent Pact, and nothing else. 

The only one aspect of the history and the scene had 
been placed before our eyes, while the. other aspect was 
concealed from our eyes, I will avoid the details but I'll request 
to the eldermen, mothers, brothers, sisters and other relations of 
the IoK who celebrate the Pakistan Day and hoist the Pakistan 
standard at the Lal Chowk, Srinagar, only for that Pakistan will 
achieve Freedom for them. I would say to these simple people 
that it is the greatest lie of the current century. What 
Independence has Pakistan bestowed upon the people of the PoK 
and Gilgit-Baltistan? You may read my book 'GHULAMI-KA- 
SAFAR' (Urdu/May 1996). But keep in mind that Pakistan has 
never accepted the Right of national Independence of the people 
of Jammu and Kashmir, but he wants to have the Kashmir 
Valley to use it as the market to sell his manufactured goods and 
other productions. Above all, Pakistan's policy is that the J&K 
be annexed with Pakistan, and if it is not possible, the present 
situation should stay unresolved in any way. But the J&K must 
never be Independent and sovereign. The reasons and events are 
obvious. If there is any other calculation, do tell me. In such a 
grave situation, one can only pray for the Independence and 
sovereignty of the people of the J&K. 

O People! We have to fight ourselves for our national 
Independence. For this struggle, we have to give pir egionalism, 
beraadri-ism (brethren groups), tribalism, Muslims and non- 
Muslims, and should struggle on pure human values. The 
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people, who live in the J&K, must consolidate themselves ae 2) 
J&K nation and then struggle for their national Independence. 
They have to identify the friends and foes. They have to chalk 
out their future plan in the light of their Past. They have to 
restore the unification of their country and solidarity of their 
people. They have to inscribe their History themselves, If even 
now, we will not awake from the long lazy slumber, neither the 
History nor our posterity shall forgive us. Therefore the 
Kashmiris should advance forward with determination and 
catch-hold the collars of the cronies, agents and Sub-agents, 
gamblers and opportunists, and companions of the lobbies. May 
Allah the Almighty be with the Kashmiris!

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Economic Condition 
of Pakistan-occupied Kashmir 


- (a) Resources of the PoK: 


Kashmir is the most beautiful land of tocks and water. 
It is called a paradise on the planet. It has been an attractive 
place for the tourists, and hundreds of thousand tourists visit 
every year, and tourism is a great source of income for both 
people and the government. It is a pleasant place for good 
health, so hospitals of particular nature, such as mental health 
centres, and sanitoriums, may be established. It may serve as 
health resort for the treatment and care of cripples and 
convalescents. It is situated on the Himalayan Range, near the 
Pamir-Knot, availing a central place near China and Central Asia 
in the North; and India and Middle East countries in the West. It 
has been a famous trade-route of the Caravans of its 
neighbouring countries. It enjoys a very important position even 
today. It is called the Switzerland of Asia. It has a brilliant past 
with a long history and a unique culture and learning. Its people 
are intelligent and beautiful, Sturdy and strong. They have 
different religions and languages, but most of them (90 p.c.) are 
Muslims. The rate of literacy is poor and the majority of people 
is poor, but they are modest, and love Freedom and 
Independence provided by Nature. In wider sense. they love 
Kashmir and believe in the solidarity of the people of Kashmir 
and Gilgit-Baltistan without any distinction of caste and creed, 
belief and language. 

The intelligentsia of Kashmir. particularly the PoK, 
complains that no development work was carried out in both 
Kashmirs (Pakistan and India), and the Kashmiris have to leave 
their families and homes and go out to Pakistan and abroad for 
Jobs, petty and menial. They say if they were independent and 
free, they would have utilised their Resources, and their people 
Would have not suffered too much as they have been suffering 
for the last fifty years under the Pakistan and India control over 
their motherland. Both India and Pakistan have their respective

The Kashmiri intelligentsia .hold responsible both 
Pakistan and India for their sufferings. They believe that 
Kashmir and Gilgit-Baltistan have rich deposits which are still 
unexplored. Different minerals can be found, even natural gas, 
Gold particles are mixed in the sands of the river banks and 
beds. This land is the source of water through its rivers, 
providing water and producing hydro-electricity for Pakistan, 
particularly the Punjab, and India (in East Punjab). Its trees 
provide the best kinds of wood for furniture and fuel. The silk- 
worm breeding is an age-old profession of the people. Silk- 
worms yield commercial silk. Goats, sheep and other live-stock 
breeding is possible. And so on. The natural gifts with their 
bounties and manpcwer are in abundance. The climate is 
pleasant and suitable, allowing people to work all the year round 
the clock. Different factors of localisation of different 
-industries, domestic and large-scale industries, are common, so. 
industries and farms can be installed. The means of 
communication and transport will be developed with the march 
of progress. But the human genius, skill and money are required 
tc utilise these possible Resources, and these need Freedom and 
Independence of the people of Kashmir and Jammu. 
Where is Freedom? 
The Pakistan authorities have merely lulled the people 
of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan in the name of Freedom and 
Independence, and they have been exploiting the people of the 
PoK. More than fifty years have elapsed, there are no factories, 
and even breeding farms in the PoK. No development 
Programme of progress and reconstruction has been made as yet. 
There is no scheme which may provide employment and jobs to 
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the poor, jobless people of Kashmir. If there were a factory for 
manufacturing thread and buttons, the people of the PoK would 
have got jobs or source of income. So there is acute 
unemployment, multiplied with many other problems, and who 
is responsible for these problems and for their severity and 
austerity? The simple answer is : The Pakistani Jagirdars, 
capitalist class, the Punjabi waderas and their agents in the PoK 
are responsible for the exploitation and unsolving problems in 
the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. 


(b) Unemployment Problem: 


The people of Azad Kashmir know very well that there 
is acute scantiness of the employment — no opportunities of 
jobs at 11] — and as a result unemployment has become problem 
No. 1. The people are scattered in search of jobs from Peshawar 
to Karachi. They strive for jobs day in and day out in order to 
provide bread and butter twice in a day to their children. 
Despite this long and enduring strife, the jobs are not availed by 
them. Working in foreign countries they are unable to see their 
wives and children, and old parents for seyeral years. Even 
though they live in their neighbouring country, Pakistan. Some 
of them are compelled to the last action, like suicide, while 
several of them lose their balance of head. On the other hand, 
their wives, children, sisters and brothers, and old parents keep 
waiting for money from their husbands, fathers, brothers and 
sons so that they would buy food articles and clothes, and books 
for children; while on the other hand, either they greet death or 
go to mad during this struggle. If there would be a factory of 
maize oil, the people of the PoK would not destroy their lives in 
search of jobs in Pakistan and abroad. If there would be a 
factory for manufacturing soap and serf in the PoK, and if there 
would be any mills for manufacturing of sugar, ghee, flour etc., 
certainly they would never stumble and suffer a loss in search of 
jobs in the towns and cities of Pakistan, getting employment on 
their land of the PoK, and they might feel the nerves of Freedom 
and Independence. But what had been done, was against their 
will and expectations, and there is no sign and possibility of any 


‘good' in future to come. 
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The unemployment and other relating problems haye 
increased incessantly and horribly, sO real F; teedom and true 
revolutionary changes are inevitable. So with a view to solve 
our problems, we shall have to achieve true Freedom and 
Independence in the radiance of modernity with deep solemnity 
and forbearance. The Jagirdars, capitalists, bureaucracy and the 
Punjabis of Pakistan have usurped the Resources of the people 
of the PoK. We can never solve our problems unless we achieve 
Freedom from the Pakistani demons. They have made the PokK 
as their ‘mandi’ (market). In the way to the progress and 
reconstruction of the PoK, the Punjab is the largest obstacle, 
because its interests are related with the PoK. For example, if 
there will be factories for manufacturing ghee, sugar, cloth and 
soap in the PoK, who will purchase the commodities produced 
by the Punjabi Jagirdars-cum-capitalists? Ctherwise, the PoK 
will not stay as their market, and when the PoK will have its 
own factories and mills, then first of all its people will get 
employment. And, if a Pakistan-made commodity is priced Rs. 


15/- per kilo, including transport expenses, contrary to this, a 


commodity made in the PoK will be priced Rs. 10/- per kilo 
because it is prepared in the PoK and its price will be. fixed 
excluding transport and other additional charges. In this way, 
the people of the PoK will have jobs in their own land, and 
secondly, they will have nearly every commodity cheaper than 
Pakistani commodities. It is essential to achieve complete 
Freedom and absolute Sovereignty in order to avail these 
facilities of life: ; 


(c) Foreign Exchange: 


You know the working people of the PoK have no 
factories and jobs in their own land, so they have to work 
laboriously and continuously in the Middle East, Europe, 

England and America. What they earn there, they send it to their 
relatives in'the PoK, as a result Pakistan gets foreign exchange. 
At present, more than three lac Kashmiris work in the Middle 
East, and about four Jac work in the U.K., and a pretty number 
of Kashmiris are busy in doing different jobs in Europe and 

America. These workers from the PoK, nearly seven or eight 

lacs, provide a lot of foreign exchange to Pakistan, and Pakistan 
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inretum gives its paper currency to the people of the PoK. And, 
this paper money goes back to the Jagirdars and Capitalists of the 
Punjab, when the Kashmiris purchase flour, rice, Sugar, tea and 
the 'naswar’ supplied by them. Besides. the factories and mills 
are installed in Faisalabad and Hasan Abdal (Punjab) by. the 
foreign exchange earned by the Kashmiri workers, and Pakistan 
utilises it in her foreign trade and expenditure. If the 
Government of Pakistan and its agents in the PoK were sincere 
and sympathetic to the people of the PoK, and then it would 
actually be free and independent, then some factories and mills 
would have been installed at Muzaffarabad, Mirpur, Kotli and 
Ravlakot by the foreign exchange earned by the PoK workers. 
Consequently, the PoK people would have sought employment 
within their own boundaries. But it was/is not so. Unless the 
people of the PoK wil! achieve true Freedom and free will, no 
development could be made in the PoK. 

It calls for thinking for the people.of the PoK: when the 
Kashmiri jobless. persons go with applications to the factories at 
Hasan Abdal and Faisalabad, established by the foreign 
exchange earned by the Kashmiri workers, they are refused to 
give a job; even the factory gate-keeper, on seeing the 
word/name 'Kashmir’, asks the applicant to leave the gate and go 
away. Then we need a letter of recommendation from a Punjabi 
Jagirdar, a Capitalist or an agent, but they are apt to accept 
bribes, so the letter of recommendatiun wil! be available, care of 
an agent plus money. Aftermath the applicant has to wait, and if 
a new applicant with much more offer comes there, the former 
applicant has to wait in the queue for his turn. 

O friend workers of the PoK, working on the hot sands 
of the Middle East! And the conscious and enlightened Friends, 
working in the Britain, Europe and America! When your jobs 
will come to end, you have to settle in the PoK again, where 
your problems will hit as ours, and once again we have to set out 
in search for employment. And we have to go with our 
applications to the gate-keepers of the factories at Faisalabad 
and Hasan Abdal and will have to retum with frustration and 
humiliation. It is so because no factories have been installed by 
your money, and there will be no hope to seek employment in 
the PoK. Since we call ourselves as free people, and if the PoK 
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js actually free, why factories and mills are established in Hasan 
Abdal and Faisalabad by the foreign exchange earned by the 
PoK workers? These factories and mills must have bee, 
installed in the PoK where the local / national people wouly 
have got the jobs, there would be reconstruction works anq 
progress in the PoK, and the people of the PoK would fee] free, | 
" But we have come to realise with the behaviour of the Pakistani. | 
Jagirdars, capitalists and the Punjabi generals that we the people 
of the PoK are not free and independent, but we are the worst 





Slaves. | 
(d) Industry : Factories and Mills | 


No industry has been established in the PoK, even a. | 
poultry farm has not been installed, and if anyone would try to 
start a poultry farm, the agents of the Pakistani Jagirdars and | 
capitalists, keeping in view the interests of their masters, will tell | 
the Kashmiris that the climate of the PoK is not suitable to breed 
the chickens because of the extreme cold the chicks die; but | 
Murree is suitable, where there are poultry farms of all the | 
Punjab, though there is extreme cold all the year and even the | 
snow falls there. Now the point of thinking is : "Murree which | 
is covered with snow all the year, is acclimatized for poultry | 
where neither chickens die nor the cocks die. In the PoK, the | 
chickens and cocks will die where the snowfall and coldness is 
scarce in proportion to Murree. What is the cause of disallowing — 
the poultry breeding in the PoK2" 

In fact, the PoK has been kept backward and 
undeveloped under a planned policy, and the Punjabi Jagiradars, 
capitalists and their agents have played a big role, as they know | 
that their poultry farms will be destroyed if the poultry farming 
would be installed in the PoK. These agents are aware of the 

danger that their stipends and gratifying money will be stopped 
and their personal interests will be spoilt. Otherwise, if poultry | 
farms can be installed and bred in the cold areas of Murree, why ; 
the poultry farms cannot flourish in Muzaffarabad, Ravlakot, | 
Kotli, Mirpur and Bagh? | 
May we ask what planning had been done for the Pok 

till today? And who were the experts who came to the PoK, and. 

. Observed the situations and analysed the climate and weather a5 
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q factor of industrial plantation? Whether chickens and cocks _ 
can be bred there or not? 

The Punjab (Pakistan) is one of the hottest region. If 
there are poultry farms at Lahore and Faisalabad being too much 
hot, but chicks and cocks may survive, why not in the PoK? In 
fact, the experts analyse the place, weather and general 
conditions and then they suggest temperature and other 
essentials on scientific lines for breeding chicks and cocks, and 
medical care is also given to the creatures of the poultry farms. 
So poultry farms are installed on the modern scientific ways. 
But in the PoK no such scientific survey had been done so far. 
There may be a few poultry farms in the PoK, in all its districts, 
and the people of the PoK purchase chicks and cocks from the’ 
Punjabi Jagirdars and capitalists. Though the population of the 
Punjab is more than the total population of the remaining three 
provinces, and the fact is that the Punjab supply poultry to all 
the provinces and the PoK, but not enough in the PoK. 
Moreover, no poultry farm or farms has / have been installed in 
the PoK as yet. The Jagirdars and capitalists of Pakistan and 
their agents did not allow the experts to visit the PoK for this 
purpose; otherwise the PoK would have its own poultry farms 
to feed its people. If there were poultry farms in the PoK, the 
people would not purchase chicken meat at the rate of Rs. 50/- 
per kilo, and would not wait for supply from the Punjab. Above 
all, the people would have got jobs on their own land. 

People of the PoK purchase buffaloes, cows, oxen, 
sheep and goats from Pakistan and also purchase fodder from the 
Punjab. Though the forests and land of the PoK are enough 
_ fertile and the climate is favourable for sheep breeding farms. If 
breeding farms are established in the PoK, it can supply meat to 
its neighbouring countries, particularly Pakistan and India. 
People of the PoK should take possession and control 
over their Resources and solve their problems, and. make 
progress in all walks of life. The prices of everyday commodities 
are rising higher day by day. A gas cylinder is worth Rs. 130/-. 
The small packet of patti costs Rs. 40/-. The flour-bag costs Rs. 
370/- and the dal+s are from Rs. 20/- to Rs. 30/- per kilo. These 
higher prices show that the sun of tomorrow will still be more 
scorching. Besides, the people of Kashmir may not stay any 
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in the Middle East because their projects are nearly 
completed and they will provide employment to their om 

Jaces. Kashmiris have to come back and have to strive for 
a Pakistan. Why not in the PoK? First try to achieve 
ection and Independence from Pakistani colonialists (ang 
Indian forces). Remember, if you have a free land, you will 
have all facilities of life and "your own ways of life ant 
progress”. You will have all sorts of farms, factories and 
industries. Mineral deposits will be yours. Forests and 
waterways will be yours. And, everything you need will be 


yours. 
(e) Royalty of Mangla Dam: 


The people of the PoK know well that the Mangla Dam 
is built on the land of the PoK. Its total expenditure (cost of 
project) was recovered by the hydro-electricity produced by the 


longer 


Mangla Dam only within a period of 5 years and 7 months. | 


Since twenty years have elapsed, and the factories and mills of 
Lahore, Faisalabad and Hasan Abdal have been running by the 
electricity produced by the Mangla Dam. The cities. and 
townships of Pakistan are lighted by the Mangla hydro- 


. electricity. But it is strange that city of Mirpur and villages 


nearer to the Mangla Dam are not provided with the electricity 
produced by the Mangla Dam, as it seems that these have no 


right to have electricity from the Mangla Dam though it is built | 


on the PoK land and waterway. 

The Kashmir politicians and the people have been 
demanding since its inception that the royalty of the Mangla 
Dam should be paid to the PoK but it is not paid to them. 


} 





In October 1992, the political leader of the Sarhad, Wali 


Khan warned the Islamabad authorities only for one time and | 


made them believe that the royalty of the Tarbela Dam, the right 
of the people of the Sarhad, should be paid to the Sarhad 
Government without making delay. Otherwise they would be 
constrained to think that the Islamabad’i.e. the Punjab has been 
doing injustice to them. The Islamabad authorities paid 400 
billion rupees as the first instalment of the royalty of the Tarbela 
Dam, and further payments are being made to the Sarhad; while 
the royalty of the Mangla Dam, built on the land of the PoK, has 


SS 
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not been paid to the PoK government, even no promise has been 
committed so far. i 

Now the point of consideration is: "Who is free, the 
sarhad or the Azad Kashmir’? The province Sarhad demanded 
for first time, they were paid the royalty, while on the other 
hand, the people and land of Kashmir are called ‘free and 
independent’, they have been demanding for the last twenty 
ears for the royalty of the Mangla Dam, but no response has 
come from the Government of Pakistan as yet. Now if the PoK 
js actually free and independent, the president, the prime 
minister and the people would not demand for the royalty of the 
Mangla Dam. What sort of Freedom it is? An other country 
takes away our hydro-electricity, without paying its 
remuneration! Even repeated demands were ignored, and no 
royalty is paid to the PoK. It means clear that the PoK is not 
free but it is a slave-country of Pakistan which takes it as a 
colony. The Pakistan Government exploit its Resources and do 
not pay its genuine money of the Mangla Dam royalty, how the 
people of the PoK will solve their problems? 


(f) The PoK Property in Pakistan: 


The Government of Pakistan do not pay any rent for or 
any remuneration of the properties of the PoK in the land of 
Pakistan. In the last days of his government, Mumtaz Rathore 
(the former) Prime Minister of PoK when he came to realise that 
he had to give up the seat of the government as the Benazir 
government in Islamabad had gone away, he disclosed in a press 
statement that the Government of Pakistan did not pay the rent 
Or any remuneration of the PoK properties in Pakistan sigce 
1947, which is worth billions of rupees. The Pakistani Jagirdars 
and capitalists, stooges in the PoK Government only remember 
the Rights of the people of the PoK at the moment when their 
Own interests are in danger or their service at Muzaffarabad is 
going to be terminated. Otherwise, the people of the PoK did 
Not know that Pakistan does not pay the rent of the PoK 
Properties in Pakistan. 

As a matter of principle, if a man lives in a re 
or he has obtained on rent some other's property for his business, 
he is expelled from there in case of non-payment of the rent.

Their and their | 
companions interests are the main reason of .this situation. 
Whenever he would feel even a slight danger to his interests: 
say: he would soon lose the chair at Muzaffarabad, nothing | 
could be said about his reaction. He would keep quiet unless his 
interests are not in danger. This reaction is a certainty. On not 
paying the rent of the PoK properties in Pakistan, what result | 
may be extracted from their continuous quietude? When their | 
personal interests and power comes in danger, they try to go to 
the PoK people and speak about Slavery and Freedom. The 
government of Pakistan and the Punjabi waderas (landlords) | 
have been doing injustice incessantly, and their stooges in the 
PoK are equal partners in cruelties done to the Kashmiris. So it | 
is imminent for the PoK people to strive against both the | 
Islamabad masters and their stooges to snatch their genuine 


Rights. 
(g) A General Critical Review: 


When we cast a sight on the local scene (the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan), it looks a colony of Pakistan Government since _ 
the very beginning 1947-48. The Pakistan authorities and the 
Punjabi Jagirdars and capitalists have been penetrating both the | 
feelings and Resources of the Kashmiri people, in the name of | 

Freedom and Independence. The President, Prime Minister and 
Members of the PoK assembly have no say of their own and 
they are merely puppets of the Ministry of Kashmir Affairs of | 
the Government of Pakistan, Islamabad. They deal the PoK and | 
Its people as a foreign part of Pakistan. Consequently they | 
exploit people and Resources, but they do not harbour any | 
project or works plan for their Progress and development. In 


j 
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clearer words, we can say if Kashmir (and Jammu) had been no 
disputed territory, there would be works for development and 
progress like other provinces of Pakistan and India. Asa result, 
all the progress and development works and reforms have been 
hampered, and there are several serious problems disturbing the 
everyday life of the people. The Kashmiris have been deprived 
of the fruits of Freedom and Independence. So the people and 
intelligentsia comprehend these problems and their adverse 
effects, and they demand for the true Freedom as the only 
panacea for all ilts and difficulties, problems and solutions, 

Why their problems have become so serious? And, who 
is responsible for these difficulties and misfortunes? The only 
answer to these questions is : the Jagirdars and the Capitalists of 
Pakistan, the waderas of the Punjab and their stooges in the PoK 
are responsible for these all evils, who call their part of Kashmir 
‘Azad but actually Kashmir is not free and it has been exploited 
for the last fifty years. Kashmir has been treated nominally as 
an undeclared part/province of Pakistan. But the actual position 
is : it is treated as a colony or a market of the Pakistani/Punjabi 
products and supplies. No programme or plan has ever been 
prepared for the betterment of the poor people of Kashmir and 
Gilgit-Baltistan. No factory, even poultry farm etc. has ever 
been built. The people go to Pakistan and other foreign 
countries for job. The Punjabi products which are sent 
abundantly in Kashmir, are sold on higher prices. People who 
are merely wage-earners and poor do not afford to buy even ‘dal 
and atta’. They have no source of income, resultantly no 
purchasing power, and the prices always go higher and higher. 
It is strange that nearly eight lac Kashmiris earn in foreign 
Countries and send their money — foreign exchange — to 
Pakistan. This foreign currency is used by Pakistan, but no plan 
OF project, even facility is given to the Kashmiri jobless persons 
in the factories of the Punjab, though these have been built by 
the foreign exchange they earned. Even the royalty of the 
Mangla Dam and the rent of the properties of the PoK in 
Pakistan are not paid to the PoK government. 2 

The Kashmir intelligentsia blame Pakistan authorities 
and the Punjabi waderas and capitalists that they have purchased 
the Conscience of the leaders of a section of leadership who play 
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ents in Kashmir. They also exploit the People ; 
Ha particularly the mullas play the best for ‘< 
Punjab/Pakistan in.the PoK, and the worst for their own Jan d 
(Kashmir). These so-called leaders and the mullas have 
hampered all the progress,. and even civil liberties. 
O Conscious eldtrs, brothers and sisters of the PoK! If 
the prevalent conditions are the fruits of Freedom, what is the 
Slavery? The Pakistani authorities and the Punjabi traders have 


been exploiting the Kashmiris and their Resources, and they are 


doing this very skilfully. Unfortunately the Kashmiri people take 


this most horrible and the worst form of Slavery as the Freedom. 
The Chief Ministers of Sindh, Baiochistan and the Sarhad are : 
patriot when they demand Rights for their respective provinces, | 


but the people and the persons with governance become the 


traitors when they demand Rights of their people in the PoK. 


Even they are called the agents of India. What are the motives 
behind this situation? What is this contradiction? How this 


nonsensical attitude should be treated? The only solution is that | 


the people of the PoK should stand unitedly for the cause of real 
Freedom and Independence. The struggle against the real 
usurper power must be started. It is a fact that no individual or 


collective problems could be solved unless the people had full | 





control over their human and natural Resources. The Kashmiri | 
people and leaders should think and work on the scientific lines | 
against the aggressors and exploiters. A cruel person or junta, | 


whosoever it may be, is always cruel. The conflict between the 
oppressor and the oppressed has been a phenomenon since the 


very day of the inception of the world. The history shows that _ 
the oppressed win the field in the last. Because they are not only 


the oppressed, but always rightful and the true. And, the Truth 

conquers the Evil and the Oppressors. People of the Oppressed 
Kashmir should stand and become a strong wall against the 
oppressors. ‘Invest your energy and money in your motherland, 
Kashmir, otherwise we shall leave nothing good and Freedom 
for our future generations who would be the worst sufferers of 
the Slavery and exploitation. 


FOO IO 
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The Largest University 
of the World 


A dramatist of Pakistan, Moeen Akhtar put a question 
to the people in a drama, ‘Tell where is the largest university in 
the world?’ All the people began to think for the answer. After 
considerable thinking, a person answered that the largest 
university is in the USA. A few persons told that much larger 
universities are in the UK and France. In the end, addressing to 
the people, Moeen Akhtar answered: This university, the largest 
in the world, is situated in your neighbourhood, the Azad 
Kashmir, almost covering 4,000 sq. miles area. The university 
of the Azad Kashmir is not built in any manner of standard and 
ability, but drawn on the papers covering 4,000 sq. miles’ area’, 

So this proposed university is presented in the Pakistani 
plays, serving jest and laughingstock to the audiences. Now the 
question is : if the Azad Kashmir (i.e. Pakistan-occupied 
Kashmir) is really free and independent, why does the PoK 
university stand only by name on paper and why it is a jest for 
the people of the world? 

There is no technical college. Nor an engineering 
college. There are reserved seats in Pakistani colleges for the 
PoK students : five seats in the medical and five seats in the 
engineering, where the youngsters from the middle class can 
never get admission, howsoever able they may be. Nor we have 
any such example in the PoK history that a middle class student 
gets an admission on quota in Pakistan. These 10 seats are for 
the sons of the agents and companions of the Punjabi landlords 
and capitalists in the PoK. The middle class students can only 
dream, looking at this looking-glass of quota, but the dream will 
remain a dream. It can never come to a reality. 

Here we see an other greater contradiction. During .the 
late Bhutto's regime the quota system was enforced for all the 
Provinces of Pakistan. If the PoK is free anc independent, why 
this quota is for the PoK? The PoK is not a province of Pakistan. 
The PoK is a country. It has its own President and Prime 
Minister, and its own Supreme Court. It must have had its own 
Colleges (medical, technical, engineering etc.) and universities. 
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It must have had its own national education policy: but there jg 
no national education policy of the PoK, and there are no 
technical, engineering and medical colleges, and no University 
These factors clearly show that the PoK is not a free and 
independent country. She is the worst Slave country, and q 
colony-cum-market of the Pakistani landlords and Capitalists, 
and the Punjabi waderas. 

Had the PoK been free and independent, the PoK would 
have its own educational policy and curricula, and the children 
and youngsters could be taught their own history and geography, 
Here in the PoK primary schools, the Pakistani national anthem 
is recited in the morning. In Pakistani schools, why at times the 
children are not asked to recite Irani or Afghanistani national 
anthem? Never, because Pakistan has its own national anthem, 
and it is an independent country, why its children should recite 
the other country's national anthem? In the past, many teachers 
objected the recitation of the Pakistani anthem and asked to be 
allowed to recite the PoK national anthem. As a result, the 


services of the teachers were terminated from these schools. 
The Pakistani agents present in the PoK have shown their | 


_ loyalty to their masters by terminating the services of those 


teachers. A child at the age of 5 years in the PoK, when starts to | 


go to the school, he is taught, at first, he is a Pakistani. Just asa 
new-born child hears the sound and words of the Azan (the Call 





for the prayers), making him realise unconsciously that he is | 


born in a Muslim family 


Now you may realise that the children studying at these | 


schools, the PoK young generation growing in a slave-society 
can never be able to have the knowledge and awareness of their 
own people, history and geography. The Government of 
Pakistan, the landlords and Capitalists of Pakistan, and the 
Punjabi waderas have planned with much skill the policy and 
Strategy, regarding the use of the PoK inhabitants and theif 
posterity, as the market of their Products. That makes a child of 
5 years, mentally Pakistani. But this horrible policy will never 
meet with success, and the PoK will not remain as their colony 
and market. We have to achieve our Rights, and we have to 
undo this horrible conspiracy with a solid policy and work. 
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The conscious people living in the PoK should think 
sincerely, that in the present PoK circumstances, if they would 
not discriminate between the Slavery and Freedom, and if they 
would transfer the impact of this so-called ‘injected’ Freedom to 
their coming generations, the history will never forgive them, 
and even their generations will also not forgive them. Hence, it 
is imminent that we should be ourselves the inheritors of the 
movement and ideology for the peace of our posterity, and we 
must transfer them the real and true Independence. Today our 
children put the question before us: "Why we are not taught our 
history, even though we have our own President, Prime Minister 
and country?’ And, they say we are taught the books from the 
Pakistani Courses. If we are true patriots and loyal to our 
motherland, then we have to make realise on the basis of facts 
that they live in Pakistan occupied and controlled Kashmir, and 
they are the Slaves of Pakistan, also, the Pakistani landlords and 
capitalists and the Punjabi waderas, who have made them (and 
their land) their colony and market. And. they have their pets or 
agents in the form of the so-called leaders who are the caretakers 
of their interests in the so-called Azad Kashmir. 

Our children walk to the schools miles away from their 
houses while the children of the agents/cronies are taken to 
schools by the drivers in the Mercedes cars, and come back in 
the same manner. Our children get no money to purchase books 
and copies, while the youngsters of this class enjoy luxury by 
the money from the government treasury. There is no ordinary 
teacher to teach our children, while the trained teachers from the 
UK and the USA are engaged to teach the agents’ children. 

Should we give it the name ‘Taqdeer' (the 
Predestination) or is it the Justice from Allah the Almighty? 
Never, it is not. It is the justice given by the Pakistani jagirdars 
and capitalists, and the agents working in the PoK. But we do 
Not accept this justice’ which possesses so much contradictions. 
We have to struggle to achieve the true Justice and our whole 
Rights, from our birth right ‘Freedom’ to all Human Rights. In 
brief, we have to achieve our Rights, and we have to crush the 
effects of this so-called ‘injected’ Freedom by our true and 
Constant struggle. Then we shall have our true and real 
Freedom, otherwise we'll remain as the ‘market’ of the Punjabi 
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landlords and capitalists, and no more than this. In this state of 
affairs, we shall leave only problems for our generati on 
Neither we can impart education to our children according to 
modern outlines, nor we shall be successful to reorientate them 
as assets of our nation and country. On other hand, we shall 
leave our children as a load on the earth good for nothing. 

Free nations and independent countries re-orientate their 
national policies in accordance with the changing circumstances 
and time in the modem world, and the education is given Priority 


and importance above all. Since the nations grow and develop | 


after seeking Knowledge. There is no example that a nation 
could have treaded the way to the progress without Education: 
‘while we inhabitants of the PoK are backward, at least since 


fifty years, in this modern world of today. Since we have no | 


fundamental Human Right—the Freedom, so we cannot join the 


race of modem and progress-making world. The people who | 
have given us the ‘injection’ of the so-called Freedom, have | 


adopted very skilfully such a policy and strategy that the PoK 
people have lost even the sense of real Freedom and 
Independence. And the more strange it is, even due to the worst 


Slavery, we think ourselves as the 'free people’. However, it is | 


not the freedom. Because a nation who has no independent and 
national education policy of her own, cannot be regarded as a 
free nation. Ours is passing through a colonial passage of 
Slavery. 

The people of Kashmir must realise that the future of 
your posterity demands and questions, that you must not leave 
your generations in the Slavery of the Pakistani rulers, landlords, 
capitalists and the Punjabi waderas. You must get free them 
from these cruel and selfish persons and junta, otherwise the 
History will not forgive you. 

Concludingly, the people of the J&K should learn the 
manners and ways of achieving Liberation, as in the words of 
Moeen Akhter the AK (J&K) is the open (natural) university of 
the world. The ground always welcomes the horse-riders to run 
fast and touch the last pole.

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Who is Free, 
Who is Slave ? 


This topic is too unpleasant to discuss. Since the Truth 
is always bitter and is digested only by those who stand on the 
facts and the truth, and not on the presumptions. Before 
advancing to the topic, I would request that the people who 
possess their points of view, fixed at a certain point, based on 
presumptions and fictions, should change themselves in the 
perspective of the facts prevailing on the earth. Since the fictions 
and presumptions possess no Reality as the Reality lies only in 
the Facts and the Truth. : 

As you know that the state of Jammu and Kashmir (the 


- Paradise land) is not only divided between India and Pakistan for 


the last fifty years but also a constant source of suffering and 
agony for the Kashmiris. Pakistan calls ‘the portion’ controlled 
by India as 'the India-occupied Kashmir', and India names ‘the 
portion’ controlled by Pakistan as ‘the Pakistan-occupied areas’; 
but most of the people call the Pakistan-controlled area as the 
(so-called) 'Azad Kashmir’. Let us weigh ourselves in the scale 
of the Truth prevailing on the globe. and keeping in view the 
Truth, you have to decide whether a portion of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, the Paradise land, was free and 
Independent, or the whole State was in a state of bondage. We 
shall analyse the conditions prevailing on both sides. But the 
Worsening condition of the IoK is neither a secret nor concealed 
from the eyes of the people which does not need any discussion. 
Because of the horrible massacre in the Kashmir Valley for the 
last ten years. What are the motives and stimulants behind the 
Scene and who are responsible for this bloody drama? Its 
decision awaits the historians’ verdict. More than seven lakh 
Indian armymen are present in the Kashmir Valley, who have 
Put the barbarity to the brisk. On the other side, there is the print 
and electronic media of Pakistan which depicts that the IoK 
Would be freed on the next day. Here the sagacity and 
Consciousness demands an analysis of the information of the 
Pakistani media. The Indian armies must have finished three 
years ago, according to this source, a freedom-fighter kills from. 
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- fifteen to twenty Bharati soldiers per day. Now we should also 
note the sort of confrontation between a professional armyman 
trained and equipped with the most modern weapons and q 
young man who had only a fortnight training. What will be the 
result whether twenty professional armymen would die everyday 
or the trainee young men who had a fifteen-day training of 
fighting? But we have a perception who are dying there. And the 
armed struggle has confined to the Kashmir Valley only in the 
IoK, where the Muslim majority flourish. For the reason, the 
struggle for the national Independence has become enough 
doubtful in the IoK region, too. Again and again, the question 
arises what were the reasons for which the people of Jammu and 
Laddakh do not participate the national struggle for 
Independence, and they have stayed aloof from this Movement. 
Apart from this, more than three lakh 'pandits’ (Hindu: the 
highest cast ‘Brahmin’) have fled away from the Kashmir Valley. 
Is this a Movement of a particular religion or a certain sect? If it 
SO, it is not a national Independence Movement, but the 
movement of a certain sect. Only a gullible person can call a 
Sectarlan movement a national Independence Movement. No 
conscious person can call it a national Independence Movement. 
We have witnessed the knockout of the movements run 
in the name. of religion and sect. The Khalistan movement in 
India and the religious groups of Afghanistan are the best 
example in our present day world. Since centuries long, the 
Muslims and non-Muslims have been living together. They have 
been equal participants in their joy and sorrow. What are the 
causes which have led them to quarrel with one another, now? 
The religious heads/leaders and the secret agencies of both India 
and Pakistan are responsible for this break-up of people's 
solidarity. It is a matter of aftermath, what would be the return 
of the Communalism, but the Muslim and non-Muslims, to the 
magnitude of the IoK, ask themselves: ‘What good they have got 
out of the religious controversy?’ The non-Muslims, the minority 
in the IoK were made believe they had been fighting to join 
Kashmir with Pakistan where the non-Muslims would be 
insecured. And above it, the paid ISI employees/agents made 
realise that ‘the meaning of Independence was ‘accession [0 
Pakistan’, and raise slogans of ‘Pakistan Zindabad’ at the Lal- 
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Chowk (Srinagar). By echoing these slogans, the struggle in the 
India-occupied Kashmir has changed into the conflict and 
combat between the Muslims and the non-Muslims and turns no 
good. Alas! If we may provide provision for the division of our 
motherland on the base of the Muslims and non-Muslims, but we 
do not see anything good for the national Independence, so we 
would request to the people of the IoK that the J&K was not the 
property of any sect but it is the land of those who have - 
inhabited it, and we all are its inheritors. Our problems, needs 
and values are common, and we are human beings dwelling in 
this land for the times unknown. The class which has been 
striving to divide the inhabitants of the J&K on the ground of 
religion, let us consider its past role. We see the men of this 
class naked in the witness box of History. They had been 
engaged on payment by the Imperialist Forces with a view to 
work ‘hatred and distances' among the people.

He says that a man Is 
only a man, so to love man is the worship of God, and this love ~ 
can be acquired only by devoting life to mankind. Would it be 
the love of man that the men be deprived of life? If you ate a 
Hindu, you should remember that man does not bring his 
religion from his mother's womb but it is the society (1c. 
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-) which divides men into different religions and castes. 
iat oe Buddhist, you should know that the teachings : 
Buddha give peace and comfort to the crying man. 

If you read the sacred book of any religion, you Will seg 
that no religion supports the Evil. You will see all the religions 
fighting against the lies, hypocrisy and satanicality. All the 
religions negate the Evil and Violence. The Truth. Equality, 
Justice and Fundamental Human Rights are not the monopoly of 
any person or group on the earth. These are for the entire 
Humanity and all good men love these high ideals of life, but a 
few ringmaster-type men are apt to lead to madness the simple 
people, instigating in the name of religion and attracting towards 
the charms of the Gardens of Paradise. These ringmasters get the 
wordly comforts and wealth for their utmost deeds of madness, 
The simple man, inflicted with madness, quickens to go to the 
Paradise in the heavens. Thus they get the Paradise: by killing’the 


other men, but to this day, nobody has asked these contractors of | 


Heavens that you are reluctant to offer a sum of ten dojlars from 
your pocket to your ‘noble cause, why do you not go yourself to 
the Heavens (i.e. get such a blessing) instead offering it to’ 
others? What class of human you are! For the answer, if you 
consider seriously, you will find the character of the Imperialists 
and the 'taghoots’ (the Quranic term for the cruel and selfish 
rulers) very ugly and horrible in the annals of the human history. 
These are the cronies and agents of their Masters and their 
profession is anti-Humanism. Every good and peace-loving man 





has to fight against these elements. Therefore, the freedom- | 


fighters, Humanists and others who are quiet in the IoK should 
explain what sort of religious freedom it is. We appeal to them 
to unite in the name of Humanism and to fight against the 
enemies of human beings.

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America, they were doctors, engineers and educated persons but 
[ did not see a waiter and a cook amongst them. They were more 
advanced with referente to Education and Consciousness. I 
found doctors working at special and important and most 
sensitive places. And, in every field whether it is medical 
science or engineering, economic or other fields of interests, I 
found these Kashmiris possessing with the ‘academic and 
democratic approach. I think and: believe that a nation who is 
equipped with the Knowledge and Awareness, cannot be kept as 
bonds, forcibly for a long time by any power of the world. 

Let us have a cursory view of the educational 
institutions of the IoK, the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. For this 
factual study, some 'wallet-bearers' will call me an Indian agent. 
However, my aim is not to show the IoK as Independent/Azad, 
and the PoK as Slave. But I simply want to make it clear where 
they stand in the fields of Education, economic development and 
democratic awareness. The areas which are said to be 'free'/Azad 
(by Pakistan), and the areas which are said to be the 
‘bonds/ghulam (by the Pakistanis): "Where they stand today.’ 
And being called the ‘bonds’, if they are more advanced than 
those the ‘free' (Azad): why they have been struggling hard for 
Independence? And those who are called 'Azad/Free (PoK), 


_what are the motives behind their silence. To accept the Truth 


instead of fictions and assumptions, all have to demonstrate 
open-heartedness and courage. They have to call a spade a 
spade, whether it may inflict wounds to themselves, which 
would mean ultimately to spoil the future of the posterity. 
Readers! The rate of literacy is 57 pc in the IoK while in India 
itself the rate of literacy is 37 pc. In this way, the portion which 
is in possession of India, is the second in all the states (of the 
Indian Union) except Kerala in the South. There are three 
medical universities, four engineering universities and two 
medical colleges, each at Srinagar and Jammu, while there are 
two private medical colleges. There are four engineering 
colleges, two at Jammu and two at Srinagar. The government 
Poly-technic institutions, each one at Srinagar and Jammu; three 
Private polytechnic institutions at Srinagar and two at Jammu. 
Six government degree colleges, namely: SP College, Amer 
Singh College, Gandhi College, Islamia College, Huma College 
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and E.G. College, and three Women's Colleges, while Private 
colleges (upto BA) are not included Reel. are twenty 
computer institutions at Srinagar while 27 COTIDULEL Institutions 
are at Jammu. The Sher-i-Kashmir Medical Institute, the 
Nursing Home State General Hospital, the Dental Hospital and 
three Child Care and Maternity Hospitals are at Srinagar anq 
four at Jammu. And, the GP Pattan Hospital and so on. Let the 
‘free people’ (Azad) consider what a lot the ‘bonds’ (Ghulam) 
have for them, while of which the tenth part of a ten is nop 
availed by them. There are three cement factories, flour mills, 
the Kashmir Arts Carpets, and Shawls and HMT workshop, the 
Janry Mills, Tourism Industry, and above all, there are more 
than one thousand Poultry Farms in Srinagar only, while about 
thirteen-hundred poultry farms are in Jammu. The IoK exports 
saffron weighing 1,100 kilogram yearly, and the price of one 
kilogram saffron is 1,000 dollars. The fruit is sent from the IoK 
to the Indian markets. The walnut, damson and apricot are 
exported. The Tourism is a source of abundant income. There 
are two TV-stations and one radio station in the IoK region. 
O .my Free-bondsmen! Despite these works and 
development, the most people have crossed the river of blood 
and fire, but for the Freedom of the Kashmir Valley. But the 
people of Jammu and Laddakh are still quiet and watching the 
scene. An explanation can be had from the Jamaat-e-Islami and 
the ISI. But we see that India has ignored the area of Laddakh 
just as Pakistan, the supporter of the Independence of the people 
of Kashmir, has been keeping ignored the area controlled by it 
(so-called Azad Kashmir) for the last five decades. There is no 
university, no engineering, or no medical college in Laddakh, 
nor any works of progress has been carried out. Anyhow the 
people of Laddakh have the right of vote, but the people of 
Gilgit-Baltistan in the PoK have No right of vote. 


Laddakh in the IoK presents the same scene which is 


prevalent in the so-called Azad Kashmir and Gilgit-Baltistan the 
(PoK). The backwardness of Laddakh is evident and obvious. 
but India did not make an international airport at any place in 
any region possessed and controlled by India, as a result the 
Tourism could not make the expected Progress, though the 
tourists from all over the world visit the IoK to watch and enjoy 
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the Beauty of the Nature. The tourists land on airports in India 
and they are taken to all other states of India and they are 
advised not to go to Kashmir. But still the Tourism is an industry 
in the IoK. 

Now, let us have a glimpse over the factories and 
workshops, medical and engineering colleges and universities 
and other institutes in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. In the view 
of the Pakistani dramatists, a university of the PoK itself is the 
largest university of the world. Renowned showbizman, Tariq 
Aziz also put up the question in ‘Tariq Aziz Show’ on the Pty : 
‘Where is the largest university in the world?’ Everybody present 
in the hall answered in accordance with his knowledge.and skill. 
But Tariq Aziz, addressing the audience, expressed : "Sorry to 
your knowledge, You refer to America. Britain and France but 
leave unstated your own neighbourhood. This university stands 

_in your own neighbourhood, the PoK, and it has an area of 4,500 
sq miles. Won't you know this largest university of the world? 
Can you tell which is the university having a stretch of 4,500 sq. 
miles, except the (so-called) Azad Kashmir?" All the audience 
remained dumb silent. Besides, the PoK students had five seats 
in the medical colleges and five seats in the engineering colleges 
of Pakistan under the quota-system, but this quota, has been 
cancelled. However, those seats were availed by the sons of 
cronies and agents, pocket-beggars and their yes-men only; but 
not availed by any promising young boy from the poor class. We 
do not sight any other university in the PoK except that, the 
largest university (disclosed by Tariq Aziz). There is none 
anything’ like medical or engineering college, or computer 
institute in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, though we can see 
Some degree colleges in different districts which only produce 
Primary teachers. clerks, watchmen and voters. If you have 2 
doctor or engineer from any university of the PoK, please bring 
him in the light. On the contrary, but the ‘catering university’ of 
the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, which is very successful, and a 
Successtul university throughout the world, as we see the 
inhabitants of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan from a 12-year old 
boy to 80-year oid man, all working in hotels from Peshawar to 
Karachi. The question arises: ‘Why a 12-year old boy of the PoK 
and Gilgit-Baltistan is forced to clean the utensils in the 
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Pakistani hotels?’ In such a tender age, these boys should hay. 
gone to schools; even before puberty and then to growing age, 
but they are compelled to work in the Pakistani hotels. In such g 
condition, what will be their future? During the age of learning 
and preparing for a career, they clean utensils in the Pakistan 
hotels and it is sufficient! In 1997, I found the children ang 
grown-ups (from 12 years to 40 years) of the PoK and Gilgit. 
Baltistan in the hotels of Rawalpindi and Islamabad only. The 


innocent children who should have had books in their hands, but | 


these hands had food plates-to-clean left by the Pakistanj 
generals, landlords and capitalists and their agents in the hotels, 


Why? Go and see the former militarymen, hawaldaar and 
subedaar of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, working as | 


chaukidaar/watchmen at the bungalows of the Pakistani 
generals. Very recently (in 1997), I met a certain major, who did 
not go to serve at the bungalow of a Pakistani general, because 
he was a former major. It is contemptuous for officers, to serve 
at menial posts in their own country, so this (retired) major had 
been serving as a watchman at-the gate of a company in Saudi 
Arabia. But it happens seldom that the relinquished militarymen 
from the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan might not get the watch-and- 
ward job at the Pakistani bungalows. 


My free-bondsmen! This cleaning of utensils and watch- | 


and-ward jobs have been continously transferring year after year 
to us, due to the so-called Freedom and its poisonous injection 
of Freedom for the last fifty years. It has become hereditary, 
passing from one generation to the following generation. 
Therefore, even if you do not rebel against the prevalent so- 
called Freedom and Independence, your future generations 
would not let you sleep at peace in your graves. Why the sons of 
the agents of the Pakistani rulers are the politicians, doctors, 
engineers, intellectuals and the masters of the Predestination of 
the 95 pce people of the PoK? Why the 95 pe human stuff is 
“compelled to send their children to clean utensils at the hotels, 
mostly owned by their agents? There is not enough educational 
institutions in the PoK, and whatsoever institutions are thefe, 


they are very old and dilapidated where instead imparting | 


modern and scientific studies, pupils are taught how to 'wadhu' 


(wash Islamically). People should know we live in the world of 
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modern science where the automatic gun has taken place of the 
sword, and the new order has replaced the ‘old order of life and 
society. Cleaning the hotel utensils and serving as ‘chokidaar’ 
(watchman) is not our Predestination, but a particular privileged 
class has made believe the poor people that it was their 
Predestination, written by God. We know what God expects 
from His bondsmen, so the people must catch hold the collars of 
these agents of the Imperialists, and write their final destination 
by their own action and blood. The worst state of the educational 
institutions in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan is known to all. It is 
interesting to note that those who migrated in the beginning from 
the IoK to the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, taking it as sacred as 
Makka and Medina, were surprised and disappointed. Most of 
the freedom-fighters came back and they might have related the 
worsening conditions of the reconstruction works and education, 
including the political Independence of the people in the PoK. 
Most people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, lack in number, are 
living in the Middle East, Europe, Britain and America. They 
eam billions of dollars and pounds. and send to Pakistan- 
occupied-Kashmir. This foreign exchange has not been used for 
the development of the PoK. and major portion of this money is 
spent in the Punjab (Pakistan) while some cronies or agents of 
Pakistani rulers had installed a few factories at Mirpur (PoK). 
taking advantage of the tax facilities for first five-years offered 
by the Government, but the owners of these factories declared 
loss at the end of first five years, and left the locations of 
factories. Apart these factories, we do not see any industrial 
units in the PoK, But the question: ‘what will be the future of the 
market of the Pakistani/Punjabi products in the PoK'? may 
unfold the mystery of the failure of the industrial, units in the 
PoK. The Pakistani rulers and their agents have managed to 


‘ divide the people of the PoK between the clans (brother-groups) 


and the lands (pertaining to particular areas), and the 
Shias/Sunni+s have been strangling in Gilgit-Baltistan. During 
these trifle conflicts, all the Pakistani institutions fan the fire, 
hence no perpetual peace comes to stay. Because these agencies 
do not like to see unity amidst the people. They fear of the 
common and collective thinking of the Kashmjris which may 
lead them to realise their natural and national Rights. And when 
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iris would raise voice for their Rights, the 
ee aA markets might destroy. For the last fifty years, 
nearly 40 lakh inhabitants have been the victim of a very 
-horrible and brutal conspiracy, but their sagacity has failed to 
understand the reality. When a Shia and a Sunni work togethe; 
in a factory, they would not quarrel with one another; but they 
plunder and kill one another on the basis of the Shia-Sunni when 
they are in Gilgit-Baltistan. Why it is so? In Our viewpoint, the 
responsible of these communal riots and disorder are those 
Pakistani agencies who manipulate their tactics and designs Very 
skilfully with a purpose to keep them as slaves, and also 
strengthen the markets or the Pakistani/Punjabi businessmen, 
And they are successful till this day. 

The Kashmiri people should hear the jangling of the 
shackles of chains. The people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan 
are forty lakh. If we purchase any substance worth one rupee 
daily, it means we purchase substances, for forty lakh daily, and 
this purchase becomes 1200 lakh monthly. Now calculate the 
purchase amount of fifty years. Since no products are produced 
and manufactured in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, so we have to 
purchase every thing directly from Pakistan. Now, are we not 
their market? They are the monopolists and sole Suppliers in our 
markets. Further more if they do not divide us in the form of the 
‘brother-groups and clans, the Shia-Sunni sects, do not make us 
fight together, allow our collective thinking grow up and do not 
inject the poison of the so-called Freedom: what will they do to 
continue their domination, exploitation and monopoly in our 


markets? Will-they teach us the lesson of Nationalism and. 


Freedom? When we demonstrate our collective thinking, will we 
stay as their Slaves and markets? These are the thoughtful ideas 
of the Consciousness and Knowledge, learning the facts and the 
Truth. Perhaps the agents cannot digest these ideas easily. It may 
be recalled when a man speaks of the Consciousness, the 
indictments are on the air from the pulpits of the mosques, 
declaring him the enemy of Islam and breaker of the political 
allegiance. Whenever a man speaks of the Truth, the welfare of 
the people and their collective interests, the guns of the speeches 
of the maulvits turn towards him . We see the religious 
preachers, priests, pandit+s and maulvits Playing the role of 
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agents of the capitalists, exploiters and imperialists in every 
period of History. Their Sermons and religiow$ speeches kill the 
sentiments of the people against the cruel rulers and selfish 
exploiters, and make them contented with hunger and abject 
poverty. In the PoK, the role of the 'maulvis' is the worst, and a 
person like Sardar Qayyum issues the indictments on the beat of 
drum, stating that since the Kashmiris purchase everything from 
Pakistan so why: do they speak of their Independence. In his 
opinion it is a crime and an unyielding act. The nations who 
have made progress and those who have touched the peak of 
development, they first of all put this religious class within its 
fair boundaries and stopped them in involving the politics. The 
religious policy of Henry VIII of the Great Britain who disliked 
Pope's intervention, is one of its best practice, which benefitted 
the English people and government. 

We have never heard by a maulvi that the poor people 
are jobless but why? Why our youngsters do cleaners’ job in the 
hotels and guard at the bungalows? Why do factories and 
workshops not install here? Who are those who divide us in the 
factions and forms of brother-groups, tribes, regions and the 
Shia-Sunni? What are our Rights? These 'maulvis' will never 
speak about these problems and exploiters’ atrocities, because 
they get stipends from them: Their main function is to keep the 
simple people busy roaming about the hell and gardens of 
heaven and ultimately lengthen their period of exploitation. O 
my so-called free people! Look at the government hospitals in 
the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. These are military hospitals for 
militarymen. Then, there are private hospitals, owned by the 
Punjabi landlords, capitalists and (retd) generals for the medical 
Service of the people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. These 
hospitals charge too much fee unaffordable by the poor people. 
These hospitals are at enough distances and dilapidated roads 
lead to them which are inaccessiblé, not easily and speedily. 
There are no government dispensaries or hospitals in the PoK. 
The Military hospitals are generally called the government 
hospitals but only for the military men, not for the general 
Public. Besides, private hospitals need no mention. There is no 
Proper arrangement of cleanliness, quite unsuitable for patients. 

© pure medicines are given to the patients but the ‘number 2 
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medicines are used generally which the hospitals get through 
charity and from the medical stores owned by’ doctors who are 
cronies of the military generals. The poor people cal] this 


situation as their Predestination from God. 

The simple Kashmiris must know that this fate js not 
from God the Almighty but shaped by the privileged classes of 
Pakistan for their own interests. There is no hospitals for 
children and mothers. No proper maternity homes are there, and 
often pregnant mothers die of non-availability of traineq 
midwives. Why it is so? The reasons are obvious. The people, 
who are called 'Azad'/Free, are treated as second grade citizens. 
Their pitiable condition is neither a fiction nor a pre-supposed 
state of affairs. The people, who support the ‘accession to | 
Pakistan’ as a condition for the national Independence, 
comprehend that in this way the Kashmiris will certainly achieve 
Independence. Further this idea is strengthened by Islamic 
Ideology, as Pakistan is a Muslim country which supports the 
Muslims of the PoK in every field, therefore Kashmir will 
certainly achieve Independence. But these supporters should: 
also look at the throbbing and.robbed people of the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan who do not afford even the meal once in a day. 
How can they manage travelling expenses to Rawalpindi and 
Lahore and their high charges? O People of the Indian-occupied: | 
Kashmir! You have everything, doctors, factories, tourists, 
water, roads, electricity, engineering and medical universities 
and colleges, poultry farms etc, but need only Independence, you 
have not the Independence. If you want Independence in. the | 
form of accession to Pakistan or India, you have to keep in view 
the condition and problems of the people of the PoK, lest you 
repent in future. : 

There are no poultry farms in the PoK and Gilgit, 
Baltistan, and it is said that the chickens die in the cold regions. 

Would people of Srinagar tell how hot is the weather of 
Srinagar, so they have the poultry farms. If snow falls for three / 
continuos days in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, the stock ° 
ration finishes, stock ‘of life drugs finishes, and people pray MY 
‘God, looking at Pakistan, and request to the Masters, ‘We W! 
not talk about Independence. Give us food’. For the reason, of 
eldermen say that they would die of hunger, if Pakistan stops the 
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supply of flour. Why this agony on the people of the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan during the snowfall? The answer is obvious. The 
Pakistani rulers and agencies have made such a . policy, 
comprehensive and far-sighted, that makes us realise the 
significance of Pakistan at every step onward. Therefore, they 
supply life commodities in a short quantity. And if the people 
would have stocks of essential} commodities, how they would 
realise the importance and blessings of Pakistan? If the Sarhad 
(Frontier Province), Balauchistan and Sindh do not undergo a 
situation as the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, because those are the 
provinces of an independent country while the later are Slave 
subjects of Pakistan. Is there no snowfall in the Sarhad and 
Balauchistan? Even during the two-day rains, the people of the 
PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan go on starvation. Perhaps people might 
have read the statement of Ishaque Dar that we would not suffer 
after surrendering the royalty of the Mangla Dam to the Punjab 
(Pakistan). 

The whole problem is nothing but the yoke of servitude 
fitted by the Pakistani rulers in the name of Islamic brotherhood. 
The people in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan are not provided with 
equal opportunities, but they are treated as the open market for 
the Pakistani/Punjabi businessmen; and those people who serve 
as markets for others, they generally suffer from such 

‘adversaries. The pseudo Kashmiri leaders Say to their people 
that they had no Resources and Pakistan give us charity. Now 
you may decide. We provide bumper amounts of foreign 
exchange to Pakistan every year. Is it not a Resource of the PoK 
and Gilgit-Baltistan? We pay the custom duty, and the sales tax. 
The hydro-electricity is supplied through our Mangla Dam to 
Pakistan. The Resham Highway is used without paying toll tax 
fo us. Our rivers supply water to the fields of the Punjab and 
Sindh, The timber (of our forests), and the white marble (from 
Gilgit-Baltistan), are these no sources of income or the 
Resources of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan? It may be recalled 
here that it is the law of Pakistan that first of all the total cost of 
the project will be deduced and then the annual income will be 
given to the region/province where the project stands. The 
annual budget of the PoK is 5.5 billion rupees while only the 
Toyalty of the Mangla Dam amounts to 15 billion rupees per 
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annum. Nothing else, but if only the royalty of the Mangla Dam 
is given to us, we can bring forth prosperity in the PoK, [g the 
income/royalty of the Mangla Dam not a Resource of the PoK) 
Contrary to this, there is a false propaganda, that if Pakistan wi) 
stop ration for one day, the PoK people WEN 80 to starvation. 
This propaganda line of the Pakistani agencies is a new method 
to frighten the people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, so the 
Kashmiris avoid to launch or participate the nationa| 
Independence Movement. 

Here is another question in my mind: an area of 33,000 
sq miles of the State.of Jammu and Kashmir is in the possession 
of Pakistan, and Pakistan has made a legislative assembly, 
covering an area of 4,500 sq. miles, where we see the president, 
prime minister, ministers and advisers to the ministers, while a - 
DC and a SP are the sole masters of the remaining area of 
28,500 sq miles. Why are two sectors in a unified land and 
population? Since there is no greater difference in the proportion 
of population and the area of the land is much increased. The 
people of this vast land have no right to appeal in the High Court 
or Supreme Court of the PoK or Pakistan. But the DC, SP anda 
Secretary of the Pakistan Government are enough to rule there. 
Whatsoever their decision may be, it will be acceptable and final 
authority for the people there. And in the modern world of 
today, the people of Gilgit-Baltistan have no right of vote, and 
the law of jungle prevails there. There is an assembly of 45 
agent-representatives over an area of 4,500 sq:miles and the 
inhabitants of an area of 28,500 sq.miles have no right of vote. 
What is the logic in this arrangement? What is the secret in this 
contradiction? However, just to evade the regional identity of 
Gilgit-Baltistan, first it was named after the Northern Regions, 
and then the Northern Areas. During the rule of the Peoples 
Party a non-state (J&K) chief executive was appointed forcibly 
there. On the other side, Strange dramas regarding the Kashmir 
issue were shown on the propaganda front on the Ptv: ‘On 4th 

_ February, a youngman from the PoK told me that there had been 
a great massacre in the Kashmir Valley on that day and many 
were killed there. And, now it is possible, the war between India 
and Pakistan may begin.’ I answered the youngman that I had 
heard the Voice of America, the Voice of Germany, the BBC, 
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and I also heard the news bulletins of the Ptv and Ztv. There was 
not such a news. From where you have heard that news? Some 
other friends were present there who told me that there was a 
drama entitled ‘this is peace’/'yeh aman hai' on the Ptv today. The 
youngman thought it was a news bulletin! 

In the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan, the illiteracy is 
common. The young man would have not made a mistake. But it 
js strange to see that a man who can hardly read a newspaper is 
included in the rate of literacy. A place where the criteria of 
literacy is very poor, the change of dramas into news reports is 
no matter of surprise. And, we see that a general strike was 
observed on Feburary 5, like every year in Pakistan, the PoK and 
Gilgit-Baltistan to express solidarity with the people of the 
Indian-occupied-Kashmir. The strike was a success or a failure! 
Which report should be regarded as reliable? The BBC reporter 
from Karachi told directly the London Studios, which was 
listened by the people. The BBC man said when I went out to 
cover the strike reports, the people were enjoying a holiday. 
Children were busy playing by the seaside, while some people 
were eating china-chaat. Some were listening to the Indian songs 
from the cassettes, sitting in their motor cars. It was all quiet 
everywhere. People were taking rest at their homes. | proceeded 
to a house. I saw its dwellers were pitting their goods in the 
vehicles, Perhaps they were leaving Karachi. When 1 proceeded 
to an other house, where a symposium about the elections in 
India was being shown on the Ztv, and the people were watching 
it. Besides, there was no procession, no meeting and no protest 
on the roads. But I happened to meet a Minister of Sindh, who 
told me that there was perfect strike, and public meetings were 
held in Sindh, and he asked me to go with him, -but for certain 
reasons I could not go. But in the evening, at 7-00 PM, when 1 
(the author) watched the Ptv news bulletin, 1 felt that the loK 
would soon be freed, in a few days. T saw large processions and 
public meetings, and the bumping balls of speeches. Such a great 
contradiction! Now the news reports from the Pakistani print and 
electronic media are taken as unbelievable, though they might be 
true. Now a man in the street asks himself: “Why the Indian 
Army had not been devastated till now? The rate of killing 
which is published makes it clear that the Indian army should 
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have been killed.’ On Feb 24, 1998, the Federal Minister of 
“Kashmir Affairs and Northern Areas wes replying questions op 
the Ptv open forum. A man questioned: Pakistan nOw and then 
affirms that it will help the Kashmiris practically. Since then 
60,000 Kashmiris have been killed, when Pakistan will move 
practically? Will it come when all Kashmiris die and the land 
becomes desolate? The Federal Minister replied that he shoulq 
come to his office. The doors were open for him at all times, 4 
Haji Saheb from -Gilgit-Baltistan asked the Federal Minister: | 
belong to Gilgit which you have named the Northern Areas’, but 
there inhabitate more than 15 lakh humans. First. we told 
answered that Gilgit would be acceded to Pakistan. Then it was 
stated that Gilgit-Baltistan would be acceded to the PoK. But 
nothing had been done in this respect during fifty years. As a 
result of this policy, we are neither the Pakistani nor the’ 
Kashmiri. The chief executive appointed by Pakistan in Gilgit- 
Baltistan is a constitutional autocrat, but we have no right of 
vote or choice. We have no high court. no supreme court. Nor 
we are allowed to approach to the courts of Pakistan or the PoK. 
There is no progress in our country, and we have been living the 
medieval age life in this modern age of Science. We should be 
told whether Gilgit-Baltistan would be acceded to Pakistan or 
the representation will be in the so-called Azad Kashmir 
Assembly. The Federal Minister teplied him to visit his office. 
Readers may analyse the facts whether those answers were true 
to those questions. If the Federal Minister would answer every 
question at his office, what was the need of the Ptv open forum? 
The fact is that Pakistan is an open book in the context of the 
IoK, the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan. The drama of a legislature 
assembly is staged in the Pakistan-occupied-Kashmir while there 
are no radio and TY stations at Muzaffarabad. Above all, the 
PoK has no national independent newspaper of its own. This is 
the situation in the PoK, what one can expect for Gilgit-Baltistan 
where people even have no tight of vote for the last fifty years? 

' O People of the IoK! You are being deceived by the 
attractive plans and bright future propagated by the Pakistani 
cromies and agents. There is no truth in their promises. These are 
stonies and fine-art work in politics, Hoisting the Pakistani flag 
In the Lal Chowk, Srinagar, you are dreaming of ‘Independent 
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Kashmir’, the way to ‘annexation with Pakistan’, it will remain a 
mere dream. It is better for you to be aware of the wolf in the 
guise of sheep, and give up the unnatural struggle and join the 
natural process in order to achieve the national Independence ° 
and sovereignty of the J&K which will solve your naitonal and 
socio-economic problems, and your posterity will remember you 
with respect and reverence. If you will play in the hands of the 
so-called religious men, consciously or unknowingly, for the 
interest of others, you will meet the same fate as those who take 
part in unnatural struggle and confront the failure. The people of 
the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan have been deceived in the name of 
Independence. Is their so-called Independence concealed from 
tte people of the IoK? We in the PoK have been made believe 
that Pakistan may nihilate India within a day or two. As Muslims 
are being killed there and cut like carrot and raddish, so the 
people should advance and fight the sacred war ‘the Jehaad' 
against India. It is also significant that Pakistan has been 
exploiting horribly the 40 fakh people of the PoK and Gilgit- 
Baltistan, continuously in the name of the Jehaad for the last 
fifty years, but it could not kill a sparrow of India, while India

We the people of the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan haye 
been misguided and misled on the basis of lies and mirage, and 
were led to the way for the unnatural struggle.

In other words the love of motherland, 
which is an element of the human nature, is also manifested by 
this Hadith of the Prophet (SIm). When we speak of Hazrat 
Yousuf (May Allah Send His Greetings to him) as the King of 
Egypt, we see him saying, " I would like to live in Kan’aan as a 
beggar, for it is my native village, but I would not accept the 
Kingdom of Egypt.” Following the Prophet (SIm) and’ Yousuf 
(May Allah Send His Greetings to him), when we the people of 
the J&K speak of love with our motherland, we are called the 
‘traitors’ (ghaddar) and others’ ‘agents’. And, we are in servitude 
and we have beer given the ‘injection’, bearing the virus of the 
worst Slavery, in order to inanimate our feeling of 
Independence. Our motherland is Kashmir the paradise-like, 
which is also called the ‘Golden Bird’. Our present generation 
has been kept away from our history. They also strive to keep 
separate the J&K inhabitants from one another.

When the world was breathing the Medievalism even in 
the 19th Century, Kashmir-Jammu was an exporting country, 
and such a greater quantity of only one item "Shawl" had been 
exported to Europe. Had we been independent and sovereign, 
would we have not made any progress and would have not been 
recognised economically as one of the most prosperous country 
in the. world ? Certainly the J&K people would have been 
enjoying the self-sufficient position and would be prosperous in 
future. We love our country, Freedom is our birthright and we 
out-rightly deserve to use our human and natural Resources. The 
imperialists, taking over the possession of our Resources and 
demoralising our people, are desirous to nihilate our love for our 
country from our hearts. Oh! What a pity! 

Will the Independent Jammu and Kashmir survive? 

For the answer we shall cast a cursory sight on the near 
history of the past Jammu and Kashmir the paradise-like. Only 
before six decades, what was the population and income of the 
J&K according to the statistics of 1942. -We need to pay 
attention seriously to study the facts and figures, and then in the 

international perspective of affairs and trends, we have to decide 
why we were target of such an atrocity and cruelty and what are 
the factors responsible for this unfaimess 7 
In 1942, the population of the state of Jammu and 
Kashmir consisted of 36,46,243 individuals, while its annual 
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income was 2,77,18,00,000 rupees (Two arab, Se 
Crore, Eighteen lakh rupees). 

Now the question - 'what were the sources of this annual 
income?’ -- should be whirling in your mind. And fifty years ago, 
we the inhabitants of the J&K were told if Pakistan would not 
help the Kashmiris, they would have died of hunger and shame. 
The capitalists and landlords of Pakistan assert a godly claim 
that God the Most High has granted Pakistan the Supply of daily 
food to the Pakistan-occupied-Kashmir, although there is no 
such evidence that God the Almighty have handed over the 
inhabitants of the Pakistan-occupied-Kashmir to the Pakistani 
landlords and generals. Now we give here detail regarding the 
sources of income of the state of J&K of the past fifty years. In 
1942, the total budget of the J&K state was estimated as Rs. 
27,71,80,00,000 (Rupees 27 arab, 71 Crore, 80 Lakh) and the 
details of this income were :-

These statistics invite your attention for consideration. [f 
the state of Jammu and Kashmir was in so sound position jn 
1942 and the J&K economy was so stable and favourable before 
the great divide of the sub-Continent in 1947. And if the J&K 
people would be independent and sovereign, so the state of J&K 
paradise-like would have been the most prosperous state in the 
world. : 

An article of a Kashmiri-at-London, Zaman Ali 
Chaudhary appeared in the London-based Jung (Urdu) on Sept. 
17, 1998. Some interesting extracts are given here with a 
purpose to show what the Pakistan Government and its agents 
are doing in the PoK for the last fifty years. He writes: 

"He visited PoK after a long time.....there was stark 
poverty rampant among the people of the PoK. Had not 
hundreds of thousands of PoK people opted to work as labourers 
in UK and USA to provide succour to their families by members 
back home, then undoubtedly entire population would have 

. perished in hunger and affliction. PoK has remained steeped in 
poverty and underdevelopment. 

"He says he has tried to go deep into the causes of this 
dismal picture and has finally come to the conclusion that right 
from 1947 to the present day, the rulers of the PoK, from Sardar 
Muhammad Ibrahim to Sultan Muhammad Chowdhry, one and 
all have been no more than pawns in the hands of Pakistan and 
on her pay roll. Instead of serving the interests of their 
compatriots, they have been serving the interests of their 
Islamatized-masters. 

"He writes: 'Fish is extensively produced in the Mangla 

lake of Mirpur. Its two popular varieties namely mahasir and 
singhara, are found at numerous retail outlets with the sign board 
of Mangla Fish shop and Mangla Fish Comer in Northem 

Pakistan, from Lahore to Peshawar. The government of PoK of 

the municipality of Mirpur, Dadyal and Chaksawari have 00 
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control on the Mangla lake products. Pakistan organization 
WAPDA (water and power development authority) calls for its 
tenders every year and contractors from distant places are 
invited to bid and retail outlets are auctioned to them. In the 
recent years, income from this source had crossed ten million 
mark. Thus the owner of the Mangla lake fishery on the PoK soil 
and from the confluence of two PoK rivers, namely Jhelum and 
Poonch, are not the people of PoK, but the Pakistani WAPDA. 

"Pakistan Government is regularly paying annual royalty 
to Baluchistan for Sui Gas and to NWFP for Tarbela dam but 
PoK has been singled out for non-payment of royalty on Mangla 
dam. This is because the Government of PoK is only a rubber 
stamp with no powers at all. It serves the interests of Pakistan's 
Panjabi rulers but not their own people. 

"The people of PoK pay all the taxes imposed by the 
federal government, like customs duty, excise duty, sales tax, 
super tax etc. Federating units receive grants in accordance with 
population ration. I fail to understand why our sevile PoK rulers 
are afraid of making their masters to pay them their share. 

"Ordinary people in PoK are unaware of their financial 
rights but how long will they be kept uninformed? 

"PoK is 50 years old but there is not a single bank 
belonging to it. Thus the compulsion is of sending foreign 
remittances to Pakistani banks which have spread a network of 
their branches in each town and each habitation in PoK. The 
femittances are made in hard currency but the people of Pok 
receive only Pakistani currency and they have to conduct 
transactions in Pakistani currency only. ; 

"Thus the toiling-of PoK, earning the hard currency in 
foreign countries through the sweat of brow, cannot use It for 
their requirements. 

"In reality, this is the hard eamed money of the poor and 
toiling masses of PoK in foreign countries. The number of the 
recipients of that largesse is increasing day after day and while 
they enjoy the most luxurious life, the masses of people cone nue 
{0 remain condemned to abject poverty and backwardness. 

Open and unchecked loot of the PoK natural Resources 
for half a century has gone unnoticed. In fact, the Pok people 
have been made aliens in their own homeland. This economic- 
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political reality in the PoK has ae frees nec to suggest 
that financial assistance be provi ‘O Mnese people as a matte; 
of humanitarian support on the other side of the cease-fire line in 
Jammu and Kashmir. The PoK people are locked in a grim battle 
with their fate. 

The Islamic Republic of Pakistan did/do not care for the 
population (25 lakh Muslims in PoK) and has deprived them of 
their civil and political rights, abandoning to abject poverty and 
backwardness. The humanist journalists and analysts say that 
Pakistan has never treated the PoK move than a colony. They 
suggest that India should pay 22,000 crore rupees to Pakistan by 
way of compensation; and this amount be paid but only for the 
development of PoK (according to the view of the these 
analysts) because that is legally and historically belongs to India. 
The people of this part of Kashmir need help as they have 
remained economically deprived. Our viewpoint is why India 
should pay the compensation for the deprivations of half 
century? Pakistan must pay 22,000 crore rupees to the PoK 
people as she has been treating their country as a colony and 
exploiting their Resources for the last fifty years, causing abject 
poverty and backwardness. 

~ It is also necessary to pay attention to the question: 'Who 
is benefited by our economic resources ? and ‘How’ ? The 
awakened people of the world must know that that was our 
€conomic condition when Pakistan (and Indian Union) had no 
existence and we had complete control over our Resources. Now 
we can say with firm belief : ‘if the state of the J&K were 
independent and sovereign, and its resources in its control, and 
the planning be done by its sons (of the soil), our young people 
would have not gone to different far-off countries to earn their 
sustenance, because our mother-soil has complete capability to 
feed her people, provide employment and necessaries of life. But 
for this optimistic opportunity Kashmir must be free and 
independent. Only then the Kashmiris will have the fruits of 
Independence and Resources. 


FI COR ek 
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No Peace and Prosperity 
Without Right of Self-Determination. 


It is clear as daylight and nobody denies the Truth that 
the Jammu and Kashmir issue has been the main-spring of 
countless problems and various adversaries for the Kashmiris, 
and a cause of extreme confrontation between India and Pakistan 
who had to undergo the sufferings and losses of two horrible 
wars. If the J&K problem will be kept awaiting likewise, so it 
can be said with strong belief that it would bring still more 
outrage and destruction in the future, too, for the people of India 
and Pakistan. The possible long-awaited solution must be in the 
best interests of both countries, as the aspirations and interests 
of the rulers of both countries are attached with this problem and 
its solution. But the only interest of the millions of people of the 
sub-Continent is that the fair solution of the J&K issue must be 
found out, suitable to the aspirations and future of her people 

The people of India are the inheritors of India, while the 
Pakistani people are the inheritors of Pakistan; and in the same 
way the Kashmiri people are the inheritors of their homeland, 
the state of Jammu and Kashmir. So for the perpetual and lasting 
peace, it is imminent that the people of the Jammu and Kashmir 
should be granted the Right of Self-determination, unless it will 
be Independent and sovereign there will be no peace in the sub- 
Continent. The land of Kashmir is the homeland of the Kashmiri 
people and they are the real inheritors of their homeland. They 
Will fight till the last Kashmiri for their Independence. So the 
sfeater interests of the J&K people, alongwith the Indo-Pak 
People, lie only in the Independent J&K land and people. 

Let us consider and discuss with the facts and reasons 
Whether the Independent Jammu and Kashmir would be 
®conomically prosperous and strong, or not. The tulers of India 
and Pakistan oppose the "Independent Kashmir" because their 
vested interests and colonial avarice are connected with this 
beautiful land of mountains, valleys, rivers and trees laden with 
fruits, alongwith tourists’ spots and the polite climate.

They also get the government through political heritage. If the 
father goes away, the son or daughter takes over the power, even 
if the son lives a luxurious life in exilement, the daughter enjoys 
the power. You will see the generation of these leaders enjoying 
power in both countries, as the sub-Continent history testifies 
this fact. 

What can we expect about the perception of the poor 
people's problems from these rulers who are born and brought up 
in the houses of power? These "democratic-royalists" have made 
the J&K issue a horrible curse for the millions of people of the 
Indo-Pak sub-Continent. When the J&K issue will be decided, 
they will lose an effective and strong issue for exploitation, and 
they'll have to withdraw from those areas in case of the 
Independence of the state of Jammu and Kashmir, which are 
now in their respective possession de facto and control. 

This is also a fact that these rulers have full awareness 
of those countless and remarkable advantages by the absolute 
and complete Independence of the state of Jammu and Kashmir, 
but their greed for land, vested interests and the chairs of power 
have concealed these immense and everlasting advantages. 
Those who oppose the Independence of Jammu and Kashmir, 
are the agents and selfish persons, the junta of the ruling classes 
of both sides, opposing and propagating for the protection of 
their individual and chauvinist, regional and communal benefits. 
The other section of the people is one who opposes 

Independence of the J&K, inspired by the baseless and decayed 
propaganda, carried by the agents and their stooges, while a few 
are the ignorant who are quite unaware of the history of the state 
of the J&K, including the background of the problem, socio- 
economic and political aspects, and the Strategic situation, 
they think the Independence of the J&K is invariable due to lack 
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of information and knowledge, and these are not mistaken 
pecause of their innocence and unawareness of the facts. 

Unfortunately, the history and geography of the state of 
Jammu and Kashmir are not taught at schools and colleges in 
poth sides of the State. Some people who have gone through the 
history and geography of the J&K (+Gilgit-Baltistan), a bone of 
contention has been given into their mouths, and so they state 
facts in a crooked and twisted style and Jead the people astray. 
But here is not the question of the rulers of India and Pakistan, 
and their agents, but the question is of the generations and the 
necessaries of life and employment‘of the millions of people of 
the Indo-Pak sub-Continent. And these people who wish a fair 
and immediate solution of the J&K issue: but due to the baseless 
propaganda or by lack of information. they conceive the idea of 
an Independent Kashmir as impracticable, and against the 
interests of all the three, India, Pakistan and the state of Jammu 
and Kashmir. As the case of the protagonists of the colonialism 
and neo-colonialism of India, Pakistan and the agents in the J&K 
and other vested interests, cannot be made realise by arguments 
.and facts, so addressing to them is useless. There is a reason to 
avoid addressing to such people, for the baseless arguments of 
the vested interests go to the litter-basket of the historyroom on 
any day. And, if they are made believe, then their interests, or 
their masters, from whom they get money for this hypocrisy and 
satanic works, will never be forgiven by them (i.e. their 
Masters). As a result, conceiving their horrible end, they speak 
the words put in their mouths by their masters. But this situation 
is not so disturbing, as the history of the nations bear such 
countless events. It may be.kept in mind that those who want to 
Solve the problems on the grounds of Ignorance, in fact, they 
create more problems, because the problems are never solved on 
the basis of the Ignorance. 

Having the spectacles of today, if one analyses the 
events of the past forty years and wants to come to a decision, 
that will never be a correct solution. Because the needs, the 
Objective views, the international situation of that period of time 
and the current circumstances do not correspond with one 
another. That is how a correct decision can be attained only by 
the view of today's spectacles. Then a strategy should be adopted 
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in the perspective of the local and maou ee Which 
processes deep perception of change and i 7 S, and those must 
be satiating the requirements and nee is of the People 
inhabitating there, reflecting the current and international evens 
on the sands of time on that day. These guidelines can only leaq 
to the right solutions of the problems. It is essential to revise and 
change the strategy in accordance with the changing situations 
of the’ present circumstances and international socio-economic 
and political tendencies. — 

What are the eventualities and possible occurrances of 
the world of today? We have to cast a view Over ourselves in the 
mirror of the internationalism and have to analyse the facts. The 
nations of the world’are touching the pinnacles of progress while 
we have no basic/birth Rights - the Right of Freedom and 
liberty. The USSR consisted of half the world but the people 
witnessed that it lost its unification and more than fifteen 
states/countries came into being. The USSR which voted the 
resolution regarding the J&K problem, did not'veto when there 
emerged sb many countries within its own boundaries. No 
gunshot was fired, and the USSR which was half of the word, 
now had broken into so many countries, leaving main Russia 
alone. It may be recalled that the Independent J&K will not 


come into being for the contrition and opposition of somebody, . 


nor we talk of the Independent J&K Opposing to anybody. In 
fact, the Independent J&K is the only solution to prevent billions 
of people of the sub-Continent from the horrible war which will 
devastate millions of people and the land. 

It is evident that the Jammu and Kashmir probiem has 
been the biggest problem of India and Pakistan for the last half 
century, for which both countries had encountered two wats. 
Despite the problem could not be solved and it stands where it 
was on the first day. Even now India and Pakistan might 

confront ten wars, even then this Problem will not be solved, as 
the war is not the solution of this problem. If the war would be 4 
solution, so any solution might have come into light during the 
Jast two wars, and it is unsolved, but the billions of the people of 
the Indo-Pakistan suffered teribly, known to all the peoples of 
the world. As the consequences of these wars, 80% people of the 
- Indo-Pakistan have ‘been becoming poorer to the poorest, while 
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these wars have affected neither the Tuling classes of India and 
Pakistan, nor the landlords and Capitalists felt any nerve of 
damage. Only the poor people of the: sub-Continent were 
affected badly. Besides, we have to see the geographical 
situation of the Indo-Pak, and then we should study the 
topography and geographical Conditions of the state of Jammu 
and Kashmir. Since Jammu-Kashmir mostly consists of the hilly 
regions, and the rulers of the Indo-Pakistan must know the heavy 
loss of the men and material for Seeking possession of one 
kilometre area of the hilly area. Both countnes have full 
perception of the losses, but their colonial greed has made them 
blind to come to a final/fair decision/solution. 

Moreover, there is no doubt that it is quite difficult to 
control over the situation and when the inhabitants of the region 
would decide ‘not to live with either India or Pakistan’, then the 
land itself begins to move smoothly and easily from under the 
tulers' feet.

"Of the J&K people but they, in fact, speak the words of those 


tulers of India and Pakistan. These Agents (plus seif-styled 
leaders) are loyal to their masters ; and in return, they seek their 
Personal ends and the benefits for their companions and 
followers, And, these rulers of India and Pakistan present these 
self-styled leaders and agents before the world community as the 
fepresentatives of the Jammu and Kashmir. If India sends 
Farooq Abdullah, the successor of Sheikh Abdullah, as the 
Tepresentative of the India-occupied Kashmir, though he has lost 
ihe People's support; on the other hand, Pakistan presents ou 
Abdul Qayyum Khan as the Prime Minister of the people of "All 
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Jammu and Kashmir", though he has never taken Part i an 
election as a candidate, even from his own constituency, for he 
knows that people will not vote for him. Besides, he has not 
passed his matriculation examination, and he made Progress 
only upto the rank of a Nayak in the army. The rulers an 
landlords of Pakistan have imposed him forcibly on the People 
of the PoK. 

In other words, India and Pakistan governments have 
confused the international community so much so that they have 
increased its complexities and complications, consequently no 
nation or country expresses her.final and exact opinion about it, 
Pakistan assigning Nawabzada Nasrullah Khan as the Chairman 
of the Jammu-Kashmir Committee, sends him in foreign 
countries to represent the Kashmiris, pleading that India is doing - 
inhuman treatment with the Kashmiri Muslims, Hence, they 

- should be given Freedom in such a manner that the land plus 
Muslims should join Pakistan. On the other hand, India sends 
film actors, Arif Khan and Salman Khan who plead what will be 
done for the 24 crore Muslims in India, if the issue of Freedom 
of the Kashmiri Muslims and their annexation with Pakistan is 
supported? ; 

The rulers and landlords of Pakistan always speak of the 
Two-Nation Theory that the annexation of Kashmir. with 
Pakistan is imminent on the basis of the principles of partition of 
India ; while the circumstances of today and past half-century do 
Not correspond with one another. Never. And, the then rulers of 
Pakistan had negated practically the Two-Nation Theory by 
accepting the annexation of Hyderabad (Deccan) and Junagadh 
with Pakistan. Again during this long period, there had been 
most remarkable changes throughout the world, which have 
been, perhaps, ignored by these tulers and landlords. India 
disproved the argument of Pakistan that she had buried the TW0- 
Nation Theory on the day when the Bangla Desh was 
established. So the talks should be held repelling the Two- 

Nation Theory, even then, there are not only the Muslims but 
‘also the non-Muslims in the state of Jammu and Kashmir. 
Though, there is no doubt that the Jammu and Kashmir is 4 

Muslim majority state/country, but the non-Muslims also inhabit 

the Jammu-Kashmir, has anybody denied their nativity 
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"Kashmiris"? If the non-Muslims do not accept the annexation 
with Pakistan, then the annexation with India is unacceptable to 
the Muslims. Besides, from inside the India-occupied Kashmir 
and from the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir the voices in favour of 
the annexation with India and the annexation with Pakistan, 
these voices come from those people who have nothing to do 
with the Jammu and Kashmir problem. These voices, in fact, 
come from the agents of Delhi and Islamabad, the agents of the 
rulers of India and Pakistan plus its landlords, and who seek 
power and their interests grow on the foundation of the Kashmir 
issue. Besides, the human beings, though with reference of the 
Muslims and non-Muslims, are not willing to accept annexation 
with India or Pakistan in any case. Even India does not like 
Kashmir to be annexed with Pakistan, and Pakistan does not 
accept annexation with India at any cost. Because their political, 
social, economic, historical, defensive and military, and national 
interests are related with the state of Jammu and Kashmir, the 
paradise-like. 

The biggest problem they have raised is their =If- 
centredness, both India and Pakistan have transformed this 
national and political problem into a dispute of land (between 
two landlords), and both of them affirm their respective claims 
and arguments. But the problem, concerning to those people who 
are the real owner of this country (J&K), had never been put 
before them, with a question, "You people of Jammu and 
Kashmir! Please tell what is your preference for your land?" 
Five decades have elapsed and a continuos series of sacrifices 
have been offered by the J&K people but no attention has been 
Paid to their pleas. The J&K issue is a recognised issue and 
Moreover this land is unified and integrated with all aspects, 
even the people have complete solidarity amidst them, though 
they have two big different beliefs. Islam and Hinduism, and 
other beliefs. But the rulers of India and Pakistan have 
disintegrated unification of the sub-Continent and its peaceful 
People. Now both India and Pakistan have become atomic 
Powers. May God preserve us! If there would be the India-Pak 
atomic war, only the helpless and innocent people, Hindus 
_ or/and Muslims will suffer, and both ruling classes would not 
Suffer in the least because they are the richest people and belong 
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uch corrupt and cruel people often have 
no homeland, and leave the people to confront the hardships of 
disasters and revolutions, as the human history shows. They 
leave their country for good and settle in another country. 
The possible Indo-Pak atomic war will destroy billions 
ountries, even though they have beep 
suffering much economically and financially for the last half 
century due to the past two Indo-Pak wars over the J&K issue, 
Both India and Pakistan governments allocate the highest 
quantities of capital for their defence. The armies of both 
countries have been standing with their fingers on triggers 
waiting for the orders. They spend billions of dollars to meet 
with the expenditure of war preparations. On the contrary, there 
are several countries without defence expenditure as they have 
no dispute with any country, consequently making progress by 
leaps and bounds. Their people are happy and prosperous. 
Unfortunately the rulers of India and Pakistan frighten billions 
of people of the sub-Continent repeating war threats and 
referring their eternal and unending enmity. The Indian rulers 
make believe their people that external enemy threatens India 
enormously. In the same way, the rulers of Pakistan always wam 
their people that Islam and Pakistan have constant perils from 
the enemy. Rulers and leadership of both sides have been 
exploiting the billions of people of the sub-Continent, playing on 
the harp of frightening perils. In fact, these rulers themselves are 
the worst enemy of their respective people, and they need not 
any enemy from outside, since they themselves cater and provide 
all needs of enmity. ; 

These rulers must be sympathetic to their respective 
peoples and solve their basic problems relating to their welfare. 
But they don't feel their responsibilities for the peace and 
prosperity of their peoples, and repeating their enmity, they 

lengthen the period of their exploiting conduct. Most people of 
both sides are poor and do not afford necessaries of life, and 
lead their life in the state of great helplessness. If these rulers 
were sympathetic with their people, they would have spent time 
| and money for the betterment of their people instead of spending 
billions of dollars for the war-preparations. If they had spent this 
huge capital for building factories and mills in both countries 19 


to the aristocracy, and s 


of people of both ¢ 
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order to provide employment to the people, this would certainly 
have brought prosperity for the people, who have been awaiting 
for the fruits of Freedom after saying farewell to the British 
imperialism from India. In brief, India and Pakistan would have 
been taken as the developed countries of the world, and they 
would have great honour on the international level. 

On 25th of Feb. 1994, a BBC analyst presented a view 
about India and Pakistan. Here I present a brief account of this 
analysis. India spends 6 billion (Arab) Dollars every year on her 
defence, while Pakistan spends 4 billion (Arab) dollars on her 
defence every year. India affords one doctor for 2,800 persons,. 
while Pakistan has one doctur for 4,000 persons. And Pakistan is 
the only country in the world where the least capital is spent for 
education. The unemployment is touching the high peak of the 
graph in both countries. The high prices and dearth:have made 
life harder to live. The people cf the sub-Continent long jor 
bread for sustenance, while the rulers of India and Pakistan are 
preparing for atomic war and catering the paraphernalia for the 
total destruction of humanity. I can't comprehend the sympathy 
which these rulers show to their respective people. How can they 
be the sympathizers of their people? 

Besides, those who talk about the war in the name of 
sacred religion, and talk about the nihilism of other religion by 
the force of sword or cannon, are not true. The human history 
shows that the followers of any religion could not nihilate the 
other religion by the force of sword or cannon. It is understood 
that the differences between India and Pakistan have religious 
impact on thier politics in any way. In the way to the possible. 
fair solution of the J&K and to the progress of the billions of 
People of Indo-Pakistan, the dint of religious persons is the 
Steatest impediment. If the matters be considered without 
Prejudices and religious favour, the diplomats may arrive at any 
fair and acceptable solution for all issues and disputes. If this 
dispute is decided; there remains nothing to profess’ enmity 
between India and Pakistan. Since being a non-Muslim country, 
China can be the best friend of Pakistan . For if the religion 
Counts, then there: is no ground for the friendship of China and 
Pakistan. But. the friendship of India and Pakistan requires a 
Solid, fair and justifiable solution of the J&K problem and then 
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both countries will become good friends. To create and foste, 
mutual understanding and relations between India and Pakistan 
billions of people of the Indo-Pakistan will have to play their 
human role. The people have been suffering from Varied 
problems, evolved from the J&K issue, and they breathe 
constantly under the shadows of war. Billions of the Indo-Pa, 
people will have to make realise their opportunist and selfish 
rulers that they must grant their birthright, to those people (the 
J&K) whom they have kept as hostages, and have made victim 
of their exploitation. And whatever they spend, say billions and 
trillions of rupees for defence. But they must have spent this 
money for installing industries and carrying people's welfare 
projects. For the support of national Independence of the J&K 
people, the Indo-Pakistan people will have to come on the roads 
and protest against their rulers’ high handedness and 
unjustifiable attitude. 
It may be said with confidence that the problems of the 
J&K people, including the people of Indo-Pakistan, swill be 
solved only after the !&K issue is resolved, because the source 
(of countless problems) lies in the unresolved J&K issue. This 
problem cannot be solved by virtue of religion. Even the Muslim 
countries do not/will not support this issue. We have the 5-Year 
struggle, done in the Indian-occupied J&K as an experiment. 
Despite so many sacrifices and continuos struggle, no country 
has supported the cause of the Independence of the J&K 
People/Muslims. The only voice in support of the issue is that 
the Human Rights are being violated. However, unless the 
Kashmiris get thé support of the international community, they 
cannot seek the world opinion in their favour they cannot 
achieve the Freedom. Jammu and Kashmir, our motherland will 
be divided on the basis of religion. This will not be the solution 
of this problem at any time in future. Alongwith all other 
sentiments in every man, the strong national feeli ng is also 
presented in every man, and the Kashmiris will continue thei! 
struggle for the solidarity of their homeland and_ national 
identification on the basis of their national feelings. Hence the 
annexation with Pakistan or India will not be its solution. 
Since this problem bears the ego and self-centredness of 
the rulers of India and Pakistan which has impeded the way t0 4 
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fair solution. We see there are Muslims, Hindus, Christians and 
Buddhists in the J&K land. It may be that the J&K Muslims will 
be unreluctant to join with Pakistan, but the Hindus. Christians 
and Buddhists will not join Pakistan at any cost. They will never 
accept annexation with Pakistan. In the same way, the Hindus 
will accept the annexation with India but will never accept 
annexation with Pakistan. This attitude has been appearing on 
the scene for the last ten years (since 1990) to the extent of the 
Vale (wadi). It is most remarkable, if India does not say ‘yes’ for 
the annexation with Pakistan, so Pakistan will not ‘also say "yes" 
to the annexation with India. What next? The present situation 
of divided Jammu and Kashmir remains the same for both 
countries. The division or the annexation is not the solution of 
this issue. : 

Since India has posted his six lakh armymen in the 
India-occupied region, at the cost of destroying her economic 
condition, and threatening the peace in the sub-Continent. In 
retum, Pakistan has posted her 3 lakh armymen alongwith 1600 
miles long J&K border against India-occupied area. O the people 
of the sub-Continent! O the people of the world! "Please pay 
attention to this situation. For the sake of God, save Jammu and 
Kashmir, save the sub-Continent.” You may have an assessment 
of the total expenditure on armies stationed in both regions of 
the J&K during the last half century. The expenditure capital 
incurred on two Indo-Pak wars in the past is also exclusively 
notable. The poverty and unbackwardness of the people of the 
sub-Continent is known to all the world. The poor people do not 
get bread once in a day. Thousands of families pass the night on 
footpaths, and have no houses/cottages to live there. Thousands 
of people are forced to sell the parts/organs of their body. 
Hundreds and hundreds of die for want of medicine and doctor. 
while the rulers of India and Pakistan spend millions of rupees 
on luxury and unnecessary items, including trillions of rupees on 
unproductive items like defence. ; 

Before considering and discussing the issue of the J&K 
Independence, we shall study the historical statements of the 
Quaid-i-Azam, the first Governor-General of Pakistan, and 
Pandit Nehru. the first Prime Minister of India. The first GG of 
Pakistan, Quaid-e-Azam said that the Indian (Princely) Siates 
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and independent constitutionally and legally afte, 
Government, and will have the Right to make 
d will decide to which dominion (India o; 
Id accede to or stay Independent. They wij 
ement with India or Pakistan according to 
fits. Referring to particularly Jammu and 
Kashmir, the Quaid-i-Azam expressing the Kashmir policy of 
Pakistan in the Constituently-Assembly of Pakistan, stated that 
the people of the Jammu and Kashmir had the full right whether 
they should accede to the Pakistan Constituent Assembly or the 
Indian Legislature or they remian free and Independent. If 
Jammu and Kashmir will be a. free and Independent state. 
Pakistan will be glad to sign trade agreements with it, which will 
be in the national interests of both countries. On June 17,1947, 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, the first Prime Minister of India, stated 
the Kashmir Policy of India, in the All-India Congress 
Committee “that this viewpoint is based on short-sightedness 
that Jammu-Kahmir is a gift for India or Pakistan. People are 
forgetting that the state of Jammu-Kashmur is neither a sale 
product nor it can be seized unfairly. It has its individual 
identity, and only its inhabitants should have the Right to decide 
its future. They have their national languages and their own long 
and brilliant history, and they have full Right to stay free and 
Independent. On July 9, 1951, both India and Pakistan have 
promised the Right of Self-determination to the people of 
Jammu and Kashmir on the international forum, but this promise 
is still awaiting its fulfilment. The people of the Jammu and 
Kashmir should ask them: When, at last, the promise will be 
fulfilled?" 

Let us have a glance over the Freedom and sovereignty 
of the State of Jammu and Kashmir. If the national problem of 
the J&K will remain unsolved, the rulers of India and Pakistan 
may even mortgage their economic plus millions of people with 
the imperialist countries for a new war, and drive their people 

into the horrible flames of war. And, these rulers will continue 
to drive their poor people towards terrifying war/s in future ' 
come. The fact is that only the Independent J&K can prevent the 
millions of Indo-Pak people from the agony of war and turmoil, 
and heavy economic chaos. Both India and Pakistan can live 45 


will be free 
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their decisions, an

ace. We should consider how Jammu and Kashmir has 
pecome a dispute between India and Pakistan. The viewpoints of 
poth are full of contradictions, averted by the democratic and 
freedom-loving people of the world. The issue exists in its place 
and for the last half century, this problem is present in the shape 
of a horrible monster. 

The free and sovereign Jammu and Kashmir means that 
poth India and Pakistan should withdraw their Tespective 
attitudes and surrender the J&K land before the J&K people, the 
right inheritors of their motherland. India should prevent from 
saying the J&K as her integral part, and Pakistan should also 
give up to.call Kashmir its life-artery, and both India and 
Pakistan should accept the J&K as an Independent and sovereign 
state, and finally India, Pakistan, China, Russia and Afghanistan 
should furnish security that none of them will invade the free 
J&K State. In this way the State of Jammu and Kashmir will 
emerge as the Geneva of Asia, and this state will allocate 
nothing for defence, as she will not be the target of any 
neighbouring aggressor in future. Besides, these (and all other) 
countries are fully aware that the age of colonialism has gone 
away, and the persons and powers who still possess the 
imperialist attitude in the present modern world, are breathing 
their last, and some who would have been striving to keep their 
dead bodies alive and energetic on the basis of their colonialistic 
attitude arid thought. Their economic and political condition is 
open to all. They are no more but a burden on their poor people. 
ultimately they get nothing but humiliation and disgrace from 
the people of the world. 

It should also be noted that the J&K people will not 
emerge as a free people for the first time in history, but they had 
Temain as a sovereign state/country for 240 years in the past on 
the globe. The Muslims ruled over the J&K for 480 years and 
Out of it a period of 240 years was a period of complete 
Sovereignty of it. The events of present and past are not the 
Same. Today majority of small nations, though not military 
Power, get the survival due to their solid no-war strategy and 
Impartial foreign policy; and Switzerland, Austria and Sweden 


are the live examples. 
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The one and only solution of the greatest dispute of the 
sub-Continent lies in the complete Independence an 
sovereignty of the state of Jammu and Kashmir. This will please 
India and Pakistan, and both will not feel disgrace and defeat 
and their id and superego will not be disturbed. Pakistan wi)] te 
contented that the State of J&K, the Muslim majority country, 
has freed from the (Hindu) Indian possession, while India wi}; 
be satisfied that the (Hindu) State of J&K did not become a pay 
of (Muslim) Pakistan, And the everlasting confrontation wil] 
also be finished by the complete Independence of the J&K for 
which they had been attacking one another and on the 
international level were/are losing their world impression as 
democratic Republics. Both will have mutual understanding and 
trade relations, and will play a constructive role unitedly in the 
world affairs. 

India and Pakistan should be willing to set free the 
people and state of the J&K. The Freedom and Independence is 
subject to the others, unless the slave nations are in deep 
slumber; but, as soon as they are awakened, their only. one 
oscillation disturb the peace of mind of the usurpers. Had the 
British agreed for the Freedom of the sub-Continent by itself? 
The British were never willing to set free India: The All-India 
Congress opposed too much the demand for Pakistan. But that 
the sub-Continent got free from the British Government and 
Pakistan emerged as an Independent state on the globe. 
Nevertheless, the people of the sub-Continent were too weak to 
face the British forces. The Muslim League and the Congress 
did not equate the tenth part of a ten with the British rulers.

There is 
a great battle of the Truth and Falsity in the case of Jammu and 
Kashmur; and the rulers of India and Pakistan lengthen theif

time. 
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Why the Armed Struggle ? 


It is essential for me to express a few thoughts about the 
"Armed Struggle” in order to explain the true meaning of this 
term. The literal meaning of the ‘armed Struggle’ is “having 
arms/weapons" and the ‘struggle’ means “a great effort". In other 
words, the armed struggle is also called the ‘gurella fight’. In 
terminology the meaning of the ‘armed struggle’ is wider. It 
means a matter/dispute insoluble through peace, particularly the 
matter relating to a nation's Independence and Freedom, there 
remains the other essential method : ‘the use of arms/weapons'. 
As far as the use of arms, is concemed, we know that a 
dependent/slave nation possesses no organised army to 
undertake a regular battle/war. Since the people of a slave-nation 
are generally organised, who are the least in number in the 
beginning of a campaign, hence only the gurella fighting is 
possible. 

The history of the gurella fighting is very old, and this 
has been the only effective way of fighting of the unarmed 
people (against the armed people). Even today, this is the only 
practicable and forceful way of fighting to the final victory 
against the Imperialist Forces, which possess modern scientific 
warfare and technology. Some of the gurella wars have greater 
attraction in the historical perspective, the truth and 
effectiveness of these cannot be denied. Among these gurella 
wars: the one war, launched by Sultan Salahuddin Ayubi against 
the Crusaders during the eleventh century AD, is full of gurella 
war strategy. He had not only to fight against the invading 
Crusaders from Europe. but also had to crush the big lords 
rebellious ventures. His gurella war against the Crusaders was 
long and self-assured, which culminated in the Conquest of 
Palestine by him. Then the battles fought by Sultan Mahmood of. 


Gaznavi, Sultan Haider Ali and Sultan Fateh Ali Tipu of Mysore 


Were like the gurella fighting. But the 19th century is very 
Temarkable in the sense that the gurella war strategy had been at 
the zenith of its popularity during this century. Througy the 
8urella wars during this century, the biggest of the Imperialists 
had been defeated. In spite of being the slave/dependent nation 
With least resources, ‘with a view to driving away the Imperialist 
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om the borders of the motherland, is the sole PUrpose of 
war. We have the purview of the gurella war foy ht 
by Mao Tse Tung in China. The ideal struggle of the Algerians 
the determined and long confrontations of the Vietnamese an fi 
the unrivalled great expeditions of the peoples in differen 
countries of Africa are great valuable assets for the slave nations 


forces fr

of the world. 
But first of all, we have to understand what the gurella 


fighting means, through which the big, bigger imperialists were 
tormented and knocked away. Here I have stated some positive 
aspects of Mao Tse Tung’s commandments who led the gurella 
war in China, which he narrated in a thoughtful manner, 
expressing his views about the gurella fighting. Here are some 
which I took from his book about the gurella fighting : 

"All guiding principles of the military actions are 
created from one fundamental principle, which is:" have safety 
of your strength and try every possible method to destroy the 
enemy's strength”. In a war of revolution, this principle is 
connected directly with the fundamental political principles. 
During a gurella war, a gurella unit comes into existence from 
the nothingness. and becomes a big strength from the .small 
strength. Therefore it is necessary to expand their strength 
alongwith safeguarding their strength. To keep safety, and 
expand the gurella units, a policy is required." With reference to 
this, Mao Tse Tung has stated six policies : (1) to carry on 
aggressive attacks within a defensive war; to perform the 
immediate decisions regarding operations within the span of a 
Jong war; and to maneuver the fluctuation and planning 
regarding the attacks on the external fronts organized from the 
internal front activities; (2) to co-operate and co-ordinate with 
the regular fighting; (3) to establish the regions of the wal 
installations; (4) regarding these, and regarding defence and 
strategy to attack (the enemy); (5) to train for the gurella war in 

the form of the patrolling parties gurella; and (6) the right 

connection of the command. It requires to make quick and 
immediate decisions frequently about the attacks and activities 
The a i ae Gurelas have to operate secretly and speed} 
nt. Making use of the enemy's unawareness: 

to attack the enemy is an important aspect of the gurella wat- It

is quite necessary to resist the enemy during a fighting; to 
appoint the gurella armies for resistance at the narrow ways and 
places of military importance by the riversides or in the villages, 
with a view to weaken and making tire the army of the enemy. 
At the time of retreat or defeat, the operations and attacks of the 
helping groups are necessary. All the attacks, operations and 
movements are taken as the defensive manoeuvrings in the 
gurella war, but the fundamental policy of the gurella war must 
be aggressive. The gurella war is always scattering by its nature, 
as it becomes a war, spreaded everywhere. Besides, the gurella 
war performs many other functions, such as, to frighten the 
enemy, to make the enemy stay, to scatter the youngmen, should 
be the principle of the gurella activists among the ranks of the 
people”. 

The gurella war principles, which have been stated here. 
had been set and explained in-the light of the experiments and 
observations of the then Chinese society and affairs. Therefore, 
this basic fact about the gurella war must never be ignored that 
the. gurella war should be launched in the particular 
circumstances, keeping in view the nature of the land 
(topography) and the instant external affairs. 

Now, since the young people of Kashmir have 
determined to fight a gurella war in the land of Kashmir against 
the foreign Imperialist Forces. And they have given its 
programme the final shape, too. I have already explained that the 
people are the axis of the gurella war, and it is organized among 
the people, and its leadership is evolved from the ranks of the 
people. This organization is sincere to its mission. It had been a 
great tragedy to the Kashmiris that they had been wanting 
leadership from the political stage, and these ‘political leaders 
could not lead the Kashmiri people to the war front to decide 
their fate. It is because the stage can only produce the politician 
who is the worshipper of the power-goddess who plays the 
Imperialists agent's role. The Kashmiri leaders have become the 
chess-men, played by the Pakistani rulers and the Panjabi 
generals. 

When we look at Kashmir from the gurella war point of 
View, all of a sudden we feel that God the Almighty had made 
this land only for the gurella war. Its high mountains, the

arduous passages, the whirling streams and brooks, the vast ang 
quiet forests, and this land of broken and winding turns Joo, 
Iike a beautiful dream of a gurella Jeader. nt 
Those who want to keep the Kashmiris slave in their 
own interest, they propagate that the Kashmiris could not fight 
their war of Independence themselves. Now if speakers of these 
words are the Kashmiris, they would be the politicians. I haye 
already stated that the Kashmiri politician is the chess-man of 
the imperialism, and he could do no better service to his Masters 
but to humiliate the Kashmiris. And, if the speakers are alien, jt 
means they uttered such words without seeing the Kashmir 
Valley. If an impartial military general or a gurella commander, 
who had seen the valley, when he would be asked whether 
Kashmir had all the essentials for a gurella war, he would be 
silenced. But the thing which is non-existent in the Pok, is the 
feeling of patriotism and the throb for War of Independence. As 
the weather conditions are concerned, so this land will provide 
the opportunity to hide her brave sons in her vast hilly lap. The 
soldiers of the enemy cannot acclimate the weather of Kashmir. 
On the contrary, the gurella war, which is also called the 
people's war, shall never be a source of disturbance for the local 
populace as they see light in this very weather. The Kashmiri 
gurellas will feel no difficulty on trampling the arduous passages 
_ and tracks because their paces are familiar with their land. Like 
Vietnam there is no greater danger of bombing on our industrial 
and populated regions. Most of our towns (qasbay) are situated 
by the hillsides on the tablelands. Our com fields have no danger 
of destruction as they are small plots of land. As far as the 
question: "Why do the Kashmiris not fight their War of 
Independence? is concerned, the answer is given in the light of 
the historical facts : | 
The selfish, traitor and illiterate politicians have seized 
the Kashmiris leadership and the people are astrayed from the 
right path of the gurella War for the Independence of Kashmir. 
In other words, the politicians did not let the people to think and 
organize for a gurella war. It is misfortune of the Kashmiris that 
they had been led to the wrong way since very beginning. Now 
they are at a no-return point and cannot take their right way ' 
Independence and sovereignty. The feeling for fighting the Wa! 
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of Independence grows gradually as a reaction of continuous 
injustice and frustration, and this evolution is still.in process. 
Alas ! A very few Kashmiris can conceive that Freedom is the 

“most precious and lovely substance in the world and people 
achieve it at any cost. The people of Kashmir should struggle to 
achieve Freedom but the majority of the People is involved in 
the so-called accession to Pakistan (or India), Particularly the 
thinking and choice of the people of thé India-occupied Kashmir 
is very disappointing and trivial. It seems that the social 
evolution did not advance there even a little from its primary 
stage. The slave nations of the world, who organize themselves 
for the struggle of their national Independence, undergo big 
difficulties on the initial stage. About these difficulties, [ assert 
rightly that the difficulties which are confronted in ore inizing a 
gurella organization in the beginning, cannot be over¢ome only 
by the.human skill and efforts, but God the Almighty showers 
His mercy on the people at such occasions. 

The number of memebrs of the gurella organization 
always meagre in the beginning. It emerges with a very little 
strength, and it succeeds when its strength increases immensely. ’ 
But it takes a pretty long time to become a big strength from a 
small one. During this period, it is necessary for the gurella 
Organizations and their people that they should preserve 
themselves from the possible assaults of the enemy. The enemy 
is not only an Imperialist power, but the Imperialist agents 
around may prove to be the werst enemies in maintaining the 
dependence and Slavery. That is why the programme of the 
gurella organisation or its members is kept secret on the initial 
Stage so that the imperialists may not try to nip in the bud Orgy, 
not succeed in creating reaction against the gurella organization 
in the society. The situation regarding the Kashmiris is, though, 
alittle different. This fundamental point should be remembered 
that the revolution comes like a strong gale but its background is 
very long and enduring ! Unless the gurella organization 
becomes an effective strength and force. every. gurella, the lover 
of the Independence Movement has to work devotedly. They 
have to continue their movement till the dawn of Independence 
Nses. Some young men of the Pok are too much sentimental, but 
the sentiments should be controlled. However, when the people 
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are organized in the gurella organizations, meee Organization 
calls for the action. In the beginning, J have said t at It 1s beyond 
and above the human skill and efforts le pusanize a gurella 
organization in its initiak stage because comrades Ve less in 
number and the way, unknown. Paces are stopped at every 
moment and the journey becomes tedious and wearisome. Mercy 
from Allah is required at every pace, without which men cannot . 
face frustration. So the efforts and God's blessings are the 
stimulant for action and advancement, and from one, and two 
men they become a large army of freedom-fighters. But, on the 
other side, there is the slave society where every person acts jn 
accordance with the instructions of his Master-Imperialists. 
People's minds become complete slave, even they forget 
that they were slaves and think themselves as the free people. So 
when a person speaks about Independence, they act indifferent, 
and even show hostility. People laugh at him everywhere in the 
society and he becomes a suspect in the eyes of the government. 
They are harassed with different pretensions, as we see such a 
treatment in the PoK with some freedom-loving persons which is 
not hidden from the people. The Pakistani ISI always pursue the 
members of the freedom-fighters organizations. And what India 
does, has no parallel. A lover/devotee of the Kashmir 
Independence will have to undergo these difficulties in both the 
PoK and-the IoK regions. 
A gurella or a freedom-fighter group has to preserve its 
energy and feelings, and it has to Strive hard to increase its 
energy and strength. The Imperialists forces always run after 
those young-men who have flames of Freedom lighted in their 
hearts and they try to put out the light of the Freedom. Hence the 
devotees of the Independence of Kashmir should consider these 
all difficulties in the very beginning of their movement, so that 
they may be ready to bear every difficulty for the sake of their 
noble object. 

Since the adversaries and difficulties are a part of the 
life of a slave nation, why should these not be borne willingly in 
the struggle of Independence? oe 

This discussion has become lengthy. Now 1 think it 
necessary to recall here that the nation of Kashmir had little time 
to decide whether they wanted Slavery or Freedom, humiliation 
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or honour. It may be recalled that the slavery and humiliation 
has been destined to the people of Kashmir long before 1947. If 
the Kashmiris want a positive change, they should be organized 
and prepared for sacrifices. The Glorious Quran has ordained : 
“When the Jehaad (sacred struggle and war) has been 
proclaimed, give up all worldy activities, even the worship 
(Iba'dat)". But we. see that the Jehaad had been declared half a 
century ago, but the Kashmiris did not pay attention towards the 
call of Jehaad, for the reason that they could not adopt the noble 
aim of Independence from the foreign tule. The struggle for the 
Independence of Kashmir is a "Jehaad" according to the Islamic 
point of view, and our welfare depends upon the ‘Jehaad" (the 
sacred struggle), otherwise absorbing in the sermons of the 
‘maulvi' we get nothing but to destroy both this world and the 
’ Hereafter. Some Pakistani parties have raised the slogan of Islam 
and communalism in the PoK., These religious parties have been 
exploiting the people and grabbing money in Pakistan for the 
last fifty-one years, but neither the Islamic Revolution came into 
being nor the days of the poor changed to the better ones. These 
religious parties rendered no service to Pakistan, but 
disintegrated it into two parts, the present Pakistan and the 
Bangladesh. fet these ‘maulvies' be informed that Kashmir 
already consisted of three parts and there would be no use of 
their coming to Kashmir. : 

The students and people of the PoK should keep in mind 
that no revolution could be done in the Slavery, however the 
struggle for Independence could be carried on. And when this 
struggle is done under a particular ideology it brings forth the 
Independence (of-a nation)’. The achievement of Independence is 
itself the greatest Revolution of the world. The land of Kashmir 
has been awaiting for this revolution, ‘the Independence. In an 
area of 4,000 sq. miles in Kashmir, a slogan of any revolution 
(say Islamic Revolution) does not suit to the Kashmiris except 
the struggle for Independent Kashmur. If the Kashmiris are . 
determined, the national democratic revolution may come into 
being in Kashmir.

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Kashmiris' Sacrifices 
and the Pakistani Rulers 


In 1990, when the C-in-C of the India-occupied Kashmir 
Liberation Front visited the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, 
remarkable interest had been shown by the high officials of the 
Pakistani institutions, because they intended to use the Kashmir 
Liberation Front for their interests as their agent, like the 
Jama’at-e-Islami. But they did not Succeed, because those who 
are perceptive of their concepts, ideology and national ‘interests, _ 
they never prefer personal interests. We appreciate and pay 
tribute to this great son of Jammu and Kashmir. who kicked 
against every silver-ball of Pakistan, and said, "I will never 
bargain the blood of the oppressed Kashmiris and the ideology 
of the Great Martyr Maqbool Ahmed Butt and the Martyr of 
Kashmir Ashfaq Majeed Vani, from the India-occupied 
Kashmir". We find the testimony of this determination and 
courageous declaration from the utterances of the C-in<C of the 
KLF in his press conference where he made many disclosures, 
including that Pakistan had been conspiring against Liberation 
Movement of Kashmir. And he made realize the Kashmiris and 
the nations of the world that Pakistan had stopped the aid (i.e. 
weapons) of all the organizations who had been struggling for 
the Independence of the J&K, and then Pakistan supplied the 
weapons only to those who were willing to play the agents, 
working within the discipline of the Pakistani agencies. Those 
agent-organizations demonstrate such a barbarous activity which 
displease and offend the people; and their activists, wearing the 
mask of Islam, have been _killing their own brothers (1.e. 
countrymen/Kashmiris) for the sake of the imperialist interests. 

It was 1984, the Indian army captured the Siachen 
Glacier from the Pakistani forces. In the beginning the Zia-ul- 
Haque government tried to conceal the’news from the people of 
Pakistan, but in vain. The fact was known to all and the 
Opposition exploited it as a solid argument against the 
S0vernment, particularly Benazir used the issue very skilfully 
against the Zia government. As a result the military inst-tutions 
became the target .of bitter criticism. The military rulers of 
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Pakistan were defamed. The Siachen-glacier, the Sindh situation 
and the MRD movement had made the military generals to 
reorientate the strategy and planning against India. It was no old 
thing, but an endeavour to recapture Siachen-glacier, and to 
bring India at the diplomatic table. To adopt this strategy, it was 
necessary that a constant and effective pressure should be made 
a certainty with reference to the Punjab and Jammu-Kashmir. 
Perhaps they would have had some communications in the 
Punjab, but they thought better and safer for them to keep lesser 
the Panjab communications in the background of the 
international situation; while they required strong groups and 
elements in Kashmir with reference to the international 
situation. All anti-India elements were communicated with a 
view to attain these objects. But they were a failure with 
reference of Maulvi Farooq and Al-Fateh etc. in the perspective 
of the past history. At last, they used their communications in 
the ranks of the Jammu-Kashmir Liberation Front, which had 
been identified from an international event which took place in 
1984 and the martyrdom of Maqbool Butt. 

The flag-bearers of the Jehaad-i-Kashmir and the great 
champions of Islam of today, once refused totally the struggle 
for the Liberation of the J&K. Then, under compulsion of 
circumstances, Pakistan extended its hands towards the J&K 
Liberation Front.

______In fact, Pakistan did not realize that the Jammu Kashmir 
Liberation Movement would de ional

forward. But, the Pakistani nifice Bi ede Ove a 
Situation in Sindh, and when Rot ae only to balance ne 
y did not succeed in their 
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as daylight throughout the world. The Jammu Kashmir 
Liberation Front was fully aware of the hypocrisy and. 
insincerity of Pakistan as its behaviour about Jammu and 
Kashmir has been like an open book during the last half century. 
put we Kashmiris believe in the Book of Allah as being 
Muslims. Had they kept their promises and Deen (i.e. religion), 
the situation would have been different and Pak?stan would have 
not undergone the process of disintegration in 1970-71. 

Pakistan had been exploiting the sincere feelings of the 
innocent and oppressed people of Kashmir so that the military 
generals might get something for bargaining with India, a thing 
that could be sold to India in return of Siachen-glacier. This may 
be testified by the fact. As the armed struggle got intensity, the 
Pakistani rulers, for their own national interest, sold the 
Kashmiris’ sacrifices to India, which they offered for the 
Independence of their mothertand. 

The Jammu Kashmir Liberation Front had been a target 
of all atrocities.

It is being done at a 
time when Pakistan has no lawful, constitutional and moral right 
over the PoK and Gilit-Baltistan.

Pakistan, on one hand, supports the Kashmir Liberation

MAQBOOL AHMED BUTT the MARTYR (Shaheed) 
says: "My fault and crime is the Struggle against the age-old and 
orthodox, conservative and Capitalistic system of Exploitation, 
Slavery, Servility and Hypocrisy. rea 

“It is the. most tremendous moral crime of the human 
collective life that one should bear peacefully the slavery and 
servility," he adds. 

The great leader, Muhammed Maqbool Ahmed Butt, 
was hanged to death by the Brahmanical government of Bharat 

on 11th Feb. of 1984. This great son of Kashmir was born in the 
Trigam village, district Baramola in the IoK in 1938. Parents and 
other family members rejoiced the birth of son, but nobody knew . 

. that the child would be the moth of the burning candle of 
Freedom in the future, and lay his life on the altar for the 
Freedom of his motherland. His martyrdom will be a guiding- 
Spirit for awakening a nation, sleeping unconsciously since 
centuries passed. His martyrdom has added a brilliant chapter in . 
the History of Freedom-fighters. It is also affirmed that the real 
ascension of humanity is nothing else but to raise the banner of 
rebellion and outlawry against the Slavery and Servility, 
servitude and dependence, brutality and. cruelty. God the. . 
Almighty creates such a man in a people after many centuries. 

Magqbool Ahmed Butt passed his B.A examination from 
the Srinagar University and migrated to Pakistan, because a legal 
Suit was instituted against him on account of protesting against 
the brutality and high-handedness upon:the Kashmiris by the 
Bharati-imperialist armed forces; and a‘reward was also declared 
for the person who would get him arrested. Settling down in 
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Pakistan, he passed M.A. (Urdu) and LLB. eraribations from 
the Univedrsity of Peshawar, and Joined” the Bere at a 
newspaper as an Editor. But, he felt deep pain for the, autores 
of his poor and oppressed countrymen, the Kashmiris Ct le slave 
people); he soon resigned from his journalistic assignment, 
During these days, the Indo-Pak War 1965 had started. Maqbool 
Butt, with his some companions, went away to the IoK to fight 
the gorella war against the Indian intruders. He played a leading 
role in the Agreement signed between the Pakistan Army and the 
Kashmiri freedom-fighters. According to this Agreement, they 
would help the Pakistan Army, and also offer refuge at. their 
abodes for launching the gorella attacks on the enemy. The 
responsible Pakistan Army officers took an oath, placing the 
Holy Quran on their hands, affirmed that Pakistan would not 
come back from Kashmir unless the other part of land (i.e ToK) 
is completely liberated from India. ‘ 

The gorella activities were in full swing, and the sun of 
the Kashmir Independence was nearly to rise in the horizon, but 
the then rulers of Pakistan lost the battle, which was won in the 
battle-field, at the diplomatic table in Tashkant (Russia), and 

consequently the whole armed struggle wasted fruitlessly. Once 
again the Tashkant Pact chained the Kashmiris with the. iron 
fetters of bondage and Slavery. Maqbool Butt the Shaheed was 
so disheartened that he joined the Jammu-Kashmir Mahaaze Rai 
Shumaari (J&K Plebiscite Front). By virtue of his sagacious 
decisions, he was soon elected as the President of the J&KPF. 
After a few years, he resigned; and took over. the charge of the 
fighting wings. Associated with some comrades and placing the 
soil of motherland on his palm at Suchitgadh, district Sialkot, he 
took the pledge: ‘O my motherland, I will not take rest unless thy 
is freed from the cruel aggressor's claws and. grip.’ Then 
lage Butt started the gorella fighting alongwith his some 
comrades in the JoK region. The Indian government was

1g him to their hidden place, the 
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Indian Army and the Police had been informed somehow, 
Magbool Butt, Aurangzeb and Meer Ahmed were three persons, 
surrounded by thousands of gunmen of the Kashmir Forces and 
the Indian army. They confronted these gunmen for several 
hours. Aurangzeb was martyred on the spot while Maqbool Butt 
and Meer Ahmed were arrested by the Indians. 

Aurangzeb, the 19-year old youngmen, belonged to 
Gilgit. He stood like a wall before Magqbool Butt, when a Bharati 
gunman aimed to fire at Maqbool Butt, saved his life. But the 
young man gave his life, saying to his leader that the motherland 
needs him much more than I. In this way he set an example of 
self-sacrifice and loyalty to his leader as well as motherland. On 
the other hand, 20 men were killed of the Bharati Army and~ 
Police. If you have a true spirit. only 313 men can dominate 
thousands of the armed men. The Bharati Police arrested 
Magqboo! Butt and Meer Ahmed and carried them away. Both 
were tried in closed door in a court of law, which declared death 
sentence for both, while other comrades were granted different 
sentences. On hearing the death sentence, Maqbool Ahmed Butt 
said to Neel Kanth the Judge, ‘The rope which may inflict his 
neck has not been made as yet.' 

-Maqbool Ahmed Butt filed an appeal in the Supreme 
Court of India against this judgement. Hearings were continued, 
while Butt alongwith his two comrades, succeeded to escape 
from the jail by making a holeway into the 7 inch thick wall. The 
Police and Army became active. The guards and vigilence police 
were made more alert than usual. A network of the CIA and 
other agenices was spread to search out the absconders. A big 
money reward was announced for those who would help na} 
capturing these three ‘Mujahideen’. But these brave and daring 
Mujahideen entered the PoK zone, crossing the snow peaks, 
Passing through forests, padding the river beds and SLAs 
for seventeen days continuously. No. sooner the three ‘runaways 
Stepped on the so-called PoK zone, were arrested. Most pitiable 
Was their condition, their eyes were Sore, their feet were burnt, 
and their bodies became feeble due to starvation. Even in such a 
Precarious condition, the Pakistan agencies men treated uci 
inhumanly, On hearing, these brutalities, men began to an 
With fear. They were sent to the most notorious torture cell, 
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namely the Shahi-Qila Lahore and the Dalaye Camp, where the 
were tortured beastly and at the same time, a case of spying was 
registered in the court of law. But ENE and courageous 
Magbool Butt said to the Pakistani Court, If it were possible to 
stop the Freedom Movement by the: court decisions, perhaps no 
people on the earth would be free and independent. zit he court 
acquitted them honourably and the judgement said, It was no 
crimeto fight for the freedom of the homeland." 

Maqbool Butt the Martyr did no forget his pledge even 
undergoing through pains and adversaries. he once again started 
his struggle with greater excitement and feelings. Once he said, 
“There are some crimes whose performance is laudable and bear 
great pride. But surely the crime of being weak is not inclusive 
in the list of: such noble crimes: through the punishment for 

~ being weak is certain “death”. Nevertheless, the crime of 
rebellion is certainly a noble crime which creates warmth of - 
belief in the Slaves. One must not express his abhorrence and 
conderfiriation for this crime, and it must be appreciated with 
pleasure. : 4 
In 1970-71, Maqbool Butt hijacked the Indian aircraft 
"Ganga," with the help of two young mujahideen, and resultantly 
introduced the Kashmir problem on the-international platform. It 
is remarkable that Pakistan government at first appreciated this 
activity on official level. But soon were arrested again by dint of 
the same professional and irresponsible, stupid persons. For 
some time, the case was carried out in the court and inflicted 
torture in the ‘captivity. But the government was changed so 
Magbool Butt was released unconditionally. The head of the 
new government had met Butt Saheb for several times before 
coming into power, and had promised him that he would support 
pe Kashmiris after seeking power, and further, he would snatch 
Kashmir from Bharat and install a sovereign state of Kashmir.

In 1974, knowing that he had been sentenced to death in 
India, Maqboo!l Butt, with his some comrades, ‘once again 
entered the Indian-occupied-Kashmir. After successful gorella 
activities of three months, he was arrested again on the secret 
information of one of his freidns who was a local bank manager. 
In this way, this lion of Kashmir had to go to the prison once 
again. Whenever this lion entered the IoK, the Bharati 
Government began to tremble with fear. He used to torment this 
super power of Asia. A traitor from his own Kashmiri people 
arranged the arrest of this brave lion. In Bengal (India), Siraj- 
Ud-Daula the pride valiant was born, and Meer Sadiq and Meer 
Jafar were born in the same country, India. It is the great tragedy 
Of the slave-people and their Liberation Movements that the 
Sons of the Soil (the motherland) bargain for some money. They 
ignore the national interests and prefer to their personal ends. 
They stake their national pride and. honour only to gain vanity 
and show, cheap publicity and personal interests.

His pleasures should be shared with his people, 
He should smile or weep but for his people.” 

Meer Ahmed who has narrated the events of the Delhi 
Jail, says that Maaqbool Butt could not see us disturbed and he 
always tried to comfort us. He offered his prayers regularly. He 
asked us to grather in the morning and then he recited the Holy 
Quran with translation and commentary. He used to say that the 

“best death is that comes in the fight, which is meant for the 
deliverance of men from the cruelty and ignorance. Don't you 
know it is extermely better to offer the soul on the gallows, 
fighting against the deniers of the Truth. It is no good to: die on 
the death bed, dragging the bed-sheets. Butt Saheb instructed us 
contentment and perseverance. 

It was demanded that Butt Saheb should be -released 
immediately, but to the Bharati Government, following its 
revengeful policy, heard his appeal and awarded the judgement — 
soon. Even the Indian President did not condiser his appeal. At 
last, this lamp of the Kashmir Valley, the great Hero of the 
Kashmiri people, the Leader of the freedom-fighters, the Lion of 
Kashmir, and the Guide of the Revolution was hanged to death.

The Kashmiris have been offering great sacrifices — 
passing through brutality and bloodshed — for the Struggle of 
their national Independence which is their birth right and 
national identification. It is an unparallel example in the history 
of the Freedom movements, but the merchants of the Kashmiris 
blood, with such great: and continuous sacrifices, are presenting 
their national Independence Movement and birth right in .a 
conditional state. They are speaking different things, and have 
been busy in making realise the people of Indo-Pakistan and the 
international community, including the nation inhabitating _ 
Jammu and Kashmir, that the J&K people have only two 
options, either accede to Pakistan or India. 

If it is presupposed that the J&K people had only two 
options, then it means the problem does not relate with the 
national Independence of the J&K and it is a dispute about the 
plot of land and property between India and Pakistan. But how 
the policy statement of Jawaharlal Nehru, the first Prime 
Minister of India, will be interpreted ; "The Kashmiris are not a 
sale commodity which might be distributed between India and 
Pakistan, as they have a perfect right to decide their destiny. 
The Kashmiris have their national language, their own culture 
and their long and brilliant history, and they have a complete 
Tight of living freely and Independently". Why the Pakistanis do 
Not see the statement of the Quaid-i-Azam where he has said 
explicitly that the Kashmiris have the Right whether they should 
Join the Indian legislative assembly or the Pakistan legislative 
assembly, or they should choose to become Free and 
Independent. And, if the J&K will be an Independent country, 
both the portions would be pleased making trade pacts 
mutually, which would be in their national interests. In May 
1960, addressing to a press conference’ in the USA while 
answering a question, Pakistan's President, Gen. Ayub Khan had 
Said that Pakistan recognise the Right of the Kashmiris national 
Independence i.e. accepts the Self-determination. 
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What is the meaning of the Self-determination? It is the 
principle of free will, united decision by the people of a country 
about their future political status. 


In the UN Resolution of Aug. 13, t 
Pakistan and all the countries/nations of the world had accepted 


the Kashmiris’ Right of Sclf-determination and Independence, 
Recently, Nawaz Sharif, the Prime Minister of Pakistan, had

No nation became Independent and sovereign till this 
day on the grounds of second or third option, except the people 
living in a particular geographical boundary, who were bestowed 
upon the Independence as "the Freedom, their birth right". But

begging, but the peoples/nations have to offer sacrifices of their 
posterity.

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every age; while it is something else that the imperialist forces 
and their agents had been sabotaging their National struggle and 
seeking their vested ends.

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A Conspiracy: 
the Partition of Jammu-Kashmir 


It is assumed that the work on a formula has been 
undergoing regarding the Partition ‘of the State of Jammu aad 
Kashmir since the first day of the turmoil in 1947-48 when the 
great divide of the sub-Continent into two Sovereign states — 
India and Pakistan came into being. This conspiracy has never: 
been a secret, but the print media of Pakistan has been making’ 
aware the people of the J&K, Particularly the Panjabi - 
newspapers, about the possible division of the J&K. Why the’ 
division? The 50-yéar flow of events shows that the Panjab. 
(Pakistan) has been pioneering the way to the (possible) 
Partition of the J&K land and its people. Perhaps this time the 
interests of the Panjab are suffering worse or the (proposed) 
Partition plan is conflictng with its interests, or the thinking of 
the Panjab has a radical change in:its J&K policy. Whatsoever 
the case may be, the people of the J&K have concluded rightly 
that there was something wrong in the bottom, causing more 
sufferings for them in future, but they are merely Spectators. 
Some people have guessed it as a plot by the ruling classes of 
Pakistan against the State of J&K, while many call it a plan, 
Sponsored by the US. Different lobbies are discussing different 
things, Creating confusion and chaos. _, 

Since the J&K national Liberation Movement which is 
already facing a confusion, has been tremendously confused. For 
clear analysis of the situation, we shall go through the global 
Strategy and situation, Apart from the ruling classes of Pakistan 
and the American imperialism as they prefer their own national 
and world interests, we analyse the situation in the light of the 
xisting facts and Truth. At present what are the forces and 
elements who have been consipiring practically against the 
inification of the J&K land? There is nothing in the thinking

Merican imperialists will bring into practice the Partition Plan 
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of the J&K land, but when? Who will provide them the base for 
the proposed Partition? I shall not try to express a far-off idea, 
because it is also a cause of our Slavery during the last five 
decades, alongwith many other causes of our failure. 4 
; When there existed only two big powers in the world the 
USA and the USSR, there was a balance of power among the 
nations of the world, small or big, weak or strong. Both Russia 
and America had their international interests, and. where their 
interests would collide, they had a serious confrontation, as the 
world was divided into two big blocs — the Rightists and the 
Leftists. Until the USSR was unified, to the greatest danger to 
the belief/deen Islam, the upholders of the Nizam-e-Mustafa, 
while the Russian Communism was a naked aggression against 
the Islamicists. These were two policemen in the world. The 
countries of the Third World were the markets for their 
weaponry. It was a period of cold war, and both powers were 
running’a race for seeking superiority over the other, as a result 
the balance of power prevailed. 

But since the disintegration of the USSR, the half world 
but it was divided into several countries without a bullet out of 
the gun barrel, leaving alone the USA in the arena, the master of 
the followers of the Nizam-i-Mustafa. Now whatsoever the US 
do, there is nobody to censure and Stop it. The Soviets caught 
the US in the Vietnamese War of Independence; while the 
Amenicans, joining hands with the followers of the Nizam-e-

in the world. Now America does not need the markets for 
weapons, but it needs economic markets. 

India is the second large country in the world according 
to its population plus area and the largest democratic country in 
the world. However, after the dsintegration of Soviet Russia, 
India had to go in the American kit, And, why will America 
disappoint India only for these few agents (of Pakistan) and its 
landlords (and generals). Besides, strong and developed 
Countries are in search of new markets for trade and mutual 
relations. India is not a small market for America, and most 
important feature is that America has greater interests in the sub- 
Continent. Pakistan, since its very inception, has been the colony 
of America, and now America has got a greater country like 
India after the disintegration of the USSR. So Qazi Husain 
Ahmed must forget the American money and weaponry for the 
Jammu-Kashmir Jehaad against the Indian aggression. 

Moreover, it is assumed that the People's China is a 
sreat danger for America. In case of the Division of Jammu- 
Kashmir, Ameren would succeed to achieve Hose sebjectives 
Which are requisites to control the China's influence i.e. ‘yellow 
Peril’. But we see that America and China are coming nearer to 
One another speedily, and now China has invited the American 
“apitalists to invest in China. We can't see anything upto the 
distant extremities which may reflect that America is tending to 
the Partition of our homeland, the state of the J&K. May it be 
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reactionaries and fundamentalists view the 
oe and sovereignty as a matter of OR SO we 
can only pray for them. But this stage has not arrive as yet, 
Since the Pakistani agencies have been carrying the campaign in 
changing our national Liberation Movement into a religious 
movement only to the extent of the Indian-occupied Jammu- 
Kashmir. We are sure that there is no danger from America to 
divide our homeland into the Muslim and the non-Muslim areas 
(like Pakistan and India in 1947). 
Since the Pakistani landlords and generals have been 
showing favourable response to the American interests in the 
sub-Continent. This is a propaganda, motivated by the Pakistani, 
agencies and the Panjabi chauvinism. Now we analyse the works 
of the supporters of the Ramraj’ in India. Since the BJP of India 
reoriented the slogan of the "Ramraj” recently (1998-99), but has 
given the assuracne of governing on the secularist lines soon 
after coming into power. The BJP had also stated that they 
would get free the region, occupied by Pakistan, but we do not 
find any intention of dividng the state of J&K. And, if the BJP 
would succeed to get free 33,000 sq.’ miles area occupied by 
Pakistan, she will not carry this land to the Uttar Pradesh and 
Hyderabad, but resultantly the unification of the J&K Desh will 
be restored. Whatsoever the BJP thinks about the J&K 
liberation, we don't know, but one thing is clear that the 
upholders of Ramraj believe in the unity of the J&K and do not 
profess the Partition of the J&K. As a whole, the Slavery 
prevails on either side, but the success of the BJP would clear 
the way'to the J&K national Independence, and then India would 
Temain no hindrance any longer in our way to our national — 
Independence. And the J&K, which is taken as an integral part 
of India, will emerge as an Independent and sovereign country 
on the globe.

the division of our homeland. We have,no danger of division, 
neither from the American imperialism nor from the Ramraj. If 
there is any danger, that is from the Pakistani ruling groups, 
landlords, capitalists, the generals, and from the upholders of the 
Nizam-i-Mustafa. 

Since these agents of Pakistan have divided our 
Kashmiri brethern fanning the flames of communalism and 
religiosity in the Indian-octupied Kashmir. Today a Muslim is 
thirsty for a Pandit's blood, while a Pandit has thirst for a 
Muslim's blood. Such a bad condition never occurred in the state 
of J&K, and they were truly secular, and professed Tolerance for 
one another.

slave. Pakistan had been dispossessed from the Isit of the parties 
‘in the Kashmir dispute (which I shall discuss in an another 


chapter). By all means, Late Ayub Khan the President of 
Pakistan went to America and said to the Amterican President 
“that he wanted to have Kashmir otherwise his Panjab and Sindh 
will become barren. Here President Ayub talked about Kashmir 
-only and not about the Jammu and Kashmir. The American 
President asked him if he (the US President) got his water 
problem solved, even then would he like to have Kashmir? Then 
Ayub Khan replied if the water problem is solved, it will be 
better outrightly. Then the Indus Basin Agreement came into 
being. 
It is understood that President Ayub Khan started the 
War of 1965 with the advice of Zulfiquar Ali Bhutto, the then 
Foreign Minister of Pakistan, with a view to save the graph of 
his declining popularity and to Jengthen the period of his reign. 
However, the Azad Kashmir Regular Forces had taken complete 
control over the Indian-occupied Kashmir, but when India 
invaded Lahore and Sialkot, the Pakistan army generals and 
other’ officials instead of fighting against India, gave the 
possession of the Indian-occupied Kashmir (controlled by the 
Azad Kashmir Regular Forces) to India and saved Lahore and 
Sialkot. This bargain was done in the name of the Tashkant Pact: ,

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spreaded the Muhajareen coming from the Indian-occupied 
Kashmir from Peshawar to Karachi instead of keeping them at 
the camps in the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, and taking the 
advantage, Pakistan reserved twélve seats for them in the so- 
_called Azad Kashmir Assembly and by this expioitation, 
Pakistan gets favourable results in the PoK; and Pakistan has 
attributed it to the - representation of the Indian-occupied 
Kashmir. These candidates enjoy the membership of the so- 
called Azad Kashmir Assembly as well as the membership of the 
' provincial and national assemblies of Pakistan. And the extent of 
the atrocity is that those members take part in the legislation for 
the PoK but the laws so made, are not enforced on them. 
Gilgit-Baltistan is an integral part of the state of J@K in 
accordance with the geographical, historical and legal 
perspective. But, Pakistan, having named these areas as the 
Northern regions / and the Northern areas, have been striving to 
eradicate the regional indentification of these areas (of the 
' J&K). Under Pakistan, these northern people have no right to 
yote, and they also have no right to go to the High Court and 
Supreme Court of both the PoK and Pakistan, and a decision or 
Judgement given by a Secretary at Islamabad desk is absolute 
and final for them. The Secondary Education Board of Gilgit- 
Baltistan is in Islamabad. A businessman at Mirpur filed a writ 
in the High Court that the Azad Kashmir is not a part of 
Pakistan, so taxes should not be levied by the AK people. 
Hearing the writ, the High Court passed the judgement that these 
areas belong to Pakistan (and the people have to pay the taxes). 
But the question arises: if these areas are parts of Pakistan, then 
What is the meaning of the President, Prime Minister, Supreme 
Court and the flag of the Azad Kashmir? Because a country/ state 
does not possess two Presidents, ‘two Prime Ministers, two 
Supreme Courts and two National Flags at a time. And, if these 
are the regions of Pakistan, then where has gone away the 
disputed position of the state of J&K? The answer is obvious, 
that Pakistan has no fair right to rule over the J&K land. 
Pakistan wants its possession over the J&K by fair or foul 
Means. The whole situation shows the ugly face of the Panjabi

If Pakistan 
and the Nizam-i-Mustafa people believe in the unification and 
solidarity of the J&K, why did they not start the movement in 
the Jammu and Laddakh areas instead of the Kashmir Velley 
(i.e. Vale).

pakistan get headlines printed in the national newspapers of 
pakistan that a certain country had offered mediation between 


India and Pakistan to. solve the Kashmir dispute, and they 


themselves contradict the news on the second day. When the 
Assistant Foreign Minister of Russia visited Pakistan, all the 
‘Pakisani newspapers published the news with main headlines 
that Russia had offered mediation for the solution of the 
Kashmir dispute, but soon after Russia issued a contradiction 
and got it published in the same newspapers. 

Pakistan claims that Kashmir belongs to Pakistan, but 
ther practice negates and invalidates his claim. Because a 
state/country does not accept mediation for the solution of its 
.own state/territory from other staté/power. Contrary to this, upto 
this day, there is no proof in the history that any leader of India 
might have said that they (Indian) would accept the mediatory of 
"this" country and would not accept the mediatory of “that” 
country/state. Though India has taken over forcibly a greater part 
of the J&K state, yet India is determined firmly to the viewpoint 
‘professed by her. : 

On one side, the Pakistani rulers and politicians always 
speak to continue the political, social and ambassadorial help 
and aid to the Kashmiris, but on the other side, their personal 
expenses are surprising.

Standard of living of the rulers and the people. Norway is the 
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only country “of Europe which is proud of her . economig 
superiority, so she had been leaving the*high way of the 
European Common Market for many years. but, what is the 
‘amount of money from the exchequer which the people and thei; 
representatives and ministers spend on their personal comforts? 
You may have an estimation that the ministers travel in the 
_public transport. ; 

Keeping these facts in view, even then taken in by the 
wheedling of the Pakistani rulers, if we comprehend that they 
are the sympathizers of the Independence of the J&K people, 
then it will be merely an act of folly and nothing more. é 

With complete confidence we may affirm that Pakistan 
has been working for the Partition plan of the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir, requiring the area of Srinagar which is an area of 
‘the Muslim majority, and advantageous for the extension of the 
Panjabi market upto the outskirts of Srinagar.

In this chapter, we shall have a review of the Elections 
which were held in June 1996 in the PoK. We shall see the 
situation in the perspective of the current affairs of the J&K. We 
shall also consider the situation in the light of the individual 
consciousness and perception, and shall also consider over the 
Resources and problems of the J&K people. From the first day 
upto these Elections, we shall try to analyse the people's 
problems and the role of the agents of the imperialism. Though 
the bitterness of some facts may be distaste for your polite 
temperament, yet I promise you to serve the Truth and reality to 
you. There will be no deceit and artifice. So you have to digest 
the Truth while journeying with me. We have not to stay 
confined to the extent of villages and towns and rural areas. We 
have to take wider view of circumstances and world, as we do 
not like to live in the most limited world of our own. We have 
not to compare ourselves with the developed world people 
because they are too much increasingly advance than the 
backward Kashmiris. We shall balance only between our

And, during this 
period of 2 or 3 months, they entice the 90 pe people of the PoK 
who resultantly provide new domains of luxurious life to them 
and then they never come to the people of their electoral ward 
before the end of five years. If any one mistakenly happens to 
Pass through the ward, he stops at his friend's place to enjoy a 
Cup of tea which isa great honour to him. Since a member of the 
PoK Assembly enjoyed a cup of tea at his house, so the poor 
people begin to visit his house again and again for their petty 
and variant problems. The cunning companion tells him a new 
liding daily, and the needy person will come to him daily, but his 
Problem will not be solved or his complaint will not be 
Tedressed. ; 

J have 90 pe poor people and 10 pe agents of the 
Imperialists before me. I think from where | should start to 
Narrate. Should I start from these agents and sub-agents or from 
the poor people who are apt to be taken in by their flattery, and 
they always tend to be optimistic that he would solve their 
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However, it is their vain imagination. The Resources 
ution of problems. Unless we have 
lete control-over them, we will not be 
Jem or problems. Firstly, people cast 
/candidates who do not belong to 
their class or ward. They belong to higher classes of society, and 
cultivate and avail resources for themselves alongwith their 
descendants by exploiting their problems. Secondly, they have 
no sense and no perception of people's problems. It will be 
suffice that we should refer here to our elderly persons and their 
sons. Sardar Qayyum and his sons live at the Kakaji House in 
Islamabad. Sardar Ibrahim and his descendants live at Margalla 
in Islamabad. Sikander Hayat and his family live in Islamabad. 
General Hayat and his descendants live at the VIP Colony in 
Islamabad. Those who have votes of 90 pc people who live in 
the PoK, live in the same locations and style. Those who take 
part as candidates in the elections of the so-called Pakistan- 
occupied-Kashmir Assembly, perhaps any one of them has its 
living in the PoK, and their main abode is Islamabad. These 
persons, their sons and daughters‘and their wives go to the PoK 
as tourists ‘to enjoy the Nature. But they stay in the PoK for a 
long time during the election days. What an ingenious tyranny! 
That 90 pc poor and oppressed people of the PoK, even knowing 
the past works of these imperialists' agents, cast their votes in 
their favour by virtue of their simplicity, thinking that those 

candidates would solve their problems. 

Now the people of the PoK can easily understand 
whether these imperialist agents, living at Islamabad could solve 
or perceive their problems.

But contrarily the agents of the Pakistani 
tulers have established themselves and their future generations 
too. Now their sons have become our leaders. They have become 
doctors and engineers. They are becoming rich to richer day by 
day. And they have emerged as the inheritors of the taqdir 
(predestination/future) of the 90 pc poor and oppressed people 
of the PoK. Contrarily, the poor Kashmiris stand at the same 
Place today where they had been fifty years ago. What did they 
Set? What their generations will get? They got nothing but 
hunger, humiliation, poverty diseases and ignorance, while they 
have been perpetually casting their votes as remedial measures.

League, and the Peoples Party is the dranch of the’ Pakistan 
Peoples Party. “Similarly, all other political parties have 
programmes for people's progress and prosperity; but all parties 
have the common item— ‘accession to Pakistan’, while the PoK 
people need neither accession to Pakistan nor the completion of 
Pakistan, and their only need is the possible solution of their 
problems, and their own control over their Resources. The 
accession to Pakistan and completion of Pakistan are not the 
PoK people's problems. They need jobs, necessaries of life, 
education, hospitals, justice and equality in all spheres of life. 
People of the PoK must know which is the political 
party who avails the right and solid solutions of their problems? 
Or who has a precise programme for the solutions of yout 
problems? Even though, these stooges have no intention and 
procedure of solving your problems. They have no patriotic 
i ee no fair strategy, so why do you cast your votes if 
ese persons? Even a half century has passed, but

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your problems like a monster, are frightening you at every turn 
of time and life. These stooges have totally failed to solve your 
problems, why don't you Taise voice against them?

It is necessary to stop their 
entrance plus vote who come here like tourists. You have to call 
them for a fair accountability. You should call for the 
accountability of the last fifty years activities. Catch hold them 
of their collars, and take control of your Resourcés from those 
imperialists and their stooges.

-"We shall make the Jammu-Kashmir an Islamic State, and the 


Words ‘accession to Pakistan or India’ had no place in their 
wordbook. But according to Sardar Qayyum the Jamaat had 
given up this slogan as he made them realize. So the Jamaatis are 
enough wise and do not talk about the Islamic state, and now 
they only demand for the accession to Pakistan like the Muslim 
Conference. This time the Jamaatis will contest in the so-called 
elections of the PoK. They will talk about your problems and 
Islamic laws, about justice and equality.

Bean » Was a Naib or Havaldar in the army. But aftet z 
ty short period he became the Minister of Forests, then 
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President and the Prime Minfster of the PoK, and his sons have 
become the owners of factories and manufacturing units. O 
People! Look at the hidden thing behind the curtain. Their sons 
go to America, Britain and Europe for Studies, while our 
children have their lessons in the Scorching sun and showers of 
rain, Sitting on the stones under the sky. Our motherland which 
once presented the Paradise on the earth, now these gamblers 
and agents have destroyed It completely. We have no Medical 
College and no Engineering College. The so-called university 
stretches upto an area more than four thousand acres. We have 
no hospitals, no dispensaries. Our road is broken at stretch from 
one end to the other. There js Scant .of water in more areas. 
There is no treatment of Summer, winter and sickness. No 
maternity homes. We have no other amenities of such collective 
needs of life. But as we have already stated that in the beginning 
of the elections, money is distributed before two or three 
months of the ensuing elections for the collective human needs, 
Then there is total quietude for the next five years, and no 
activity is observed in the field of people's amenities works.

The third car 1s 93-model 
Toyota Corolla for his personal use. Is there anybody who might 
take this man into account? Is there anybody who may ask him 
how he got too much wealth, only being an average storekeeper? 
Among my acquaintances, a DSP is known to me, who needs a 
wider space to write his name because his father was a crony of 
the imperialist agents, while at the same vicinity, the son of 
Noordeen who is M.A. (Urdu) and M.A. (Islamiyat), roam about 
the roads in a jobless condition. Is there anybody who may ask 
this DSP: "how did you get these "Kothiyaan/Kothi+s and cars?" 
And, three policemen are seen busy, doing his petty works-at- 
home for 24 hours while their salaries are paid from the people's 

- taxes. Is there anybody to ask this DSP what these three 
policemen do at your house? Where is the deservedness? Where 

is the merited? Have the patwari+s and tehsildar+s, DSPs and 
ASPs, and other lower government servants ever been placed 
under accountability? Has somebody asked them: "How did you 
get this wealth?’ When a man goes to the court of law for 
seeking justice, too much. price of justice is demanded by a man 
of limited resources. Some of the seekers of justice pawn their 
posterity for the sake of humanity, while some others die 
searching justice, from this immortal world.

This sort of ° 
distribution of money among the people is also a part of this old 
and dilapidated system. Because the developed countries or the 
countries having scientific System, do not tend to distribute cash, 
dollar, pound and rouble among the people to purchase votes. 
They stay within a democratic system and have been making 
progress with the solid and scientific planning, while in Pakistan 
the agents distribute some money in the election days and call it 
the progress and solving the probléms.

Now you may decide to whom 
the Sardar’s son served. even Pakistan has recognised Bangla 
Desh, and Nawaz Sharif has offered flowers on the graves of the 
Martyrs. But these hirelings speak nonsense but only for their 
own personal benefits.

Return of the Afghan Refugees 
from the PoK 


It is very strange to note that the Pakistani rulers have 
rehabilitated the Kashmiri refugees from the Indian-occupied 
Jammu and Kashmir in different Provinces of Pakistan, while the 
Afghan refugees from Afghanistan have been settled in the PoK. 
But the PoK is not capable to adjust and absorb the Afghan 
immigrants, and would prefer to rehabilitate the Kashmiri 
refugees in the PoK and Gilgit-Baltistan areas as they have the 
natural right to live and earn there. 

Let us consider why the PoK is not capable to accept the 
Afghan immigrants. Does the situation in the PoK allow the 
settling of the Afghanis in the PoK without any lien in respect of 
the local and international laws? Even the condition of the poor 
people of the PoK, alongwith their limited resources and serious 
problems do not allow to accept and absorb the immigrants other 
than the Kashmiris. Hence the Kashmiris cannot welcome and 
host the Afghan refugees. : 

There are so many tribes and classes of people in the 
PoK, but none of them likes the stay of Afghanis in their 
homeland. Only the Jamaat-i-Islami of the PoK, the greatest 
protagonist of Islam and the self-styled biggest protector of the 
Muslim Ummah, acclaims the Afghanis as great benefactors of 
the Kashmiris. What are the interests of the Jamaat-i-Islami and 
its adherents in the state of Jammu and Kashmir? To which 
section of population (of the J&K) belong these Islamicists? 
What is the force and motivation behind this class of people? 
What role these people have been playing in the Kashmiri 
Society since the first day of the Kashmiris struggle for 
Independence? We shall analyse the whole situation to see 
whether the Afghanis be allowed to settle in the PoK area. 

We shall also look at those Kashmiri people who have 
been struggling for the exodus of the Afghanis from the PoK. 
We shall find out the causes of this untoward attitude of the 
Kashmiri people with the Afghanis settled in the PoK. pa c 
Coming of Afghanis in the PoK area, multifarious evils a 
crimes have emerged there. How much the Afghanis and their

discussion, I shall refer the “State Subject Act 1935", according 
to this Act the Jammu-Kashmir .is the only state, whether 
occupied by India or Pakistan, no person from outside the I&K 
can purchase any plot of land nor he can settle down in the 
Jammu-Kashmir. When the Prime Minister of Pakistan, Nawaz 
Sharif visited the PoK, Pakistani Agent Sardar Tbrahim Khan, 
the former President of PoK had offered a plot of land to Nawaz 
‘Sharif, if he would like.to build a house there. Hearing these 
words, Nawaz Sahrif, thanking to Sardar Ibrahim, answered 
"you cannot give me legally the plot of Jand, nor I can purchase 
it (by law)". Same answer the Indian President Zail Singh gave 
to Farooque Abdullah, the Chief Minister of IoK. If the non-state © 
outsiders/persons were allowed to purchase plot of lands in the 
J&K, the Hindus and rich persons from India would have 
purchased and occupied major part of lands today, and there 
-could not exist any person who would speak for Independence 
and show abhorrence for Slavery. And the J&K area possessed 
by Pakistan, would have the large bungalows of the landlords, 
capitalists and generals, and these people would pass their 
summer days in the cool and spacious airy atmosphere of 
Kashmir, the paradise-like, instead of breathing in the scorching 
heat of Lahore, Multan and Rawalpindi.

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(1935), including the J&K national organisations and persons. It 
may be recalled that Gilgit-Baltistan, deviating from this law, 
has turned itself into minority, resultantly they have no 
representation of their own. : 

Why we cannot absorb the Afghanis in our body-politic? 
First of all we shall see whether there are such reconstruction 
projects for which we need manpower from outside our land. As 
far as my knowledge is concerned that no work of building a 
road, a bridge, a hospital, a school and any large building, water 
supply pipeline and sewerage pipeline, installation of any grid 
station of electric supply, a telephone line and any other pipeline 
is being carried on by the .PaK goverment which need 
manpower/labour from the foreign countries.

Why will a person 
pay Rs. 20/- to a (local) worker? He would certainly prefer a 
cheap labour. So the Afghanis will find their feet in the PoK. 

Again, due to illiteracy there is lack of consciousness 
and awakening the man who avails cheap labour, only looks at a 
timely benefit, and overlooks the impact of the evil which has 
found home in his society and may ruin his poor brethern and 
future generations. It is pitiable that the Afghanis have snatched 
nearly all local petty jobs and have made the poor Kashmiri 
Workers jobless, causing horrible unemployment. 

- Unfortunately, most of the Afghanis deal in opiim and 
heroin. They have spreaded this evil in our society, and our 
People are falling to drug addiction. The Afghanis and the . 
leaders, who support the cause of Afghanis for their personal 
interests, are responsible for this evil in our society. Children 
and youngsters are the assets and future of a nation, and if they 
fall victims to drug addiction, what will’be the present and future 
Of the people and the country? It is a very important question for 
the conscious and nationalist circles of the PoK. If we ignore 
this question, we will destroy our youngsters and new 
8eneration. If we have sympathy with them and are desirous of

prices of the things. So a quarrel between the man and woman is 
certain. If we come out of the world of dream, it becomes clear 
that the peace of homes have finished. Due to the arrival of 
Afghanis and their continuous stay in the PoK. The more the 
situation continues, the more the peace will deteriorate. Today 
we have control over circumstances, but when the intensity will 
increase with time, we shall have no control Over the situation. 
So we will have to expel Afghanis trom the land of the-PoK and 
resultantly restore the peace of our homes. 

Besides. the Afghanis are seen doing business in every 
town and bazaar. Everybody likes to buy things by them, for 
they sell articles gotten through theft and Smuggling on cheaper 
prices. The Afghanis sell smuggled articles in the villages and 
towns of the PoK on cheaper prices. destroying the local 
business and trade. 

The Islamicists of the Kashmir society who have been 
Supporting the Afghanis and their evils, have their own personal 
interests as they are in league with the government. The opium. 
heroin and unlawful weaponry have spreaded by the Afghanis in 
the PoK.

Battlefield of Kargil: 
New Turn of History 


We have already discussed the political, historical and 
constitutional position of Pakistan about the Kashmir Issue 
whatsoever it may be. Very recently the claimants of the right of 
ownership of the state of Jammu and Kashmir have been 
exposed in such a way that Maqbool Ahmed Butt the Martyr and 
the friend-like enemies and hypocrites stood in the same line that 
day. This day was no lesser than the death day for the opponents 
of the Independence of Kashmir as they were ashamed of their 
past actions, and grieved too. The withdrawal of Pakistani rulers 
from Kargil is the confirmed evidence in favour of our 
viewpoint that Pakistan stands at a very weak wicket in the field 
of the Kashmir problem. 

Today India is rejoicing over the retreat of Pakistan 
from Kargil, while no hearth was lit in the houses of those who 


- . had hoisted the green-crescent flag in the IoK and paid tribute to 


the departed souls of the martyrs of the Freedom Movement of 
the J&K. And the possessor-armymen. knocking at every door, 
congratulated those people for their gullibility of supporting 
Pakistani viewpoint. Those people had openly stated themselves 
as the others agents and enemies of the Independence. But after 
Kargil incident they were in a fit of remorse. Now they were 
roaming to hide their faces and badly feeling their blindness and 
indigence of farsightedness. Their remorse and sorrow shows 
their humiliation, and they are worrying about what would be 
their explanation to the future historian.

Now it is believed that unless the position of the 
PoK is determined, even a small piece of land cannot be freed 
from India, though-Kashmir can be tured to a graveyard. Had 
they have not raised the green-crescent flag with the guns in 
their hands, and have not mocked at the demand of Freedom, 
and have not involved Pakistan in the war, they would have not 
been humiliated. Nawaz Sharif, the beggar's cup breaker and the 
Protagonist of self-respect, would have not disposed to yield 
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Had the Kashmiris not gambled their

not preferred their timely and personal interests to the permanent 
and collective interests, they would have not become isolated in 
the world today.

It is evident that only a gullible may prefer such an 
advantageous idea, otherwise those who had already lost their 
capital in Pakistan, it has become hard to recover that. They had 
paid big amounts, and receiving it in the form of instalments. In 
brief, it is the responsibility of the Kashmiris to create such 
circumstances that the world community may be compelled © 
help them.

India accepted them by mistake in 1947. With hands bound 
together, Sardar Patel said to Pandit Nehru, "For God's sake, 
save India from this monster. These Kashmiris will remain 
hungry, even after swallowing up India". But Nehru had become 
blind in love of Kashmir (as he was himself a Pandit/Brahman of 
Kashmir) whose family had settled at Allahabad (India) long 
before the Partition in 1947. After some time he felt the burden 
of Kashmir, as the autobiography of Sheikh Abdullah at some 
places points out that India tried to get rid of Kashmir for several 
times but Nehru did not approve that idea. On the other side, 
Pakistan needed a problem, so it carried on the problem like a 
skilled footballer who passes the ball here and there and does 
not allow the opponents to make the goal. As a result, this 
problem remained unsolved. Despite lamentable performance of . 
the Pakistani rulers, but it is obvious that Pakistan did not like to 
own Kashmir because they know well that their affairs would 
remain in a terrible plight till the Day of Judgement. In 1947, 
millions of Kashmiris migrated to the PoK and Pakistan, too, but 
os lakh Kashmiris have been wandering with bag and 
aggage from place to place even today.

The Pakistani tulers have no moral courage to express 
their weak viewpoint before the people, otherwise their return 
from Srinagar in 1947 was sufficient to expose them.

They also accepted the constitutional status of 
Kashmir, signing the Kashmir-Pak Standstil] Agreement (dated 
12-8-1947, Karachi). Then they themselves tore it into pieces, 
making the uncivilized tribesmen infiltrate the state of the J&K, 
and fixed the people up the wall, while they should have 
avenged India which had a long common border with Pakistan 
including the J&K. But there are stout and sturdy Sikhs to whom 
the Pakistanis do not want a confrontation.

The world community does not 
understand what the Kashmiris wanted, and nobody cares 
whether Kashmir join Pakistan or India.

As soon as 
the plane landed on the airport, the Govemmor of the Punjab, 
Nawab Sadiq Hussain Qureshi, demonstrating the reminiscence 
of the Pakistan Movement, arrived at the airport; and showing 
the Holy Quran, assured cooperation to the freedom-fighters. 
People know well the showiness of the Lahorites. What words 
they would have not uttered: (translated from the Punjabi): ‘O 
what is the matter? What do you think of we people? We shall 
crush Bharat. You should put confidence in our assurance. We 
are not men of flattery.’ : 

In brief, the freedom-fighters were entrapped in their 
- Jove-net. They put off their 'shalwars', bound the strips of cloth 

on their eyes, shaved their faces, and put them in some torture- 
cell at Gilgit. Pakistanis named this action as ‘the Dubai 
Operation’, and handed over the plane to Bharat and received a 
lot of appreciation. The Pakistanis declared that the higjackers 
belonged to some African country and their balance of heads 
were also not sound. It is correct. If they had not lost the balance 
of mind, why could they repeat the mistake of 1970? 

It may be recalled here taht many important Bharati 
personalities, including three chief ministers, were travelling in 
that plane. The highjackers had demanded the release of all 
prisoners, including Maqbool Ahmed Butt. They also demanded 
to meet the UN Secretary-General. The newspapers show that 
Abdul Hameed Dewaani disclosed after release that Bharat 

released Maqbool Ahmed Butt and sent him in a special plane to 
Lahore, but soon after our arrest, the Pakistan Government 
handed him over back to India. Because, Pakistan had agreed in 
HiemSinla Pact sometime before this event that every movement 
against India would be crushed forcibly. However, Bhutto 
power and government came to an end, and General Zia-¥ 
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Haque took over the power, and they were released from the 
prison. Then it was publicly known that they were not mad 
Africans and they were the Kashmiri freedom-fighters. 

After the release of Diwaani Saheb and his companions 
when they were asked why they repeated the mistake, even with 
the light of the Past, he said that we, in fact. did not believe that 
the Pakistani rulers were greater enemy of the Independence of 
Kashmir than India. : ; 

We often thought that such people always tell lies. 
When Diwaani Saheb expressed that he intended to restart the 
Liberation Movement.

But at the public kitchen (langar) of the Jamaat-e- 
Islami, the supply of bread and butter is better, sO we are 
helpless. It seems that the social evolution has stopped from the 
alpha, the History has finished its journey or the wheel of 
History is moving in reverse direction. These people have no 
knowledge of their surroundings and they are only the frogs of 
the well. Advocating the case of the Kashmiris, we have passed 
through the annals of fifty years. They don't like Independent 
Kashmir, In their public processions, such slogans are raised:

Take the example of Meer Wa'iz Yousuf Shah. he

K.H. Khurshid, being the (former) Secretary of the 
Founder of Pakistan, concluded that a sovereign and 
Independent Kashmir can only be the custodian of prosperity 
and perpetual peace of this region.

But now we are not ina 
position of answering their reproaching. How long the pilfer's 
mother will weep in a dark corner? That is why we request to 
our Punjabi friends that they should not taunt us about those 
Kashmiris who had left Kashmir centuries before for lust of gold 
and money. It is your problem to deal with them. We are not 
responsible for their crimes. If these who left Kashmir centuries 
past, are still Kashmiris, then the people of the PoK cannot be 
Kashmiri, becuase they came and settled here centuries ago.

And, the Assembly at 
Srinagar confirmed in the decade of 1950 the Maharaja's 
declaration of annexation with India. It may be recalled that the 
seats for the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir are still reserved. In 
other words, on one side, the political and constitutionai position 
of these people is that when, even when a 10-year-old child calls 
for an explanation about the Kashmir dispute. these people lose 
their senses and no suitable answer comes from them.

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It is the auisforiniic of the Kashmiris that the continuous 
Slavery and servility of five-hundred years has affected them 
many diseases. During a conversation, it is probable that they 
may join their relationship with Socrates, Descartes, and Plato. 
They earned some name after leaving Kashmir. But their mind 
does not work, living on the land of Kashmir, it acts like a frog 
in the pond. A saying is well known that a Kashmiri 
philosopher, wandering far and wide, reached the Punjab, where . 
often people preserve the dry-dungs which they use as fuel in the 
winter season. This philosopher happened to watch these dung- 
cakes affixed to the walls for the purpose of drying out. 
Afterwards the philosopher had been busy in thinking deeply 
how the buffalo or cow could climb over such a high wall and 
this dung was attached there. People were also watching the 
philosopher, thinking deeply about something for so many days. 
So one day they asked him what was the matter that he was 
pondering so seriously..Then he replied that he was not an 
ordinary man, and added ‘he was a Kashmiri thinker and that 
was the point under his thinking’. 

The only purpose of this story is that the people at 
Srinagar, living at a distance of fifty miles from Muzaffarabad 
(PoK), do not know the system prevalent in Pakistan, at the end 
of the 20th century and in the beginning of the 21st century. 
They are unaware of the circumstances of the people, and their 
standard of living. And what is the thinking of the people? What 
are we doing and what we ought to do? But their only hobby is 
to count: '20 died today and 25 died yesterday’, and so on. They 
ask earnestly every visitor at Srinagar: It is said that there has 
come the period of the Prophet's Companions (Rdh). What more 
folly can be expected from this simpleton questioner!

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Afterwards the regular armed activities had begun in 
Kashmir. In the beginning, the international community 
welcomed it as the national Liberation Movement, and it 
rendered a lot of moral support to it. During these activities, the 
freedom-fighters behaved the non-Muslims so nice that they - 
offered refuge to them who were actually fightring against the 
Indian army.

Since the Kargil issue evolved, every Bharati citizen i 
been offering Rs. 2/- daily in the Defence Fund, and donations 
are being sent from abroad. The comparative study shows that 
only an amount of Rs. 2/- daily by: every Indian makes the Indian 
Detence Pund 2 billion rupees daily. It is a matter of yesterday, 
on one side, Ishaque Dar was begging for loan from the World 
Bank and he assured the bank authorities that they did not spend 
on other item, though the accounts of 780 million dollars were 
debated in the Assembly.

That, they have given back even the areas, freed by our unarmeq 
freedom-fighters, while Bharat got free Bengal only in Seventeen 
days, and handed over it to the leaders of Bangla Desh, Which 
Pakistanis should follow. But Bharat has not made known he; 
gratitude to Bangla Desh as yet. 

The economic progress of Bangla Desh is a clear Sign 
that the separation of Kashmir is most essential from Pakistan (+ 
India), otherwise the Kashmiris will “never be able to stang 
honourably amidst the community of nations, and they will be 
debtors, generation after generation; till the doomsday. It jg 
regrettable that nobody accepts the facts in this country. If these 
people might have realised the facts, why the inhuman activities 
would have taken place? Addressing to a reception in London, 
Yousuf Haroon said what we have only learnt during the last 
fifty years is: ‘We will never accept the truth whether we have to 
pay the heavy price whatsoever it may be.’ It is 100 pc correct 
regarding our Panjabi friends. Even after a 10-year deliberations . 
— the discussion of reasons for and against — the final answer 
is: ‘From where do you speak? Whose hand is behind you?’ They 
have a fatwa/indictment of treachery in their pocket. They don't 
know how to discriminate the Slavery, Freedom, forcibleness 
and exploitation. Without any hesitation, they speak: "You live 


on our sustenance/food/"*ZUiné"' However, the greatest 
argument of Slavery is that they have kept us backward and 
exploit us as their market. Our people whatsoever they earn, by 
washing utensils and polishing shoes, goes back to their money- 
boxes. It is something like a kotel owner who first calls plain 
words to his customers and then says, ."O ungrateful men! You 
eat my food and speak rubbish." 

We were talking about the exploiters’ junta. Some 
months ago, the main leader of this school of thought, Sardar 
Qayyum, expressed in a TV-interyiew, "Pakistan should 
strengthen every kind of relations but should not have trade 

“felations with India. Because jt wil] destroy the Pakistan 
industry.” Had these words were spoken by persons like B 

‘Thakray, L.K. Advani, Birla and Tata, it will be understandable 
why they will hand over the market of a billion people, Ce 
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liked by the USA, to their enemy country (Pakistan) for its 16 
crore poor people. What are their interests in Pakistan? But for 
the poverty-stricken people of Pakistan, we do Not take it as a 
bargain of loss. Since, in case of trade with India, if the Indians 
would avail the market of 16 crore people; Pakistan, too, would 
avail the largest market of one billion people. What was the 
annoyance, except the pleasing one? The maximum possible 
result will be that the 'No. 2' products of the industrialists of this 
country would not be sold. They cannot be able to exploit the 
poor. They cannot grab nzsney by selling No. 2 products, even 
the impure life-saving drugs. They cannot be able to deposit . 
money with the foreign banks, and people wiil get cheap and 
standard commodities. 

If these ‘mullas’, the pirates in the guise of guides, were 
well-wisher of the mankind, they would step forward and greet 
the trade relations with India. But the inside reality is that the 
capitalists beget the ‘mullaism', vis-a-vis, the mullas beget the 


_ capitalism. They always go together. If the mullas would support’ 


it, they would grind the axe on their own feet. In future. if the 
doors of the exploitation by the Pakistani capitalists are closed, 
who will pay the ‘bhatta’ to the mullas? How will they carry on 
their system? Its demands our consideration, why do the Bharati 
leaders and capitalists not protest strongly against the trade with 
the USA, saying that their industries would be destroyed?

On the other 
side, India propagate, the destruction of this communal attitude, 
and seeks the sympathy all the world over and crushes the 
underground national movements of Independence, showing the 
‘fear of Muslims. And, 25 crore/250 million Indian Muslims have 
been living in the state of siege and they are compelled to beg 
prayers for India. Recently, the Hindu-Muslim rot in 
Ahmedabad, a city of India, was the one of the same chain. This 
‘thinking has not only resulted in making 25 crore Muslims as 
hostage in India, but also Pakistan has become a natural buckler 
in the hands of the Indians in the way to the Independence of 
Kashmir. Because when there occurs a mishap, India makes 
Pakisan the target. The atomic race and the poverty of the people 

* of both countries are the result of this ill-omened philosophy and 
attitude, otherwise India has not made the atom bomb to use it 
against the Slaves. Had the Kashmiris not adopted this orthodox 
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and antique thinking, the atom and by aren bombs of India’ 
might prove useless, and the Kashmiris would have achieved ian 
independence. Since the History says in a louder voice that the 
masters never use atom bomb against the Slaves. Atom bombs 
are used only on equal power, otherwise today, there would be 
‘no Independent states in the world, equal in size of a district of 
Kashmir.

An event of Hazrat 
Ali (Rdh) is known to all. Once during a combat, he managed to 
fall down his enemy on the ground; and when he was just to 
behead him, that wretched person spitted over Ali (Rdh). For the 
‘reason, Ali (Rdh) forgave him, saying, 'Go away. Your murder 
_will tum into personal enmity. But I was fighting only for Allah. 
For the honour of our faith, Islam.’ On the contrary, they 
discharge urine. one of the worst actions, at the grave of Sheikh 
Muhammad Abdullah, situated in the boundaries of the Hazrat

brought about the persons like Kokaparey who rebelled. They 
organized an opposing Sroup and did such atrocities, which the 
Bharati troops could not perform. Today, all the pro-government 
groups who are fighting, they were all in their good books. Their 
horrible and abhorrent conduct saved Bharat from disgrace and 
infamy in the international community. Because of the reports, 
editted by the impartial Organisations of the Human Rights after 
investigations, wherein more crimes were committed by them 
than the Indian troops. India had the advantage of having 
involved in the state of war. Since, the Fundamental Rights are 
not observed in the state of war, so India had an advantageous 
position. But the inhuman treatment of the Jehaadi Islamicists 
with their Muslim brethren was incomprehensible for the world 
community, which was fairly interpreted as the Terrorism.

The fire and flames broke out 
Te je on the initiative of the gracious Ulema, 
put on the coffin-sheets on their heads, and declared that they 
would never allow any intervention with the Din (religion). It ; 
against the commandments of our religion and minor boys an 
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wed to marry. The Maulanas opened mariage 
here and the Muslims began to come to these 
offices with their children of even two-months in order to marry 
the pairs. Watching this scene, Aslam Jirajpuri said, Very, very 
regretful! Whenever these people are united, they are united for 
the False.’ In other words, these people forget, though 
temporarily their differences. This is what Amanullah and his 
allies did. The people who used to speak nonsensicals about Butt 
Saheb and called the supporters of the Independence the

Since, the Pakistanis have 
given the people a wrong lesson. As a result, it is a fuss and 
commotion necessary for them, that the Human Rights were 
being violated in Kashmir. They are concerned with trifles — 
this is being done and that is being done. But the question is that 
the Kashmiris do not recognise the Indian Constitution. There is 
the war against India. In such circumstances, what laws can 
protect the Human Rights. It happens all over the world. Where 
there is war, such incidents take place. In 1971, what was not 
done in Bangla Desh? What is not being done in all the world of 
Islam? What is the condition of Pakistan itself? Take the fatality 
of ten lakh children in Iraq; does this not come in the jurisdiction 
of Human Rights? In fact, this noise of Human Rights has 
Proved, detrimental to the cause of Kashmiris. Because the 
peas glare not been struggling against the violation of 
ghts, but it is their war of National Independence.

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However, this cuesten requires an answer: ‘what was 
the.actual object of this war?' The answer must be given by the 
opponents of the Independence, because its aims and objects are 
beyond our sense of comprehension. We have described in these 
lines the disgraceful incident of the grave of Sheikh Muhammed 
Abdullah, the Lion of Kashmir. What was the fault of Sheikh 
Saheb except that he made a nomadic people. wandering like 
flocks of sheep, the owner of lands over a night and cleansed the 
age-old blurs of the Slavery. For the self-respect of his people, 
he rebelled against the despotic system of the Maharaja. He 
-bestowed them the opportunity of honour and respect. He passed 
several years in a small, dark room.. In 1947, he achieved a 
responsible system of government for his people without 
shedding a drop of blood. And, leaving a few articles, Kashmir 
was standing at the threshold of the Independence. But the 
Kashmiris, customarily conspired against him. as a result he was - 
put behind the bars and they had sold Kashmir to India. And, 
persons like Bakhshi Ghulam Muhammed spent money lavishly 
in order to purchase the conscience of the Kashmiris. Why so 
much sacrifices were not offered at that time? 

After a long term of imprisonment, when Sheikh Saheb 
was released, he re-started his Struggle. Nehru sent him to 
Pakistan with a message that if Pakistan is willing to grant 
Freedom to the PoK. so India would be ready to bestow 
Freedom to the IoK. Meanwhile, unfortuately Nehru expired. 
But before his death, the Pakistani rulers had refused that they 
would never liberate Kashmir. Because Pakistan would not 
allow the US military installations in the Independent Kashmur.

Dr. Mahboob-ul-Haque 
had said fairly that there was not a great mockery than this thing 
that the US would foster friendship with a freedom-loving 
nation, leaving its loyal slave. Anyway, the meaning of the 
reversal logic of these people is nothing except that if Kashmir 
becomes Independent, it will be a Muslim country in the world 
of Islam. Because of the whole world of Islam has become a Us 
colony. It is also the destination of those who have raised the 
purposeless slogan of ‘Accession to Pakistan.’ What is the 
purpose of acceding Kashmir to Pakistan? The slavery of the 
slaves, or something else? Kashmir is no more sacred than 
Mecca and Madina where will be doomsday, if the US comes 
there. If there would be a little truth in this rumour, the US 
would take no time of one year to get Kashmir free. The US 
could do it within some weeks. Can the Pakistani intellectuals 
imagine, if the US demands Pakistan to come out of the PoK 
within 24 hours, and then it recognises Kashmir as an 
Independent state in the moming. Then, a_ sqvereign, 
Independent state may emerge on the globe till evening, or not? 
Perhaps, these people take the US as Kashmir, that they will 
give a threat, straightening their moustaches. As a result, all the 
Kashmiris will be frightened and sit in a corner like mice. 
Pakistanis should throw out from the last part of their mind that 
the US would like to set free Kashmir. But we are ourselves the 
largest obstacles in the way of Kashmir's Independence. You 
have no such a position before the US as much as the Kashmiris 
position before Pakistan. When the US deems it, Kashmir will 
be free within three or four days, as Kargil is vacated. At 
present, the US has no interest in this region. If he wants to do 
something, he can do a lot in Tibet, which is called the roof of 
the world.

The Pakistani rulers have done a second ‘good turn’ for 
the Kashmiris. It is regrettable that Pakistan not only excited

theft, gave China as a gift. Since then, China has become a 
hindrance in the way of Kashmir Independence. China, which 
had been a strong supporter of the people's Independence in the 
beginning. She had given indications for the practical help of the 
Kashmiris. Because helping the Kashmiris against Bharat, was 
essentail for China's interest. Firstly. China had a quarrel with 
India and she also had a desire that an other power should not 
emerge against China in this region. Besides, Da'lai Lama of 
Tibet was also present in Delhi, and India had been helping him. 
But Pakistan, for the sake of China's friendship, slaughtered the 
poor Kashmiris. 

Since, on the religious basis. the Kashmir movement is 
itself a menace to China's solidarity. Secondly, if the Kashmir 
problem is solved, China would have to return the 'sift-land’. But 
itis believed that China might take over some more land by any 
pretension in future to come. Because of Pakistan's foreign 
policy is diverging to opposite direction of China which we are 
going to describe. Friendship and enmity of nations go with their 
interests. Only the slogan ‘Our Friendship is higher than the. 
Himalayas' — cannot carry on the friendship. Now it is meiting 
gradually like snow. Some of the indications have come to light 
in the near past. 

Among the causes of the coldness in the Pak-China 
Friendship, one of the causes is that the Pakistani rulers nave 
provided an installation to the US for spying against China, 
which is situated on the wide field of Dev'saie on the neck of 
China. It is obvious that this installation will be used against 
China in future. Because, the US has no ideological enmity with 
India. Very recently, the former Director, ISI, Javeed Nasir had 
declared that their mujahideen had also been fighting in ie 
Sardar Qayyum condemned this statement vehemently. A a

Pakistan, India, Central Asiatic states, and Russia, even other 
parts of the world. This is why Siachin had gained enough 
importance by the American strategists and the high generalship 
of the armed forces. And, it caused to intensify the American 
interest in Kashmir; even though, instead declaring Pakistan as a 
terrorist country, there came, all of a sudden, a change in the 
American attitude. And, a zig-zag policy of the relationship and 
diplomacy was adopted which was an admixture of the elements 
of ‘threatening to Pakistan’ and a manner of ‘tempting to 
Pakistan’ as well.

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decision, the position of Pakistan may increase manifold. 
Through the Resham Highway, it has a close neighbourhood 
with China, 4 great power who is his tried friend. Hence, if the 
influence is made effective in the Northern Areas the American 
hold can be Strengthened in this very important Part of the 
world, with reference to the population, geography, mineral 
resources and natural ways, Alongwith it, China's bordering 
activities can be looked around directly. And, if it is essential, all 
the opportunities of Sabotage and wranglings can be arranged 
through Bharat. This is the reason that this region gained 
gradually momentous Position, after the end of the cold war. An 
other reason of its importance is that the experiments, alongwith 
the traditional conception of Islam, have Started here, which can 
present Islam and its followers with a live introduction in future. 
Meanwhile, the Bharati attack on Siachin has enhanced the 
importance of this region. The US had achieved access to the 
wide field of Dev'saie in the reign of Gen. Zia-ul-Haque but the

These 
are not only instruments, which record open ground and. 
underground changes, but also a strategy to influence the 
Pakistan-China relationship. Such sensitive instruments have 
also been installed in Laddakh, the IoK. The increasing US 
interest in the Norther Areas, since many past years, can be 
assessed by this fact that Gen. P. Hover, an office-bearer of the 
American Central Committee, toured Siachin for two times and 
at the occasion of his second tour when he was going to retire 
from his office. According to some circles, the rehabilitation 
works .and defence projects are being increased rapidly in the 
Afghan areas which are not purposeless. But the work had been 
Started very earlier to prepare them for their objects, so when it 
will be needed, they would’ stand to safeguard the American 
interests. Afterwards, the Pakistan Government constituted the 
Northem Areas Council, and the PoK political parties 
demonstrated their anger against the said Council. But after 
Pakistan, India had constituted the Laddakh Council. This is 
showing that, at least, the Northern Areas were going under the 
American influence, and resultantly the American thumb will be 
pressing the neck of Pakistan, which will not only endanger the 
Sovereignty of Pakistan, but becoming a wall between the 
Resham Highway and China, ultimately will. turn their 
friendship into enmity. And, they may say that Pakistan provided 
the way to the US to circumfluous directly around China, Iran 
and other adjoining countries. What can be the reaction of Iran? 
. common man, too, can easily understand it, And, the reaction 
e China, a friend country (of Pakistan) is not concealed, too."

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Is Pakistan a Party 


of the Kashmir Issue? 


With reference to the Kashmir policy of Pakistan, we 
have expressed how the Pakistan ruling -junta, particularly a 
peculiar lobby, excited with covetousness and longing for 
conquests, made nefarious attempts to deprive of the 
Fundamental Rights which the Kashmiris got accepted by the 
world organization with-great efforts and sacrifices. 

Apart from the matter how far they succeeded in their 
unpleasant objects or for mere a few coins they elongated the 
night of Slavery of an oppressed people but blurred the pages of 
their own history. The future historian will be able to bring in 


‘light the reality, even though we should make-a survey of the 


result of the hypocrisy and selfish ends, what a Jot which one 
achieved and which one lost? And, where they themselves stand 
today and where are the Kashmiris? This is an unchangeable and 
unyielding law of the Nature that a claim only based cn lies and 
deceit which can never produce pleasant consequences.

fate will be very admonitory and exemplary. With reference to 
the Kashmir Issue, these persons have performed so many 
somersaults during the last half century, in fact, are the logical 
result of a lie, that their claim about the Right of Possession over 
Kashmir was wrong and it is still wrong. It has been frequently 
said that the viewpoint of the Congress, (which represented the 
middle and the oppressed classes in India) showed that the 
verdict about the future of the princely states in the British India 
would be decided by the oppresed people. Contrary to this, the 
Muslim League, possessed and controlled by the Jagirdars 
(landlords), advocated the reverse logic that the Rajas, 
Maharajas, Nawabs and Jagirdars would have the option to 
decide the future of their respective States, and not the people. 
Before proceeding onward, it is necessary to explain a point. As 
we have expressed just now that it was a special principle for the 
princely states of the British India as they were the pet servants 
of the English rulers of the United India. The (State of) Kashmir 
had no relations with the sub-Continent of India with reference 
to the geographical conditions, history. economic, culture and 
civilization. Kashmir was awarded to the Maharaja as a Jagir 
(estate / State). This was a great example of the Maharaja's 
patriotism that he saved his motherland (Kashmir) from the 
bondage in exchange of a heavy remuneration paid to the 
English rulers who had come from abroad, far off the great 
oceans. Had we relations with India, we would have been 
victims of the cruelty and oppression today, as the “haris" and 
farmers of Pakistan are oppressed by this priviliged class. 
Kashmir had always relations with the Central Asia, and 
’ other countries than that of the sub-Continent of India, this is 
why the culture and civilization of Central Asia has remarkable 
influence upon Kashmir even today, Pandit Kalhan, the writer of 
the "Raj-Tirangani", the oldest history of Kashmir, and Dr. Tara 
Chand, the great historian of India agrees that Kashmir had 
never been a part of the Indo-Pak sub-Continent with reference 
to the geographical conditions, civilization, culture and history. 
For this reason, the English separated the strip of Wakhan from 
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Kashmir in 1890 by a conspiracy. Then joined the strip onto 
Afghanistan in order to disconnect all direct relations of 
Kashmir with the Central Asia, otherwise this strip had been a 
natural and regular part of Kashmir and Jammu till 1890. If we 
look at the map of Afghanistan, this strip is seen hanging over 
the field of this country, and seems like a tail, unnecessary, Jt 
should also be kept in mind that Kashmir is not a small estate 
(jagir) or State (riyasat) like British India princely states, but it is 
a country nearly equal in size to the present Britain where there 
were almost more than two hundred states, large and small, such 
as : Kashtwar, Bhimbar, Hunza, Nagaru, and Poonch etc. which 
were some large states of Kashmir. But regret to express that the 
selfish junta has also been portraying Kashmir Issue, pertaining 
to the Partition of the sub-Continent, for the last half century in 
order to make the simple people fool, and has been acclaiming 
without any interpretation and explanation that the States had no 
Right of Freedom and sovereignty. 

These people of Pakistan and India, who once had been 
the servants of an overseas English company, have been 
dreaming to colonise the Free and Independent State of Kashmir 
and Jammu. What one can expect from these people of 
conservative style? The proposed map of Chaudhry Rehmat Ali 
may be observed in which he wrapped Iran and Afghanistan with 
the State of Kashmir and Jammu. We Kashmiris, in fact, have 
become a prey of this non-interpretable dream. That is why the 
Pakistani rulers and their pet agents oppose to: include the 
history of Kashmir in the curriculum, and they do not like’ that 
the people be equipped with consciousness and awareness.

; An American journalist, Margaret Brook White, in her 
book ‘Half Way to Freedom’ describes the plundering and 
ravaging of the tribal-men, That, their buses and trucks in lines 
loaded with looted goods proceeded to Pakistan from Kashmir: 

“and after one or two days these trucks came back, loaded with 
tribal-men in order to liberate their Kashmiri brethern. And 
repeating this practice, they without distinction of colour, race 
and religion, robbed and plundered, and freed from chains of life 
the Hindus, Sikhs, Muslims, Christians, Buddhists, the rich and 

’ the poor, men and women, old and children, farmers and 
working class men. They raped even fourteen ‘daughters of 
church’ i.e. the European nuns. They killed a teacher of the St. 

Joseph Mission Hospital who was a nun from Belgium, named 
sister Mary, including these nurses and one English pair. And 
they killed several of the sick persons. It is estimated that only 
one thousand people out of total population in district Baramola 

could save their lives. 

Anwar Alig, who had witnessed this tragedy, writes with 
the topic "Jehaad-i-Kashmir" in the daily "Ausaf" in a serial 
essay, You may go through some extracts given here : 

"On 28th October, the tribal-men stayed at Baramola at 
night. At the end of the feast hosted by Umrao Khan, the tribal 
men snatched forcibly all the ornaments and gold of his house. 
On the very night, they began to rob and plunder even the houses 
of the Muslims apart from the Hindus and Sikhs. About 
midnight, the "jirga" of the Muslim noblemen of the city (of 
Baramola) came to Major Khursheed Anwer and said : If the 
meaning of Pakistan is the same as we see NOW, so we do a 
need it'. The Major Saheb was shedding tears of blood. He 
ordered me to appoint the Mujahideen of District Hazara to 
guard the bridge, and no tribesman might be allowed to ae 
the bridge.. The Major Saheb thought if Sues wou & 
conquered, the tribal men would Dae cena 
completely, and it would be difficult to call them . 
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farther writes: ‘On hearing the speech of Khursheed Anwer, the 
tribesmen began to murmur because they had come only to rob 
and plunder. Therefore, after hearing the speech of Major Anwer 
Khurshid Khan, he (Anwar Alig) himself began. to speak. He 
said in Pashto to the tribesmen that they would not be allowed to 
rob Srinagar, so they should go back from here. He added that 
the Pathans should offer their lives but the credit of conquering 
Srinagar must go to the Punjabis. Hearing these words, all the 
tribesmen were ready to go back”. He writes ; "On the moming 
of October 24, we got the information that the robbers of the 
Mehsood tribe were carrying beautiful girls loaded in trucks, and 
they were molesting them. Since October 27, the Indian aircrafts: 
started bombardment on Baramola. Because the tribesmen felt 
much fear of the air bombardment, so they fled away 
insensibly.” He writes : "On morning of October 28, we were on 
patrol round the city of Baramola, all of a sudden we saw 
Maqbool Sherwani, I immediately ordered to arrest that person. 
He was the agent of Sheikh Abdullah. Major Khursheed Anwer 
ordered to shoot him down, but we hanged this traitor upside 
down against the wall of the Nishat Hotel, and put off his 
trousers and shot him dead. Until we stayed there, his corpse 
remained hanging. It may be remembered that it was the very 
Maqbool Sherwani about whom we had expressed in a past 
chapter. He was a popular and enlightened leader of the 
Kashmiris and an exciting speaker. He was also called the 
Bahadur Yar Jung of Kashmir. But the Pakistanis’ standard of 
examining a thing is different. In their viewpoint, the hero of 
sixteen crore people, the founder and father (of the nation) of 
Bangla Desh is a traitor even today, while Yahya Khan, Tikka 
Khan and Gen. Niazi are heroes even today. Why? When Sheikh 
Abdullah criticises India, he is called the Lion of Kashmir, and 
when he speaks of Independence for Kashmir, he is called 4 
"shaddar" / (traitor), and with many other names (of bad 
meanings). Anwer Alig adds : “On the night of October 29, the 
tribal mujahideen began to run towards Ori. We were waiting for 
help from the Government of Pakistan, Rawalpindi. Almost at 
midnight, the house-owner, (named) Kashmiri knocked at OU! 
door and said weeping, the Indian army is arriving in Baramola 
and the Pakistani mujahideen are fleeing. Now what will be our 
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fate? We came out and saw that the lorries and trucks were 
running towards Ori. We too picked up our goods put it into our 
wagon, soon left the house and joined the ares runnin 
towards On. We reached Ori at 5 o'clock in the moming The 
Indian Army captured Baramola, seeing it empty. We stayed at 
the Dak-bungalow in Qn, and we had been waiting for 
reinforcement from Government of Pakistan. The Indian airora?t

On the other side, when Gandhiji visited Kashmir, the 
Maharani (the Queen) offered him a glass of milk, he without 
losing a moment, said, "Gandhi does not drink the milk of a Raja 
whose people are in distress". Gandhiji refused to take any meal 
despite continuous insistence of both the Rani and the Raja, and 
said that the verdict of Kashmir will be made by the people of 
Kashmir themselves. 

Sheikh Abdullah, expressing his sorrow over the killings 
and plunder of the Kashmiris by the tribal men, said that the 
tribesmen’s tempestuous indisciplinarianism has defaced the 
picture of Pakistan which attracted the eyes of the Kashmiri 
Muslims; and the Pakistani rulers feel it seriously, but they do 
not express it. Nor they ever expressed regret and repentence. 
This was the first gift of the rulers of the Islamic Republic of 
Pakistan to the ancestral homeland of Allama Iqbal, the thinker 
of Pakistan. 

Sheikh Abdullah might have written these memoirs 
before the decade of seventy, for which he has expressed so 
much sorrow over the behaviour of the Pakistani rulers.

In his book about Kashmir, Pandit Kalhan writes :

For what these people can claim to be the well-wisher of 


Kashmir? Don't they feel their shameful acts? These were the 
untold facts which compelled the Maharaja to request India ‘for 
military aid, but India did not respond, and this was the reason 
that Kashmir had nothing to do with the politics and history, and 
the Partition of the sub-Continent, too. It was so. Before the 
Partition in 1947, since the League and the Congress had 
acquired influence over the princely, states throughout India but 
both parties did not contact the people of Kashmir.

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However, after the Maharaja's request and temporary 
annexation, the Indian Army entered Kashmir, and India 
Trewicdan e Nations, making propriety the Pakisan's 
Peto ean ashmir. On the other side, the Kashmiri 

» Unprovided with means, got free a portion of 
Kashmir and declared it an Independent Republic, as evident by 
the historical documents. The freedom-fighters had been 
capturing different areas one after the other. Meanwhile. the 
UNO passed a resolution on August 13, 1948, wherein the 
people of Kashmir have been granted the Right of Self- 
determination in order to decide their future. In this resolution, 
there was no condition of annexation with Pakistan or India- but 
the people of Kashmir had been granted the unlimited Right of 
Self-determination. Since the conditional Right of Self- 
determination is itself, in fact, a negation of the Right of the 
Self-determination. 

In case of a conditional Self-determination, it is to 
choose a master whether the Kashmiris would like to become 
Slaves of the meat-eaters of the slaughtered cows or become the 
bondsmen of the idol-worshippers. Although, the logical 
consequence of the Self-determination is, after all, the 
Independence. On one side, the UNO exerted pressure upon the 
Government of India that the Kashmiris should be given the 
Right to ascertain their future; while on the other side, the 
activities of the freedom-fighters had been increased rapidly. 
However, the conspirators and the religious-patriarchy had 
nothing left unfinished to sabotage this movement. In spite of 
this, it was believed that the issue would reach its logical 
consequence within a few months. During this period the: 
Founder of Pakistan passed away. To the bureaucracy, it was 
adding to elegance, they soon got passed a decayed resolution on 
January 1, 1949 by the United Nations under the cover of a deep 
conspiracy, and made the freedom-fighters forcibly to cease the 
war against India. This Cease-fire Resolution was no more than 
a complete document of Slavery, which led the Kashmiris 
towards a defeat in the War of Independence, and they became 
perpetual bondsmen of the strangers i.e. non-Kashmiris.

It is known to all, if China wishes to be absorbed (or 
annexed) in Nepal, it is possible. To become subservient to any 
one, there is no need to seek permission of the United Nations, 
the world organisation. The Right of annexation with other 
country is always reserved for any or every country. A few years 
ago, Syria and Egypt joined one another demonstrating the spirit 
of the Islamic brotherhood, but after a very short. time, they 


separated due to serious contentions. 
We were talking about the world organisation (UNO). 


Since, a lawyer like Zafarullah Khan had been proving his 
mettle in the field of foreign affairs. He concluded that he had 
won the field after a long speech (of some hours), as a lawyer 
wins a case in the court of law.

Here are some extracts from it: i 
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"The ten-year deadlock and various events and 
circumstances, now have brought to light such problems and 
facts, which could not be imagined before ten years. It became 
imminent to amend and revise the old beliefs and thoughts. ] 
want to’talk to you on this topic in the light of my ten-year 
personal experiences and observations, and the changed 
circumstances. I think that the annexation of Kashmir with India 

_ is a better solution in the present circumstances. Now it is our 

cominon object to work effectively in order to shape into exactly 
and finally. It is essential to act with mutual cooperation, trust 
and confidence in order to achieve this goal. It is my sincere 
desire that this ten-year dispute should now be finished as earlier 
as possible, so that the people of Kashmir too, like other people 
of India, might pay attention to their progress and prosperity. We 
know very well about the good sentiments and desirés in your 
heart about the welfare and betterment for Kashmir and. its 
people. And then, our strong relationship of belonging to the 
same homeland is a great paraphernalia of confidence and 
satisfaction for the Kashmiris. Because: of the relationship of 
belonging to the same native country is greater than the ties of 
colour and race and beliefs which can never be broken." 

These were the thoughts and reflections of the supporter 
of the annexation of Kashmir with Pakistan, the spiritual leader 
of Kashmiris and the translator of the Holy Quran in. the 
Kashmiri language, Maulana Muhammed Yousuf Shah (RH).

It is useless to complain to the old Kashmiris. Excepting 
a few, those who came in 1947, they have a very liftle interest in 
Kashmir.

Sardar Qayyum says when we laid the 
foundation of the 'Al-mujahid’ organization in the decade of 
1965, we were suffering from a tremendous economic crisis, 
even though we had not a quarter‘rupee in our pocket to buy

the Race Club. “Are these the Kashmiri sons of pride who are 
loved by our people — ‘blind of wisdom’? Now, those carrying 
the struggle, have -only one, way. which is seeking relief and 


cooperation from the Kashiniris, living in the overseas countries. 
That. the Kashmiris in Europe and America, if determine to 
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struggle for Kashmir with complete consciousness and provide 
economic aid to the freedom. fighters, alongwith the 
demonstrations only after one and two years.

Now we see that the All-India Muslim 
League had been working on undemocratic thinking 
since, earlier. This is why she always had friendly

relations with the autocrat and cruel rulers of the 


princely states, even the League President (and_ later 
founder of Pakistan) was the legal advisor to (he 
Maharaja of Kashmir, who was the President of the 
Association of the princely-States of the British India. 


3. The Government of Pakistan recognised the 
constitutional status of Kashmir on signing a non- 
Aggression Agreement with the Maharaja. — 

4. There is no role of Pakistan in the process of the 
Plebiscite in Kashmir in the light of 1949 Resolution 


passed by the UNO. Instead, Pakistan will have to be - 


ejected, first of all, from Kashmir: 

5. After 1947, even those areas which were captured by the 
freedom-fighters during the war, (those areas) were 
returned to India. Contrary to this, the areas of Kashmir 
which were seized by India, still she has possession over 
them. Jt may be noted that an area of land obtained in 
the war is returned only to the country/party whose legal 
Right is recognised. 
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6. The Indian Army, seven lakh in 
fighting openly in Kahsmir, while Pakistan expresses 
only moral Sympathy; and as a matter of principle, the 
moral Sympathy does not make the sympathiser a part 
in the affairs of another country/state. :

On the. contrary, the so-called Azad Kashmir 
Government has ignored the Indian-occupied Kashmir since the 
first day.

It may be recalled that India raised the question of

During pregnancy our women often come 
back from the jaws of death and many: of them embrace death. 
There is neither a lady doctor nor a’ doctor for them. If the 
brother of a sister or the husband of a woman would have been 
earning wages in the Middle East or Europe, he would manage 
to admit her-sister in a hospital owned’by the landlord of the 
Punjab. She would utilise this facility only’when her supporter 
might be on leave from his job or he must have come back very 
recently from Europe or Middle East; otherwise he/she could not 
have arranged the nearest hospital at proper time, though he/she 
would have capability to help his/her sister or wife. 
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It is interesting to note that the regular weekly 
examination is done of the wives of the agents and stooges of the 
Jandlords, capitalists and bureaucrats, The spouse is told about a . 
week before the birth of the child that she would bear the child 
on that particular day and time, so she must be in the hospital on 
that particular day.

not bear fruit at a particular stage of its age; a tree which 
provides shadow,-does not give us shadow at a particular slage 
of its age. So is the case of foodstuffs. Now take the maize. We 
sow the seeds of maize and reap it. But after one year, its bread 
is not eaten, because it becomes bitter. We have not checked it 
scientifically in the villages but it is known through our 
observation. Its clear and explicit meaning is that the age of 
maize is one year. This is an example of maize. We the people of 
the PoK, Gilgit and Baltistan purchase all everyday use 
commodities of life by the Panjabi traders and businessmen. Has 
unyone of you ever seen the words "Date of issue" and "Date of 
Expiry” labelled on any commodity? I can say with a drumstick 
beat. All the commodities here which come from the. Panjab, do 
not have any such label. Nobody knows, the food he eats for 
energy, when it would become poison in his body, because it is 
not known when the commodity was packed. What was its 
duration of use and when it would become unusable. On the 
other hand, for the three percent "Big guns” of the same society, 
all eatables are checked before use, while all the commodities 
are never checked before use for the ninety-seven percent people 
of the same society. Even many medicines sold at medical stores 
flave no ‘such labels. It means: these are manufactured ‘and 
supplied unlawfully. Due to these "number - 2" medicines, 
hundreds of poor persons in the PoK, Gilgit and Baltistan have 
died. Who is responsible for such deaths”? ree 
. Untortunately we have no media, free and independent, 
so that we could communicate the "Kashmir Tragedy" to the free 
and democratic peoples of the world. The agents and stooges of 
the Panjabi landlords and their notorious associates lead a 
luxurious life while the ninety-seven percent people of this land 
re become a market for the Jandlord and capitalists of the 
Panjab.

As a result the Panjab opposes 
bitterly your Freedom because they cannot leave their interests. 
If your country will be free and independent, and the people of 
the: motherland will be- free to exploit all Human and Natural 
Resources, certainly they will produce ‘these commodities in 
their country. [f there will be no commodity in your country, you 
will supply water to Pakistan in exchange of cloth. If Pakistan | 
will use your Shahrah-e-Resham, you will use Pakistani seas. In 
other words, all dealings will be made on equal bases. We will 
not serve as’ the Panjab market. Our brotherly and humble 
behaviour has instilled some bad habits in the men from the 
Panjab. In his socio-economic process, the agents of the Punjab 
have played a greater part who apparently are our guides and 
leaders, while in fact, they are robbers and exploiters. 

In the last, I shall write an event which took place very 
recently. A friend of mine had put in this car some of the papers 
regarding the Jammu and Kashmir Freedom Movement. He went 
to a certain place where he met some Punjabi friends. During the 
course of conversation, the question of Freedom was. talked 
about. Crossed they were and began to utter very hot. My friend 

gave all the papers which we had already posted to the 

newspaper offices. These papers showed all facts but they were ff 

angrier and more indignant, Some of them told that they donate | 
money in the Kashmir Jehaad while you donate for that... 
They replied the donation was for ‘religious reward’ (sawab) 
while you demand for Freedom. They answered them that you 
pay donation forthe cause of Afghanistan and Bosnia, and also 
donate in the Jehaad to act their role. In reply to this, {he 
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Kashmiri Said to them, "You want to watch two shows in 
Kashmir IN a single ticket, ice, apart from the 'sawab' and ‘jannat'’ 
(Paradise), you also want Jammu ‘and Kashmir in the same 
donation”. In other words, the people of the Panjab. donate 
money in the strugele for Jammu and Kashmir i.e. the Jehaad but 
for the 'sawab! and ‘Jannat! alongwith the Part of India-occupied 
Jammu and Kashmir in order to make it the market of the Panjab 
at the same time. This donation is nothing but hitting two birds 
with a stone. O the Young men, Noblemen, Brothers and Sisters 


of the Punjabi landlords and Capitalists. Snatch their motor 
vehicles. Capture their bungalows. This will bring end to their 
destructive exploiting role. Death on these ! Walk forward and 
snatch your Rights. Have control over your Resources. Raise 
leadership among your ranks. Take over the paramount power. 
Allah the Almighty is with you. ; :

The preceding chapters are translated from some Urdu 
books of mine about the Kashmir Issue which had been 
published during the years 1990 to 1999. The addition of ‘this 
chapter necessitates a greater significance of its subject that now 
is the time that we should come out of the narrow local 
boundaries and should communicate the story of our Slavery to 
‘the civilized and freedom-loving nations of the modern world. 
And, along with it we should also take the estimation of our 
activities because the nation who avoids self-examination and 
_ throws her sins and mistakes into others account, can never 
correct her ways, leading to the success. As a nation, it has been 
our practice during the last few centuries down:that we had: 
always hidden or ignored the FACTS and held others 
responsible for our misfortune. As a result, we did’ not get 
anything worth except humiliation and dismay out of a 
continuous struggle of last five centuries. 'To hold responsible 
for one's own ruin,’ say the sages ‘is an explicit proof that such 
men have failed to be aware of their own possibilities.’ So the 
Taj-mahal of words, howsoever beautiful it may be, the flood of 
facts sweeps it away as a Windstorm sweeps away the heaps of 
litter. ; ; 

In the annals of history, the story of Slavery and servility 
is not a strange adventure. It has been customary that the more 
developed and strong peoples have always ruled over the 
undeveloped savage and weaker peoples. Most of tie developed 
powers of toady had passed through this period of trial and test 
at any stage of their life and society, and they achieved 
deliverance from this curse, manipulating their bodily strength 
and wise steps. Philosophers tell that the causes of failure are 
often present in 4 people but they search these in others like the 
old women who strive to search outside in the lane the needle 
lost in the darkness in the house. Our condition is alike those old 
women. We commit mistakes and generally blame others. It is 
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our age-old habit. The servility is an outcome of unsuitable 
conditions of life and it is the sagacity of the people that they 
strive hard to change the hard conditions into pleasant ones. The 
most successful fight against an enemy is to make him sO much 
nelpless so that h: may lose the capability of fighting, and the 
present Kashmir.. are the living embodiment of such a cruel 
thing. We see a constant conflict between the freedom-loving 
and the unpatriotic forces of Kashmir. Despite the possession of 
Resources, the unpatriotic forces have been defeated. with 
reference to the ideology and true patriotism. During the last 
Tifty years, the unpatriotic groups have become business firms, 
earning money by their unpatriotic tactics through mass 
exploitation in the State of Kashmir and Jammu. 

Le s see the Jews who had scattered in small groups 
like the particles of sand in the world, but they have achieved 
their deserted land (Palestine) and the right to rule over it 
independently. This miracle is the outcome of the demonstration 
of the Jewish love for their land and constant struggle and 
determination and genius. On the other side, the Kashmiris 
preach in tavour of Siavery and dependeace everywhere, and 
often they are rebuked and humiliated at places. The Kashmiris 
present the true living picture of a saying of Schopenhaur who 
says: ‘Curse be on a people who argue in support of their 
servility and Slavery.‘ 

Unfortunately, the people of the Kashmir Valley have 
never learnt aay lesson from the History. Consequently they are 
themseives suffering from humiliation and servility, but they 
have brought other nationalities of the State of J&K to the verge 
Oi devastation. Due to the shabby attitude of the people of the 
Kashmir Valley, the people of the other parts of the State of 
JK have come under compulsion to this conculsion that this 
Fotten part should be separated from the body. It is in the best 

ae E ee that the hidden hand of the Valley 
ho ee n order to intimate the people in general with 
_ Swiual situation. Since. the last five centuries whatever had 
been taking place in the State of Jammu and Kashmir, the cole of 
the» peop le of the J&K had been prominent there; and since 
1947, their role has been too much selfish and divergent which 
has brought the flames and blood te the J&K, and resultantly 
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this situation has threatened the peace of South-east Asia. Hence 
it is necessary for the patriotic Kashmiri people in the Valley to 
survey their ranks and Surroundings, otherwise the coming time — 
will be more, perhaps completely, destructive for all of the State 
of J&K. A sage says: 'When you get your beginning, you get 
your end too.’ Kashmiris must know that a right beginning 
generally leads to the right ending. ; 

When we look on the Kashmir History which 
expressively show that those were the people of the Valley who 
first of all put a yoke of Slavery ou their countrymen in 1586, . 
who invited the Indian (Mughals) rulers to invade Kashrnir and. 
brought their weaponry and other goods on their backs. to! 
Srinagar. But when the foreign army, seeing their unpatriotic 
activity trampled down these people under their horses’ feet. 
These people proceeded to Afghanistan aud invited them to 
invade Kashmir. 34 ; ; 

The Afghanis captured, Kashmir but ruled with might 

~ and main, even exploited high cruel means; and the event of 
cruel Mirza Chiragh Baig is stil! remembered by all and sundry 
in Kashmir even today, When these Kashmiri traitors brought 
the Afghan ruler, Mirza Chiragh Baig to Kashmir, he cut off the 
nose ofa dead Kashmiri with the point of his dagger and said, 'T 
will deal with the living beings, but 1 want the dead man to 
intimate with the news: of ray arrival to all the dead men.’ Then 
he crushed badly the Kashmiris and they remember his atrocities 
even today. But it is regretful that these Kashmiris did not learn 
any lesson and felt no admonitory. searing this humiliation, they 
knocked the door of the Sikh rulers of the Punjab instead of 
Struggling to overthrow the Afghan ruler. ‘These - naughty 
Kashmiris invited the Sikhs to invade their Jand. The Sikhs came 
and trampled down the Kasliniris. The people: of Poonch 
launched a vigorous struggle against (he cruel and unjust rule of 
the Sikhs. Though some nationalities of Kashmir raised voice 
against the cruel Sikh rulers. And, the tremendous struggle of the 
peuple of Poonch against ihe ccucl Sikh tulecs, is a polden 
chapter of our {listory. 

The peuple of Ue Valley played tacts cole while the: 
other natioualiiies of Kashmir aid heavy yrive for their 
unpatriotic attitude. And, even today Kush ts suffering from 
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and Slavery. by dint of theses peoples and this 
; th-Asia has become a burning eruptive volcano, 
aa het ae experience of the History, there does not 
seem-symptoms of life in this heap of ashes to the farthest 
extent. Their life-story. is only like a setting sun in the west. We 
are certain that the soul of Mahjoor would be gloomy and sad on 
seeing his nation's conduct, for whose virtues he thought that 
they would awake the East. This is a brief description of their 
‘black history’ spreads over several past ‘centuries before the 
advent of 1947. However, they did not confess their mistakes for 
which they had been repeating. the same eventualities. If they 
had taken the view of their fair conscience even for once, they 
would have not committed the same again and again. About 
Hussain Shaheed Suhrawardy, Agha Sorish Kashmiri writes in 
his book: ‘Suhrawardy told that much work he did for West 
Pakistan, particularly for the Punjab, if he would have done so 
much for East Pakistan, the situation would’ be quite different. I 
(Agha S.K) said to him that Ataullah Shah Bukhari used to say 
in the last years of his life: "I recited the Quran to the people 
throughout my life and they showed no response and it went in 
vain. I shook the people's conscience, but nobody opened his 
_ eyes. After all I stayed tired.and wearisome. Now I am near the 
- brink of grave. The people who accompanied me.in the Journey, 
most of them were crushed under the mountain of adversaries, 
some parted away, and nihilated, and I remained alone. Now in 
this darkness Iam spreading Light with the help of fire-flies. But 
I have gone to gullibility, for the light of the fire-flies never

overcomes tne darkness of night. I gave sermons to those people 


who had frozen hearts, and the plague had eaten up their 
intellect and reason. If I would have recited this speech to the 
mountains, they would have moved; if I would have talked to the 
rocks, they would have spoken; if I would have recited in the 
deserts, the meadows would have grown up; if I would have 
asked the clouds, they would have stopped; if I would have 
addressed the wind, it would Rave given ears to my words: but J 
addressed to those areas of abodes, who are living in agony. I 
tried to awaken those people who had open eyes but they were 
reluctant to watch. I always argued those people who were apt to 


Tun after the wealth and fly away from the strong.’ Hearing this 
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story, fears came out of (Hussain Shaheed) Suhrawardy's eyes, a’. 
happy smiling face. turned to gloomy. I saw tears in his ‘(Agha 
§.K.) eyes for the first time in his life, I felt convulsive breathing © 
in his throat, or the tune of a sweet song of Bengal had broken, 
He began to say that the Punjab, in fact, had been a passage of 
the invaders/conquerors, so her conscience and clay have also 
become the passage, where from everything passes away.’ 

Today when I am writing these lines; having the pleasant 
dreams and boundless struggle for Independence before my 
eyes, I feel sleepy that why we ‘wasted our lives for this 
graveyard of living creatures at the cost of.making our children 
clean the basins in the hotels and putting the half-fed children- 
at-home to sleep, and why we wasted time for a barren land and 
futile people. Since the Kashmir Valley is not an essential for 
the existence of Jammu and Kastanir. A moment of 
thoughtfulness is worth than a century. Today our Past is before 


_our. eyes as a mark of interrogation, asking whether our 


generations would also repeat our ruinous story, and’ the 


‘opportunists on both sides of the LoC would: continue 
exploitation. : 


Anyway, at present, we are not criticising the Punjab as 
it has been the passage of the conquerors or not, but this is true 
for the inhabitants cf the Kashmir Valley that they carried the 
weaponry and goods of every invader/conqueror on their backs 
to Srinagar. They’ had nothing to do with whosoever the 
conqueror or the loser, but they received handful money as their 
wages like the coolies at a railway station. They have been 
repeating the eventuality of 1586 even today, and have been 
auctioneering the useless land at times at Kabul, Lahore, Delhi 
and now Islamabad. In 1846. by way: of selling their motherland, 
the people of Jammu and Kashmir were sold at a very cheap 
price. No doubt, people from Dacca to Khyber had been 
dreaming the pleasant dream of Pakistan in 1947, but the people . 
of Valley, expressing their love for Nehru who was a Kashmiri | 
Pandit by race and cult, tied relationship with India, and excited 
the Muslim Conference accusing of the accession to Pakistan. 
They were the non-Muslim Pandits of the Valley who took 
responsibility to support and struggle for accession to Pakistan, 
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including Pandit Prem Nath Bazaaz on the top. Before it, thei; 


slogan was ‘Hindu, Muslim, Sikh Ittehaad.' 
However, in 1947, Sheikh Muhammed Abdullah 


achieved Freedom and Independence for the Kashmiris without 
setting to flow a drop of biood. Except some departments, 
Kashmir had almost achicved Independence, and it was certain 
that it could have complete Independence within some years, 
But they sold their conscience for the greed of money to an 
ignorant and wicked person, Bakhshi Ghulain Mohammed and 
driving Sheikh Muharnmed AbdulJah behind the bars, had made 
the bargain of their Independence. These people of the Valley 
even today remember with pride, Bakhshi's period of ‘purchase 
and sale’ who used to give moneybags at their doors, 
Unfortunately, they call it their best period and poktics. Oh! 
What a fall! : 


under a plan they started inigration, allowed by Jslam, from the 
99 pe Muslim majority area and took possession of all the fertile 
lands and towns in the PoK, and then sold those for more o1 ies3 
prices and proceeded to their next destination, Pakistan, where 
they submitted claims anew, obtained money or houses (or plots 
of land) and once again sold these houses. This practice is 
continue even today, and they have their domestic goods on their 
shoulders and backs. Pethaps the Nature intends to punish them. 
For the last half century, they have been crying for their Rights. 
They have been showing their Rights for two districts of the 
PoK. This is the most backward area which had been called the 
Kala-Paani’ (transportation/across the sewland) by them. The 
rulers at Srinagar transferred the man to whom they wanted to 
Punish severely. The people of the PoK got free this land, 
hea eee sacuilices, ina state of being unequipped ae 
baie mn ion ay imagine their helplessness, studying the first 
nda hematin reer see mated only,,one tokb wUR eas Ree 
billion rupees against ‘ ca Qayyum that Pakistan owes fy 
demand even more ein moval of Mangia Dam.

But when all Resources of India could not feed them. 
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They did not consider that the people had Natural Rights 
in the Valley but they started incessant migration from the vast 
area, rich with natural and human Resources, to the 'Kala-Paani’ 
area (in the PoK). If we collect and calculate the accounts of 
fifty-five years which will show crystal clear what the IoK owes 
to the PoK and the PoK owes to the JoK. Recently a prominent 
Bharati opposition Jeader demanded that the Indian Government 
should pay Rs 22,000 crores as welfare fund to the PoK which is 


. apart of Kashmir. The PoK did not get her due share for the last 


fifty years, so this amount should be given to the people of the 
PoK and it should be spent for the reconstruction works for. the 
welfare of the PoK people under the control of an international 
agency. ; ae 
It-may be recalled that many a families, completing the. 
purchase-and-sale, have returned to Srinagar. They could not be’ 
happy in either side of the State of the J&K. 

On the other side, the people who were half-fed and had 
‘no shoes on their feet, got free a region, now called the PoK. 


:They offered the sacrifices of three lakh sons, and sitting on the 
‘rocky surface, laid ‘the foundation of a revolutionary 
.government. These Valley people also seized this government 


and an area in collaboration with’ Pakistan Government. 


‘Resultantly the oppressed PoK people became stranger in their 
- own’ homeland and their brave; educated and _ self-restraint 
“people began to roam about in search of jobs and facilities of 


life, but these Valley people became managing members of the 


_local goverments and society. And those who live in the PoK, 


we have no complaint about trem as this land is their own home: 
and have a right over it. But those who have come to Pakistan 
for exploitation, and they ‘enjoy double citizenship: they have 
seats in the PoK Assembly, and there is no restraint for them in 
Pakistan, too; and in some cases these people are present at both 
places. Their activities and business are running smoothly’ at 
Muzaffarabad, Islamabad, Srinagar and Delhi. President Bill 
Clinton purchased a carpet by these people and had a cup of 
Kashmiri tea with them. Now you ‘can guess how ‘oppressed! 
they are. as at 

_ The brave and oppressed people of the PoK, selling their 
ornaments and domestic utensils, and with naked feet and half- | 
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ee ught the War. of: Independence. Got ‘their heads 
E uae rac skins off their bodies, but these Valley 
people customarily garlanded the Indian Army at Srinagar and 
repeated the history of 1586 and esta ve aeons War -at the ° 
pedestal of Srinagar. And for the ‘last ey eae. we have been 
racking brain with these people enduring the hard times. O the 
People of Valley! Learn a lesson from. your History. Don't 
‘bestow upon these robbers’ business strength, because of your 
favourable response, one billion people’ of this region have 
become victim of hunger and poverty. If you are void of intellect 
and consciousness, better you glarice at’ the servility of others. 
“Our whole efforts aré futile. Mian Mohammad says in a couplet: 
: we Zo og» ders ug 
Ww ite fa eZ fl LE 
Some. body has rightly said whose action: lags them . 
‘behind, their word cannot put them forward. It is an. age-old 
-event that-the Parsis had to leave their ancestral land and they 
came to India in a ship and requested the Hindu Raja to grant 
‘them refuge. In reply he sent a cup, filled with milk. This meant 
that there-had been enough population and they could not be 
accommodated there, In. reply:to: the Raja, the Parsis put some 
petals of a flower on the milk in the cup and then returned it to 
" the Raja. This meant that.they would live in his country like 
flowers, no cause of disturbance to others. The History shows 
that the Parsis kept their promise and did no harmful, activity, 
such as demonstrations, protests or’ riots regarding any demand 
or rights. But regret to state, wherever the Valley people arrived, 
their utmost endeavour was to make the local population to give 
up their ancestral.homes and habituate other places. A few years 
before, a person’ constituted ‘himself a regular association and 
began to demand that seats should be arranged immediately in 
the Assembly for the Valley people, living in the PoK.

Valley men who migrated to: the Punjab a few 
centuries before and worked as labourers ‘at ‘the brick-furnaces 
getting two-paisa daily, the local ‘people are sick ‘of them even 
today. The tragedy is that the Nationalities. of Pakistan are 
generally distressed with the peoplé ‘of the Punjab, but the 
Punjabis also beg the refuge of God the Almighty.’ These people 
went to. Jammu, but the Hindus were unhappy with them. ‘They 
proceeded to Gilgit-Baltistan, the people are distressed by them 
even this day and hold responsible these people. of their. 
misfortunes. Since Whenever . the ‘local. people start ’ any 
‘movement for any Purpose, .'these valleymen go to’ their 
opponents’ camp, and it is known to all and -not a concealed 
matter. It is so much so true that the thinking of a single Valley 
‘man amidst a hundred thousand men, will be quite different and 
divergent. Wherever they arrived (viz Laddakh), the Pandits (of 
the Valley) and almost all the’ sects and communities are 
unhappy. with these Valleymen. “In: fact, it’ was India's 
helplessness that she “accepted the Valley and its people and 
presented it as a symbol of her.secularism, for which she had to 
pay a high price. In plain words, nobody is willing to have the 
Valleymen beside his surroundings. ene 
It may be our folly or their misfortune, that we have 
been talking about their good and benefits for the last fi fty years, _ 
_though we always have been the losers. But they could not 
follow the true spirit: and ‘blessings of the Freedom and 
Independence. However, they would avail: the centrality in case 
‘of Freedom and enjoy hundred percent ‘advantages. If they will 
demonstrate a ‘sense of sagacity and comprehensiveness, they 
will not only achieve the Independence, but also, will serve as a 
bridge for the friendship between. India and Pakistan. In such a 
harmonious atmospheré, neither a non-Kashmiri has to be 
dispossessed from Kashmir: nor: any Kashmiri, has to work to 
©arn.wages in foreign countries. In the present circumstances, if 
India will point out the Kashmiri banyas to leave for India, their 
_, Movement will fall like a,broken wall. Because it is not a secret 
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now for the brave and bond-minded Kashmiris. If they would 
have possessed any one quality of these two, they would never 
have been in constant servility. What a thing is Sardar Qayyum! 
’ People who speak the truth, they speak it and bear hardships 
during organising, even under the shadow of swords. He says 
that they faced great ‘mujahid force’. He requested the Kashmiri 
- millionaires to extend their economic cooperation to the armed 
movement. If they could do nothing, they should help 
‘financially, and should realise that. they were fighting for the 
good of all Kashmiris. Then a single Kashmiri offered Rs 500/- 
(cash), after knocking at his place for a hundred times. He 
returned his money saying that he (Sardar Qayyum) had no 
donkey in Srinagar and he needs not his money.

These are the people who mourned the death of Sheikh Abdullah 
for many, many years. They used to say the people have lost 
their father. It is said that no fire was lit in any hearth in any 
house in the Valley to mourn the death of Sheikh Abdullah. But 
later this Sheikh Abdullah has become so bad that his grave in 
the premises of the 'Dergah Hazrat Bal, is‘disgraced by people. 
The other nationalities have become so much so displeased that 
they take it as disparaging for themselves to be called the 
‘Kashimiri'. : 

In fact, these people have been fighting a racial war 
under the cover of Religion for many centuries in general, and 
since 1947 it has become more significant. They have nothing to 
do with Islam and even do not know the alpha of Islam. It is not 
a concealed matter, but it is the expletory phrase of Ayub 
Thakur: if the J@K would achieve Independence, what would be 
the position of our Kashmiri brethern who have been living in 
Pakistan for centuries long. And the role of one of their homo- 
racial, Nawaz Sharif, who has been roaring like a lion with tears 
in eyes in the Landhi Jail these days, what he did for the 
Pakistani people in his reign is known to all. Many poverty- 
stricken Pakistanis attended the open courts of this ‘kingly 
democrat’ and set fire to their bodies and embraced death. But he 
turned down every plea. The children of this country had been 
dying with heels dragged in the beds, but their sugar was sold in 
India on cheaper rates. He heaped up one billion rupees in the 
name of the Jehaad-in-Kashmir by Osama. What was the result 
of the Jehaad,. you may ask the story by the hills of Kargil.

. We see the careless Afghan has recognised his 'ego’'/self, 
which is a high example before the world, and needs no more 
comments. No fresh, green leaf 1s seen in Afghanistan, and they 
have named it the Islamic Revolution. But it is claimed that the 
age of the Prophet's (SIm) Companions (Rdh) have come back. 

’ Leave the women, as they are captives in their homes, now the 

young boys feel it dificult to come out of the houses. These were 
the circumstances which before the present conflictive situation 
of Kashmir, provoked us to discover whether there were ten 
‘persons in the Valley who understood the meaning of the 
Freedom and ready to achieve it. In the beginning it was taken as 
a mock, but now they realise that there is none who understand 
and would like to achieve the Freedom of Kashmir. 

‘However, from the Pakistani rulers to the intellectuals, 
whatever they had been speaking and writi ng about the people of 
the Valley, people generally did not believe it; but this time the 
Jehaadi-leaders have confronted bitter encounters. Until there is 
fighting (in any way), their tongues would remain locked. We 

have to wait for the time when they will begin to speak. Then 

people will come to know what kind of creature lives there. 
Those who migrated from the Valley.and settled in other parts, 
their neighbours can narrate their manners and dealing. 

‘ In brief, the people lost confidence in the people of the 
Kashmir Valley. Nor they had values common with others and 
have individual characteristics, indifferent and unioward. Jt is 
advisable for them to change their mind and. heart as early as 
possible, their fate will itself change tq the good, It is also true, 
iniess these people bring change in themselves, God will also 
not change them. They believe it or not, we see their future dark 

and gloomy. Since the Pakistani people have tried them in the 
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form of Nawaz Sharif. On Bhutto's death, many persons burnt 
themselves to death, even the biddings (satta) had been made in 
advance. As far as the PoK jis concerned, after one or two 
elections, gradually the game of these seats will also be finished. 
The current incidents are Showing that their Jehaad 
sentimentalism will soon turn them in a humiliated minority in 
the IoK. This is what the penalty of a sudden fatality. On the: 
contrary, we had employed our brain to no Purpose for the Jast 
fifty years, but it was purely in their interest, and they did not 
accept it because there is no word freedom’ in their dictionary. 
So 99 persons out of 100 have a tail-name the 'Ghulam/slave, 
except one person, the Freedom-lover. They cannot de identified 
easily. If it is said that there had been no evolution of the 
civilization in the Valley, these people have been passing 
through the Stone Age with reference to their mental 
backwardness.

we are ashamed of our own existence. Now after fifty-two years, 
we often think why we spoiled our lives for these stone-deaf, 
stone-blind and stone-hearted people. We admire and greet the 
Palestinians. They protested against the Camp David Agreement, 
and they were ordered to leave Egypt within 72-hours, Yasser 
Arafaat asked President Sadaat to ,orten the period (72-hours) 
so that they might get their destination as earlier as possible. 
Since before this incident, we were too much credulous to have 
our national Freedom problem as the matter of 
miillat’/community of islam, which gave them humiliation and 
nothing else. Somebody called them the ‘spies’ while someone 
rebuked them as the Zakaat-eaters. They were called the Slaves: 
while many a people blamed them for ‘unpatriotic activists.’ Now 
they are a conscious people and the Palestinian Nationalism is 
their first step towards their national destination. As a result, 
Yasser Arafaat asked his people to hand over their business 
Concerns to their poor Egyptian brethern, and arrive at the sea- 
Port till evening. This son of Palestine, who selling his books 
began the Palestine Liberation Movement, obtained ships from 
Greece Over-night, and reminding Moses's farewell to Egypt, 
Yasser Arafaat with his people, said farewell to Egypt, and 
reached the land of Palestine. Though: he got the Right of use 
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i the Palestinians, under the leadershj 

or se ae awe Araafat emerged as an Independent 
Naot State. Those who criticised Yasser, welcomed him as 
a national hero. Today, the Mullas' criticism against Yasser 
Arafaat may be well understood, as his role has damaged the 
Mullas' income and reputation. But the combat against Arafaat 
by the enlightened people is incomprehensible. Today Palestine 
is a half-independent State on the globe as the Indian-occupied- 
Kashmir was in 1947. But the day is not far when Palestine will 
be a complete sovereign State, and perhaps it will be completely 
free till this hook comes in the market for general reading. 

Palestine is a free State and nation which is a pride and 
commendation in the realm of Islam. These Palestinians, sitting 
on the heaps of gunpowder, reached the highest peak of literacy | 
(i.e. 100 pe literacy). The banks of the Palestinians transferred | 
several times their capital to the Arab States and, saved them 
from liquidation, due to the worst and pitiable condition of the 
Islamic countries. Twenty-five years have passed the inception , 
of Bangla Desh. Before its Independence, the Bengalis were 
thought a mere burden and they could not stay Independent even 
for a single day. But today they are in a better and stronger 
position than Pakistan, and it may be safely said that the Bangla 

Desh in future would be more remarkable in the ranks of the 

developed countries. It is said that 80% resources of the world 

_ are possessed by the Islamic World but its 87% population is 
poverty-stricken, while their rulers and the religious puides lead 
luxurious life. During the last fifty years, they ate up the 
subscriptions received in the name of Palestine. And for the last 
fifty-five years, they have been throwing sparks-in-ashes into 
.their stomachs (i.e. the subscriptions and donations) in the name 
of Kashmir. Now the Kashmir problem has become the symbol 
of disgrace and humiliation. Stickers at the grocers shops bear 
the line: 'No credit til] the Freedom of Kashmir’. The people of 4 
the world are advancing towards the Construction but they are 
determined for disruption and disorder. 

___ The Pope of Rome, visiting all lands and people, have 
paid the wages “f his uncoinmitted Sins. But these people are 
en'="ne the bloodbath and Making the minarets of human 
he ds. They feel pleasure in killing innocent men and children 
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and take it as their religious obligation. In brief, our whole lot 
and energy had been at stake for the people of Kashmir for the 
last fifty years, who know only to receive and do not know to 
give in return. The Kashmiri people have begn the target of 
taunting for the centuries long, but they never demonstrated their 
modesty and sense of honour. Apparently they have worn the 
cloak of Islam and Pakistan, but their entire struggle will result 
in destroying the solidarity of Pakistan. 

These are the’ untold circumstances which have 
compelled us to Say good-bye ‘to the Kashmir Valley in the 
pleasant atmosphere. Now it is our duty to think’about the future 
of other nationalities. Since the Valley is an area consists of 2 
lakh square kilometer with meagre benefits. So the Valley is not 
an essential part for the struggle’ of Independence of the J&K. 
Nor it has a geographical, political and economic importance. If 
it had any significance, why these people have been wandering 
since the centuries’? Then we have five-hundred years history 
before us, and during the last fifty-years we have been awaking 
these people. Firstly, they were not willing to be awakened, and 
if they have awakened, but follow the exploiters' junta. They 
have laid confidence in those persons who had been rejected, 
because they are neither interested in peace nor in Freedom. The 
Jehaad is the need of the Afghan Mullas as it is their source of 
income. And this problem ‘the ulcer' ‘is the weakness of the 
exploiters’ junta. Hence we should not 'do' unconsciously which 
may provide ‘satisfaction’ to the exploiters. Apart, it is 
reasonable that we should ignore these people, and pay attention 
to and contact with other nationalities.

The Kashmiris and many ‘others present the pictures of this 
conservativeness. Nations, having. grand histories, have also 
compromised with the changing attitudes and tendencies, and 
preferred survival instead of being erased like a wrong word on 
the paper, It is not suitable to compare the Germahs with the 
Kashmiris, but when at the end of the World War II, they felt 
that the world powers intend to wage a battle against them: they 
preferred fever to the death, and accepted the Partition of Berlin 
and:put out the flames of war and destruction. Vietnam, Korea, 
Yemen, even a great country like China had to drink this poison 
hemlock, Then why we have taken it as a crime, and have fanned 
the possible flames of war, bringing death and destruction to the 
millions of people of the sub-Continent. Alongwith themselves, 
there are other sorrows except love. If the people of Valley are 
not desirous of life and peace, but the remaining others have a 
fair Will to live in peace and tranquillity, We are, toc, human 
beings.

This way of doing things will 
prevent our personal and individual interests, too; otherwise our 
name will become obsolete from the hearts of the people and 
books of History. The developed nations of the world have 
landed on the Moon, the Mars and the Jupiter, and now are 
planning to travel still more heights in the outer-Space. But the 
Kashmiris are busy in the discussion whether the new-born child 
be named Ghulam Hussain or Ghulam Ahmed. It is said that 
Ayaz, the slave of Mahmood Ghaznavi was a Kashmiri by race. 
Mahmood used to pay special attention to him and provided him 
great privileges, which created various doubts in the minds of 
‘other slaves. After mutual discussions, one day they 
courageously asked Mahmood Ghaznavi, "O Lord! We beg your 
pardon. We have a request." Mahmood showed his willingness. 
Then they said, "Sir, what wrong we have done? Your 
Excellency always look at Ayaz," Mahmood smiled and kept 
ae oe after a whileshe ordered his slaves, "Break that vase. 
€ siaves answered, "Why should we break it? We cannot 
break it good for nothing.” Then Mahmood ordered Ayaz 10 
break the vase. Without thinking, Ayaz broke the vase 
immediately. Then Mahmood said to the slaves," The difference 
between Ayaz and you, he follows the order without caring for

After some time Mahmood decided to set free his 
slaves, so he asked them to tell him their wishes. So they all 
cried with one voice, "Freedom!

But Ayaz threw his head on 
the feet of his Master and siad, "O Lord! Why are you depriving 
me of God's blessings. I do not think anything greater than the 
Slavery bestowed by you. Let me Stay under your arms." 

In brief, the Slavery and servility is the business of these 
Kashmiris, so they should not be angry with us. But they should 
recite an ‘ode’ or encomium in their own praise.

“2. A plebiscite will be held when it shall be found by the Com- 
mission that the cease-fire and truce arrangements set forth in parts I 
and I of the Commision’s resolution of 13 August’ 1948 Lave heen carried 
out and arrangements for the plebiscite have been completed; 


“3. (a) The Secretary-General of the United Nations will, in agree 
ment with the Commission, nominate a Plebiscite Administrator who shall 
be a personality of high international standing and commanding general 
confidence. He will be formally appointed to office by the Government of 
Jammu and Kashmir; 7 
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“(b) The Plebiscite Administrator shall derive from the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir the powers he considers necessary for organizing 
and conducting the plebiscite and for ensuring the freedom and imparti- 
‘ality of the plebiscite. : 


“(ce) The Plebiscite Administrator shall have authority to appoint 
such staff of assistants and observers as he may require. : 


“4, (a) After implementation of parts I and II of :the Gommissionts 
resolution of 13 August 1948, and when the Commission is satisfied -that 
peaceful conditions have been restored in the State, the Commission and 
the Plebiscite Administrator will determine, jn consultation with the 

. Government of India, the final.disposal of Indian and: State armed forces, 
such disposal to be with due regard to the security of the State and the 
freedom of the plebiscite. : : 


“(b) As regards the territory referred to in A.2-of Part I of the 
resolution of 13 August, final disposal of the armed forces in that territory 
will be determined by the Commission and the Plebiscite Administrator 
in consultation with the local authorities; 


“5. All civil and military authorities within the State and the prin- 
cipal political elements of the State will be required to cooperate with the 
Plebiscite Administrator in the preparation for and the holding of the 
plebiscite; é : 


“6. (a) All'citizeris of the State who have left it on account of the 
disturbances will.be invited and be free to return and to exercise all their 
rights as such citizens. For the purpose of facilitating repatriation there 
shall be appointed two Commissions, one composed of nominees of India ; 
and the othes of nominees of Pakistan. The Commissions shall operate 
under the direction of the Plebiscite Administrator. The Governments of - 
India and Pakistan and all authorities within the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir will collaborate with the Plebiscite Administrator in putting this 
provision into effect; : 

“(b) All persons (other than citizens of the State) who on or since 
15 August 1947 have entered it for other than lawful purposes, shall be 
required to leave the State; : 


“7, All authorities within the State of Jammu and. Kashmir will 
undertake to ensure, in collaboration with the Plebiscite Administrator, 
that: end 

“(a) There is no threat, coercion or intimidation, bribery or other 
undue influence on the voters in the plebiscite; 
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Pe A (b) No restrictions are placed on legitimate political activity through. 
out the’ State. All subjects of the State, regardless of creed, caste or Party, 
"shall be safe in expressing their views and in voting-on the question of 
the accession of the State to India or Pakistan. There shall be frecdom 
of the Press, speech and assembly and freedom of travel in the State, 


including freedom of lawful entry and exit; 


“(c) All political prisoners are released; - 
“(d) Minorities in all parte of the State are accorded adequate pro- 


tection; and 
“(e) There is no victimization. 


“8. The Plebiscite Administrator may refer to the United Nations 
Commission for India and Pakistan problems on which he may require 
assistance, and the Commission may in its discretion call upon the Plebi. 

" gcite Administrator to carry out on its behalf any of the responsibilities 


with which it has been entrusted; 


“9. At the conclusion of the plebiscite, the’ Plebiscite Administrator 

shall report the result thereof to the Commission and to the Government 

~ of Jammu and Kashmir. The Commission shall then certif y to the Security 
Council whether the plebiscite has or has not heen free and impartial; 


“10. Upon the signature of the truce agreement, the details of the 
foregoing proposals will be elaborated in the consultations envisaged in 
part IT of the Commission’s resolution of 13 August 1948, The Plebiscite 
Administrator will be fully associated in these consultations; 


“Commends the Governments of India and Pakistan for their prompt 
action in ordering a cease-fire to take effect from one minute before mid- 
night of 1 January 1949, pursuant to the agreement arrived at as provided - 
for by the Commission’s resolution of 13 August 1948; and — 


“Resolves to return in the immediate future to the sub-continent to 
discharge the responsibilities imposed upon it by the resolution of 13 
August 1948 and by the foregoing principles.” 


d Quaid-i-Azam 
on thestatus of 
princely states

n the eve of 
independences, 
there were 565 
Indian Princely 
States. They varied enor- 
mously, from principali, 
ties of the size of France 
to petty estates unworthy 
to be ranked as political 


entities. Their citizens: 


were not British subjects 
but in international sta- 
tus, they were termed as 


‘British protected per- 


sons.’ 

‘Some of the states were 
ancient monarchies; some had 
been former feudatories of the 
Moghul Empire which had 
asserted their independence of 
the Delhi Throne. Stil] others 
were fragments from the break- 
up of Moghul Dominion of the 
more limited empires of the 
Marhattas, the Sikhs or the 
Muslim 
Overlords of the Deccan. A few 
were deliberate creations of the 
British. : ‘ 

The Statement of June 3rd, 
1947, which enunciated a plan 
for the transfer of Power in the 
South Asian subcontinent into 
two sovereign States of India 
and Pakistan, thus ending the 
British Raj was not quite Candid 


. 


about the future of the Princely 
States. It merely affirmed that 
the British policy towards . 
Indian States remained a¢ 
expressed in the Cabinet 
Mission’s Memorandum of 12 
May, 1946. 

The Memorandum has said 
that when British India became 
independent His Majesty’s 
Government would no longer be 
able to carry out the obligations 
of Paramountcy and as a'conse- 
quence all the rights surren- 
dered by the States to the 
Paramount Power (British) 
would return to them. The void 
left by the lapse of the political 
arrangements between the 
States on the one side and:the 
Crown and British India on the 
other would have to be filled by 
their entering into a federal 
relationship with the Successor 
Government or by entering into 
particular political arrange- 
ments. Further, that 
Paramountcy can neither be 
retained by the British Crown 
nor transferred to the new 
Government. : 

In this background the policy 
statements issued by the Quaid- 
i-Avam on the future of the 


- Princely States were clear, 


forthright and unambiguous. As 
expected, the Quaid had a legal, 
moral and a constitutional basis 
for the policy he enunciated. = 

On June 17, 1947, the Quaid-i- 
Azam in a statement declared 


that with the termination of 
Paramountcy Indian States 
- would be free to join the 
Hindustan - Constituent 
Assembly or the Pakistan 


_ Constituent Assembly, or to 


remain independent. The Quaid 
further said: “There is a great 
deal of controversy going on 
with regard to the Indian States, 
and I am, therefore, obliged to 
state the position of the All 
India Muslim League so that 
there would be no misunder- 
standing.” 

The Quaid went on to state: 
“Constitutionally and legally, 
the Indian States will be inde- 
pendent sovereign states on the 
termination of Paramountcy 
and they will be free to decide 
themselves to adopt any course 
they like.” In the case of States 
wanting to remain independent, 
the Quaid’s view was: “They 
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_ enter into such arrangements or - . 
relationship with Hindustan or . 


Pakistan as they may choose.” 
In his statement the Quaid 
further elaborated the League’s 
policy as being consistent from 
the beginning and that the rela- 
tionship of the Rulers and the 
People of the States are internal 
mattérs. The statement said: 
“The policy of the All-India 
Muslim League has been clear 
from the very beginning. We do 
not wish to interfere with the 
internal 


affairs of any State, for that is a 


matter primarily to be resolved . 


between the Rulers and the neo- 
ples of the Stare.” 

On the interpretation of the 
Cabinet Mission Memorandum 
of May 12, 1946, the Quaid stat- 
ed: “I am clearly of the opinion 
that the ‘Cabinet Mission’s mem- 
orandum of May 12, defining 
the policy of His Majesty’s 
Government towards the Indian 
States does not,-in any wity, 
limit them as it is often wrongly 
repeated that they (States) have 

no option except to join one or 


the other Constituent Assembly. 
In my opinion they are free to 
remain independent if they so 
desire; neither the British 
Government nor the British 
Parliament compel them to do 
anything contrary to their will 
and accord nor have they any 
power or sanction of any kind to 
do so,” According to, the Quaid, 
-once the Paramountcy got ter- 
minated “the full sovereign sta- 
tus. of the Indian States 
emerges.” ~ 
In a Press statement on July 
11, 1947, after an hour’s inter- 
view with the Kashmir Muslim 
leaders the Quaid said: “I hope 
that the Maharaja and the 
Prime Minister of Kashmir will 
realize the fast changing cir- 
cumstances and wisdom 
demands that the feelings and 
sentiments of the Muslims who 
form 80%: of the population 
should not be ignored, much 
less hurt. ; : 
Regarding the future of 
Kashmir, the statement contin- .” 
-ued: “The second question that 
is engaging the attention of the 
Muslims of Kashmir is whether 
Kashmir is going to join the 
' Constituent Assembly of 
Pakistan. I have already made 
it clear more than once that 
’ the Indian States are free to 
join either the Pakistan 
Constituent Assembly or the 
Hindustan Constituent 
- Assémbly or remain indepen- 
dent. I have no doubt that the 
Maharaja and the Kashmir 
Government will’ give their 
close attention and considera; ‘ 
tion to this matter and realize 
the interest not of the Ruler- 
but also of his people. We have 
made it clear that we are not 
going to coerce, intimidate or 
. put any pressure on any state 
making its choice.” 
Accepting the right of inde- 
pendence of States, the Quaid’s 
‘statement continued: “But those 
States who wish to join Pakistan 
Constituent Assembly will find 


us ready and willing to negoti- 
ate with.them agreement for the 
mutual advantage. of both, 
Those who wis. to declare their 
complete independence may be 
beneficial for both and ‘secure 
mutual and reciprocal interest.” 

On July 30, 1947, the Quaid in 


a statement reiterated that the . 


Muslim League had no intention 
of coercing any state into adopt- 
ing any particular course of 
action. The Quaid stated: “The 
legal position is that with the 
lapse of Paramountcy on the 


transfer of power by the British’ 


all Indian States would automat- 
ically regain their full sovereign 
and independent status. They 
are therefore, free to join either 
of the two Dominions or to 
remain independent.” 

Sticking to his policy of not 
coercing the States in any way, 
the Quaid stated: “The Muslim 
League recognizes the right of 
each State to choose its déstiny, 
It has no intention of coercing 
any State into adopting any par- 
ticular course of action.” 

The statement continued: 
“While it is desirable to con- 
clude any negotiations quickly, 
no definite time-limit can obvi- 
ously be placed on their‘comple- 
tion, as this will, in my opinion, 
amount to interference with the 
States’ freedom of choicc. 
Meanwhile, there is already a 
Provision for a standstill ngree- 
ment to fill up any void that 
may arise in the administrative 
field.” y 

The above ‘statement of the 
Quaid-i-Azam, in respect to the 
Status of the Princely States 
after the lapse of British 
Paramountcy, given on June 17, 
July 11 and July 30, 1947, with 
in a short period of five or six 
weeks, Jay down very clearly the 
basic principle of States’ sover- 

eignty and free choice for the 
future. 

As to where the sovereignty 

rested and who was competent 
to exercise the choice on behalf 


425 


of the States, the Quaid’s policy 
on this point became clear after 
reading the Press note issued by 
the Government of Pakistan. 
This was in connecrion ‘with the 
arrival in Quetta of the three 
representatives of Majlis-e- 
Tttehad-ul-Muslimin, Hyderabad 
Deccan without any previous 
intimation. They had desired an 
interview with the Quaid. 

The Press note read: “They 
were informed that the Quaid-i- 
Azam regretted that he was 
Gnable to give an interview to 
the representatives of a political 
organization of Hyderabad as, in 
his opinion, it would be unwise 
‘to do so.” The Quaid-i-Azam, 
however, stated: “It is already 
well-known both to the 
Government of Hyderabad and 
India that Hyderabad was an 
independent and sovereign 
State and it was for its duly con- 
stituted authority to accede to 

. India-or to remain independent 
dominion.” ¥ 

The Press note further read: 
“Of course I (Quaid) need not 
say that not only Mussalmans of 
Pakistan but Mussalmans all the 
world over fully sympathize 
with Hyderabad with its strug- 
gle. Hyderabad should be free 

* to take such a decision as the 
constituted authority of the 

. Hyderabad Government may 
think proper, because it is the 
only honourable course for both 
the countries, India and 
Hyderabad, to follow.” ; 

Obviously, the duly constitur- 
ed authority in Hyderabad was 
the Nizam and his Government 
that exercised sovereign right of 
the State to determine its 
future. Following the same prin- 
ciple, the Quaid accepted the 
accession of Junagarh, a 
seaboard State close. to 
Pakistan, yet enmeshed with 
Princely India, having a Muslim 
Ruler but a predominantly, 
Hindu | population. The 
Instruments of Accession were 
accepted since the Nawab of 


Junagarh as the Ruler and his 
Government, led by the Diwan, 
Sir Shah Nawaz Bhutto, being 
the duly constituted authority, 
had decided to accede to 
Pakistan. ee 
The case of Jodhpur should 
also be mentioned because it 
illustrates how. the Quaid stood 
firmly on his policy viz-a-viz the 
Princely. States of India. 
Jodhpur, a.Rajput State abut- 
ting on Pakistan, had a predomi- 
nantly Hindu population and a 
Hindu Ruler. Its young Ruler, 
Maharaja ‘Haswant Singh had a 
series of meetings with the 
Quaid and other Muslim lead: 
ers, including the Nawab of 
Bhopal. He had been almost on 
the verge of acceding to 
Pakistan. The Quaid had offered 
him the use of Karachi as a free 
port, free import of arms and 
jurisdiction over the Jodhpur- 
Hyderabad (Sindh) Railway and 
a large supply of grain for 
famine relief. 4 
The Maharaj ‘Kumar of 
Jaisalmir, a neighbouring State 
of the same character, who had 
accompanied the Maharaja of 
Jodhpur in his last meeting with 
Quaid, also had the intention of 
acceding to Pakistan. ‘This was 
on one condition: -If there were 
trouble, between Hindus and 
Muslims the Quaid would not 
side with the Muslims, Unie 
The accession of these Hindu 
States to Pakistan could not 
materialize due to pressure put 
on them by Lord ‘Mountbatten, 
who was able to wean them 
away by implied threats of com: 
munal disturbances within the 
States and by offering some sim- 
ilar concessions as the Quaid 
had given them. 
It was unfortunate that the 
just and fair policy of the Quaid 
‘based on constitutional and 
legal norms regarding the States 
were flouted on both sides of 
the border, The Government of 
India used all tactics, including 
military force, to assert its will 


upon the States. The accession 
of the Junagarh State to 
Pakistan was nullified by armed 
incursion on the pretext of 
restoring internal order. The 
State of Hyderabad was 
annexed by the so-called Police. 
Action by full one Division of 
the Indian Army. The Maharaja 
of Jodhpur and Jaisalmir were 
coerced into submission by all 
kinds of threats. 

On our side we blundered by 
allowing the Tribal Lashkars to 
invade Kashmir. This coercive 
act was done over the head of 
the Quaid and in violation of his 
policy. Till this day we are pay- 
ing a heavy price of flouting the « 
policy of the Father of the 
Nation; a strategic disaster 
indeed for Pakistan. The 
Maharaja of Kashmir, ‘iin his 
heart of hearts, wanted to 
remain independent in the 
Same way as the Nizam of 
Hyderabad. But we forced his 
hands by this thoughtless, ill- 
planned and badly executed 
adventure, - 5 ‘ 

Again, on the question of self- 
determination of Kashmir, we 
have not been quite in line with 
the Quaid’s policy. If the future 
of Kashmir is to be determined 
by the will of its people then 
they should have full freedom to 
do so. They should have all the 
three options that the Quaid 
had clearly laid down in his poli- 
cy. For the people of Kashmir, 
either it has to be India or 
Pakistan and the choice to be 
independent, if they so. wish it. 
Tt would be for.us to put all our 
efforts and persuade them to’ 
doin Pakistan. They may just do 
that, 
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-more questions 


KARGIL has become a hot sub- . 
ject for think-tanks here and any- 
body and everybody is enjoying 
throwing up any number of ques- 
tions, most of them concerning 
Pakistan and its now-accepted mis- 
adventure. 

The situation has been com- 
pounded hy a stony silence and lack 
of any credible answers from the 
Islamabad side, ulthough analysts, 
writers and op-ed scribes have been 
repeating the same questions over 
and over again in Pakistani and 
world newspapers. i 

The latest question-answer ses- 
sions were at the prestigious 
Stimson Centre where two top 
Indian diplomats, Dixit and Vohra, 
were at the answering end, and at 
the Washington Press Club. Dixit 
and Vohra were the two most pre- 
sentable faces and voices India 

_ could offer and their performance 
was only next to brilliant, as they. 
knew how to handle the mind-set of 
the think-tank community of 
Washington. seses 

There has been no response to 
the Dixit-Vohra initiative from the 

Pakistani side and one is urgently 
needed as the duo almost left an 
impression on the elite policy-plan- 
ners and makers that if Washington 
had any long-term interests in the 
South Asia region, it would have to 
deal primarily with India as 
Pakistan was “unstable, unreliable, 
directionless and leaderless.” 

The Pakistani response, as it 
appears from the reports circulat- 
ing in the official Pakistani commu- 
nity, has only been to provide 
heavy-dollar jobs to more PML 
cronies from the media, following in- 
the footsteps of the 80,000-dollar 


job offered to one as APP’s official 
representative in Washington. 

Now we hear that more pro-gov- 
ernment journalists are being 
inducted in similar or newly created 
top-dollar positions in Washington 
and they would basically be trying 
to “control” or “handle” the Pakis- 
tani media based in Washington. 
For a guess, they will be non-starters 
from the word go as they are not in 
@ position to influence even a single 
member of the local media.. 

Thus the Pakistani version of 
events and its justifications and 
explanations are sadly missing from 
all the debates on Kargil and this is - 
leading to almost a whitewash of 
the Pakistani case, if there was one 
that could be, presented on any 
international forum. 

The Indians have been continu- 
ously strengthening their case and 
arguments and more and more 
think-tanks are gg) eing to go along 
with them in the absence of a 
Pakistani counter offensive. 

The National Press“*Club 
arranged a similar India-Pakistan 
discussion on Kargil early this week 
and the pathetic Pakistani position 
could not have been better demon- 
strated. While the Indian diplomat 
spoke with confidence, and extem- 
pore, answering all the questions 
with ease, the Pakistani diplomat 
read from a prepared statement 
and could hardly answer any of the 
questions in a convincing way. The 
battle of words and wits was lost 
squarely at the press club. 

This correspondent tried to bring 
together the most incisive questions 
that are repeatedly being asked at 
various forums and the suggestion 

.is that some knowledgeable 


Pakistani spokesmen should sit 


with some credible journalists and - 


analysts in Islamabad or 
Washington, to give some accept- 


able answers and explanations to _ 


these questions, if Pakistan wanted 
some urgent damage control. 2 

The basic questions that need 
urgent answers are: aa 

- Who ordered the Kargil opera- 
tion? Did the government know 
about it? (It is no use now taking 
cover behind the argument that it 
was only the Mujahideen, because 
if that were so, they never agreed to 
withdraw. So who has withdrawn?) 

- If the government did know, was 
it clear that they were going into a 
“disputed territory” or into the 
“Indian territory”? 

- If they were going into a “disput- 
‘ed territory”, why withdraw from it. 
By withdrawing from a disputed 
territory, has Pakistan not lost its 
claim to that territory and has it not 

surrendered it to the Indians per- 
manently by accepting that it was 
‘their’ side? , 
- The FM and FO repeated again 
‘and again that the LoC had not 
been demarcated. Why then 
Pakistan submit to the Indian claim 
over Kargil by withdrawing and 
handing it over to the Indians? Does

- Was the political/diplomatic 
wing of the goverhment.unaware of 
the military moves? 

- If not, why did they not match 
the military moves with proper 
diplomatic and political ji ‘\iatives 
round the world to press the 
Pakistani case? Why did they fail in 
the face of an Indian media 
onslaught? Why were our diplomats 
and politicians unable to convince 
even one important government 
about the genuineness of their 
case? Why was Pakistan held as the 
aggressor fora continuing conflict 
in a disputed territory by friends; 
and foes alike? 

- If the politicaV/diplomatic wing 
was unaware, who was responsible 


for this lapse and has he been held 


accountable? 
- Was Kashmir and Kargil not 
“internationalized” when the con- 


‘flict was being shown on all the TV 


screens and front pages around the 
world? 

: If it was internationalized even 
before a withdrawal, then has not a 
withdrawal lessened the urgency

- If Kargil was meant just to inter- 
nafionalize the Kashmir issue, why 
was it terminated in Washington 
without getting any tangible benefit 
Out of it?

Kargil and beyond 


AFTER reading Hyder Ali’s let- 
ter (Dawn July 10) I find it neces- 
sary to provide some relevant infor- 
mation. The sacrifices made by the 


Mujahideen shall not go in vain, 


but the time chosen for inflicting 
damage on the Indian armed forces 
in Occupied Kashmir was a bit too 
early. Confusion resulting from the 
forthcoming elections campaign in 
Bharat and just a little more cold 
weather to which the brave fighters 
on our side are more accustomed to 
than the soldiers who are being 
sent from Rajasthan to fight in 
Kargil, would have gBiven us tactical 
advantage in movement!

Pakistan might have been in a bet- : 


ter economic situation by the sixth 
of September this year after its 
budget fiasco, 
The Kashmir problem, which we 
now seek to solve permanently with 
the active involvement of President 
Clinton and the international com- 
munity, was-unnecessarily created 
by leaders who had themselves vac- 
illated in their demand for Pakistan 
between 1940 and 1947, until both 
Hindus and the British ‘agreed to 
the Pakistan Plan on June 3, 1947. 
Nas history forgotten how Sardar 
Vallabbhai Patel decided to obliter- 


ate Hyderabad from the map of 
India against the wishes of Lord 


‘Mountbatten? Hyderabad had 
always been the most allied ally of 
the British in India and the last 
Viceroy must have advised Nehru 
and Patel to exercise caution in 
their dealings with the Nizam. 
However, Patel could not take the 
same step in Kashmir because at 
that time even after the occupation 
of the Valley by Indian troops, he 
was aware that the Kashmiris hated 
the Hindu Dogras and were against 
Nehru; these included the Mahraja 
himself, his Prime Minister Pandit 
Kak’and of course the predominant 
‘Muslims in Kashmir. Shafi Qureshi, 
who was my contemporary in 
Aligarh from 1950 to 1954 and later 
as a prominent Kashmiri, became 
Governor of Bihar and Union 
Minister in Delhi, had personally 
expressed his support for Pakistan 
at that time in my presence.

Kashmir movement 
not freedom | 
struggle: UK official

ene April 19: Britain on. 


Wednesday indirectly refused to 
accept the Kashmir movement 
as a freedom struggle when 
Home Office lawyer told the 
London High Court that he did 
not accept the situation in occu- 
pied Kashmir as described earli- 
er by amicus curiae. 

‘Amicus curiae McDonald, QC, 


during Tuesday’s hearing of — 


Maulana Shafiqur Rehman’s 
case had termed the situation in 
occupied Kashmir as a freedom 
movement and suggested to the 
court that it shayld differentiate 
between a freedom movement 
and terrorist movements. 

However, Philip Sales, QC, 
who. is representing Home 
Secretary Jack Straw, while 
dealing with the submission that 
there was a difference between 
a freedom struggle and terror- 
ism, said on Wednesday that 
there was a very thin line 
between the two. 

He said the British govern- 
ment did not accept the situa- 
tion in occupied Kashmir as was 
described by Mr McDonald. 

On Tuesday, Mr McDonald 
and Maulana Shafiq’s lawyer 
Barrister Sibghatullah Kadri had 
told the court that Kashmiris 
were fighting Indian forces to 
seek freedom and to get the 
United Nations Resolution on 
Kashmir implemented. The reso- 
lution, Mr Kadri had said, 
declared Kashmir a disputed ter- 
ritory and gave Kashmiris the 
right to self-determination. 

When Mr Sales was asked to 


clarify his remarks after the hear-" 


ing, he said: “We did not accept 
the way Mr McDonald described 
the situation in Kashmir”, 

He also suggested to the court 
not to deal with the issue of 
Kashmir in its judgment as it 


. was a complex issue and could 


have implications on its foreign 
relations. 

The judge observed that he 
was looking at another aspect: 
whether the Secretary of State 
was entitled to declare someone: . 
a threat to security on the basis 
of his association with some 
mafia or terrorist group without 
having a proof of that. ¢ 

Mr McDonald had emphasized 
that there had to be a convincing 
proof of that individual’s assqcia- 
tion with the mafia-or terrorist 
group and that a decision could 
not be taken on mere hearsay. 

Mr Kadri is representing 
Maulana Shafiq, a Pakistani 
Muslim scholar facing deporta- 
tion on grounds of supporting 
the Kashmir freedom struggle. 


* Mr Kadri had on Tuesday 


accused the Home Secretary of 
politically appeasing India but 
hiding his action behind the veil 
of “national security”. 

“Why is Home Secretary 
reluctant to say that I am taking 
Indian position (on Kashmir) 
and taking refuge behind 
national security,” the QC 
(senior advocate) said while 
arguing his case. before the 
three-member London High 


_ Court Appeal Bench headed by 


Master of Rolls Justice Woolfe.: 
The bench is hearing the 
appeal of Home Secretary 
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against the decision: of Special 
Immigrations - “Appeal 
Commission (SIAC) which had 
ruled that the deportation order 
issued by the Home secretary 
against Maulana Shafiqur 
Rehman was illegal. 

The SIAC had also refused to 
accept the Home Secretary’s 
grounds of “national security” 
for deporting Maulana Shafiq, 
saying the Home Secretary had’ 
to prove his allegations on 
high civil standard. 

Mr Kadri also said that if par- 
liament wanted to apply lower 
standards.of proof in cases of 
national security then it could 
have done so, but it did not. 

He reminded the court that 
the United Kingdom was not 
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like a Third World country 
‘where’same one could be 
‘detained for 90 days on a minis- 
ter’s belief that he or she was © 
about to act*in a manner preju- 
dicial to the state’s interests. He 
said it was for the person who 
made allegations of such serious 
nature, like terrorism, to prove 
them on high standard because 
the allegations mean that the 
person was being declared a 
criminal or a terrorist. 

~ He said that what may be 
defined as terrorism by one 
country .could be another’s free- 
dom struggle, and referred to 
the Kosovo Liberation Army, 
which. was though threatening 
the security of Kosovo but being 
trained and financed by Britain. 
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
